ARMY SIGNAL STATIONS 


Oh - 


Captured by Navy In Attack 
Upon the Coast 


DASH TO THE WESTWARD 


After Having Secured Martha’s 


Vineyard and Block Island as Bases 
of Operations—Attacks on Forts Are 
Repulsed by Artillerymen ~ 


Newport, R. 1., Sept. 2—Admiral Hig- 
ginson did not long delay after the 
declaration of hostilities yesterday to 
cut out work for the jackies and 
marines of his fleet, accomplishing in 
daylight, but under cover, two things 
that General MacArthur's army had 


anticipated. These things were the 
seizure of Martha’s Vineyard and 
Block island and the capture of the 
army's signal station on each. Last 


hight he followed up his good work by 
a demonstration in force against the 
extreme western end of the line of de- 
fending fortifications, but it cannot be 
determined until later if he actually ut- 
tempted to force his way into Long 
Island sound or simply aimed to give 
his crews a little big gun practice, »nd 
his captains the opportunity to maneu- 
ver within striking distance to deter- 
mine the location and calibre of the 
ordinance in the forts. 

The navy’s night attack was not ex- 
pected at the western end of the line 
quite so early in the game. The theory 
was held all day, after it was known 
that Higginson had secured a base on 
the outlying islands, that he would 
send his cruisers for reconnaissance 
against both ends of the line, and then 
swing his fleet into the centre or 
around Newport for a sharp, yet heavy, 
attack there, maneuvering quickly, 
and then when things became most 
interesting sail to the westward and 
make hie @rand offart ta fares hie way 
into Long Island sound. This would 
have been his night attack, for itseems 
almost certain that the day attack 
will be against Fort Rodman, the 
eastern point. 

Once last night Newport got a scare 
when a message came from Point 
Judith that marines were being landed 
there in the fog. All communication 
with that point was cut off. Then at 
10:30 came an official bulletin coveriag 
the bombardments of . Forts Micite 
ane Wright, and wonderment arose if 
the favorite theory was about to be 
carried out in practice. But very .oon 
Point Judith signal station was again 
in touch with the central intelligence 
bureau. Then it Was explained that 
the Point Judith signalmen were 
given a drill in saving equipment on 
supposition that the enemy was max- 
ing a landing. They cut out the tele- 
graph and telephone wires, picked up. 
their equipment and made a record- 
breaking retreat, then returning and re- 
establishing the station, doing a credit- 
able piece of work. 

The two movements of the fleet yes- 
terday form chapters in themselves. In 
theory only was Admiral Higginson’s 
capture of the islands an easy task, 
but nevertheless he got them and it is 
to his credit. The capture of the isl- 
ands having been expected, it was 
forestalled by the army in providing 
secret signal stations. But under 
shelter of Block island and off the en 
trance to New Haven harbor the fleet 
swung at anchor in the fog nearly all 
day. The converted yachts took on 
coal from the collier Lebanon and the 
marines on shore went into camp 
apparently for a long stay. Towards 
evening the small vessels of the feet 


went into the harbor while the biz 
eraft moved in closer together. All 


this was a bluff on Admiral Higgin- 
son's pat, in view of the lively time 
later. On board ship it was a condi- 
tion of war, decks cleared for action 
and guns in such shape that their 
crews wotld be able to respond in- 
stantly to the order “Cast Toose and pro- 
vide.” 

At just 10:20 last night the big guns 
of Forts Wright, ferry and Michie 
belched forth almost simultaneously 
and there was no longer doubt that the 
first attack in the war game was in 
effect. “For an hour the cannonading 
continued. 

When the booming of the big guns 
signalled’ the beginning of the attack, 
for the moment all communication with 
the forts by telegraph and telephon>? 
was cut off, the artillerymen being en- 
gaged with the enemy, and all the wires 
at the forts were being utilized in the 
firing of the guns. Far out in the Race 
the ships commanded by Admiral Hiz- 
ginson were sighted and just as soon 
as they came within firing distance 
the fort guns opened on them. There 
was quick response from the enemy. 
first 40 minutes the firing was con- 
tinuous, the alm of the soldiers being 
aided by the searchlights, which worked 
to the fullest satisfaction. The ships’ 
lights were out and evidently the ud- 
miral haned be cowd get nearer the 
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forts’ within the safety line, before he 
was discovered, but in this he was 
foiled, so the army officers claim, and 
his ships, including the Massachusetts 
and Indiana, were put out of action. 

He kept the army men guessing as to 
What he would do next, and he maneu- 
vered the fleet in a most masterly way 
and hurried to the westward, out of the 
firing zone. Just exactly where the 
fleet went was not known definitely at 
headquarters. It was expected that 
there would be a second attack before 
the night passed, but General Mae- 
Arthur said the enemy would find a 
hot reception awaiting its advent, 
warmer indeed than the one that Lad 
already been tendered.

Boston, Sept. 2—An attendance 
that has seldom been surpassed‘in a 
Prohibition convention in Massachu- 
setts, 155 delegates met here yesterday 
to nominate a state tiaket and adopt a 
platform for the coming fall cam- 
piign. The ticket named follows:

Easthampton; secretary of state, H. 
B. Grittin, Winthrop; treasurer and re- 
ceiver general, Daniel Parlin, Worces- 
ter; auditor, David Morrison, Fall 
River; attorney general, Allan Coffin, 
Nantucket, 

The platform as adopted by the con- 
vention holds that the licensed liquor 
traffic, in all its branches, from the 
original manufacture to its final sale, is 
a system of corruption and robbery and 
belongs not with legitimate trades, but 
with gambling, theft and prostitution; 
that Massachusetts can never put her- 
self right before God and men until 
She blots out the crime of 1875, which 
substituted license for prohibition. 
The platform also declares that the 
fatal defect of local option is that it 
is wrong. The two propositions that 
the state cannot authorize murder in 
certain districts, and that it cannot au- 
thorize liquor selling in certain dls- 
tricts, are not similar but identical, for 
every saloon is a potential murder step. 


Soldiers’ Sympathy With Strikers 

Parkersburg, W. Va., Sept. 2.—An 
unexpected situation has resulted from 
the ordering out of the National Guard 
to preserve order in the coal fields, The 
soldiers have persuaded so many of 
the men at work to join in the strike 
that the detachment stationed at Rush 
Run had to be recalled and sent to #n- 
other point to keep it from emptying 
the mine. It is estimated that over 
1906 families have been evicted inthe 
New river valley and most of them 
have no place to go. 

Pleasure Shooting Became Earnest 

Woonsocket, R. I., Sept. 2.—Shootiag 
for pleasure by some parties yesterday 
in Blackstone started a crowd of boys 
at a picnic to send a yolley of stones 
across the Blackstone river into cot- 
tages occupied by the Italian strike 
breakers, employed by the American 
Woolen company. The latter re- 
taliated with birdshot and pistol bul- 
lets, three persons being hit by some of 
the shot, although not dangerously 
injured. An incipient riot was quelled 
by the police. 


Substantial Aid For Miners 

Philadelphia, Sept. 2.—The organized 
workmen of Philadelphia yesterday 
paid their tribute to President Mitchell. 
The presence of the miners’ chief was 
made the occasion of probably the 
greatest demonstration that organized 
labor has ever held in this city. After 
the parade a pienic was held.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


President Made Tour of Vermont Yesterday and 
the Munroe Doctrine. 


Spoke at Proctor on 


East Northtield, Mass., Sept. 2.— 


President Roosevelt 


yesterday con- 
cluded his tour through Vermont at 
Bwattleboro, and spent last night at 


Northtield. The reception accorded 


him at Brattleboro was among the 
most eathusiastic which he has re- 
ceived in his tour of New England. 


He was met by a company o? infantry, 
headed by a band, and escorted to the 
common, where he delivered a brief ad- 
dress, in which he spoke of Abraham 
Lincoln as the man of the hour in the 
great Civil war. He feclingly referred 
to the venerable ex-Governor Hol- 
brook, who wus on the platform, as 
being one of the few men who had re- 
ceived the distinction of being a war 
governor. 

The president's progress through 
Brattleboro was a continuous ovation. 
On the line of march, his carriage was 
stopped in front of the leading hotel, 
and from the balcony, men, wonen 
and children showered loose flowers 
and bouquets upon him. Arriving at 
the common, where he delivered his 
address, the pavilion steps were 
strewn with flowers by little girls, who 
were drawn up on both sides. 

Labor day was generally celebrated 
throughout the state and wherever the 
train stopped holiday crowds were cut 
to extend the president a welcome. His 
remarks on the subject of labor were 
confined mostly to a tribute to the peo- 
gle of Vermont, and he expressed his 
pleasure at being greeted by the repre- 
sentatives of organized labor, becaus>, 
he said, the typical American is the 
man who works. 

The president began the day's 
journey at Burlington, reaching that 
city from Shelburne, the home of Dr. 
W. 5S. Webb. After a drive about the 
city, the presidential train started 
southward, stops being viade at Ver 
gennes, Middlebury, Brandon, Proctor, 
Rutland, Ludlow, Sellows Falls, 
Chester and Brattleboro, and his Ver 
mont trip was ended 

He crossed into Massachusetts in the 
early evening, and went to Northtleld 
to remain last night as the guest of 
William R. Moody, son of Evangelist 
Dwight L. Moody. The president went 
to Round Top this morning to visit Mr 
Moody's grave.

PEOPLE TERROR STRICKEN 


Mount Pelee In Constant Eruption 
For the Past Two Weeks 

Castries, Island of St. Lucia, B. W. 
I., Sept. 2—Mont Pelee has been in 
constant eruption since Aug. 15. There 
Was an enormous fall of ashes from the 
voleano the night of the 25th. There 
was a very severe eruption the night 
of the 28th. The mountain burned 
fiercely that night and out at sea pass- 
ing vessels Were covered with ashes. 
The night of the 30th there were three 
separate eruptions. 

It is impossibe to approach the 
ruined town of St. Pierre from the sea. 
The people of the village of Lecarbe], on 
the coast, are terror-stricken and fly- 
ing to the interior. Hot water is pour- 
ing down on Lorrain and Basse Pointe. 

At 8 o'clock fn the evening of the 50th 
Suddenly one- 
half of the horizon was obscured by a 
black cloud of dust. This cloud was 
the centre of most magnificent electric 
effects, the flashes of light surpassing 
the most elaborate fireworks. Flames 
and flashes continued to burst from 
the cloud until nearly midnight. 
Columns of flame shot out of the crater 
of Mont Pelee to explode above the 
cloud in showers of balls of golden 
fire, which fell through the darkness in 
myriads of sparks. Three large au- 
reoles were seen in the sky over the 


; opening of the crater. 


A tidal wave rushed upon Fort Ge 
France and the terrified inhabitants of 
the port fled in large numbers to the 
interior. The wave did but slight dam- 
age. At midnight of the 30th Mont 
ee was quiet; shortly after this hour 
there came another shower of ashes, ac-

THE CHANCES APPEAR EVEN 


——- 


For No Election of Governor by the 
People, Thus Leaving It to the Leg- 
islative Body—Republican Factions 

BEach Claim to Be Sure of Victory 


Burlington, Vt., Sept. 2.--‘The leading 
supporters here of J. G. McCullough, 
the regulgr Republican aominee for 
governor, predict his eleciion today by 
a majority of from 5000 to 10,000. The 
managers of the campaign for P. W. 
Clement, on the other hand, claim Mr. 
Clement's election by 3000 majority. 
They give only five of the 14 counties 
in the state to McCullough. 

It is admitted by the 
themselves that their vote “will be 
much smaller than usual, as many 
Democrats will vote for Clement. 

The friends of Felix McGettrick, the 
Democratic standard bearer, are hop- 
ing that the people will fail to elect, in 
which case the contest will be thrown 
into the legislature. 

Both factions of the Republican party 
are making gigantic efferts to control 
the legislature. Most towns havg at 
least three candidates, and as a ma- 
jority of votes is necessary to elect, it 
is thought many towns are likely to 
go unrepresented this year. 

As the successful candidates are re- 
quired to receive a majority over all 
many of the prominent politicians in 
the state are predicting that there will 
be no election by the people for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor and that 
the election will be carried to the legis- 
lature. The legislature consists of 30 
senators and 246 representatives. The 
present general assembly has less than 
50 Democrats. The fight will extead 
down through the ticket to part of the 
senators in each county and representa- 
tives in each of the 246 cities and 
towns. In the contest for members of 
the legislature the interest is equally 
as great as in that over the head of 
the ticket. 

The vote for governor two years ago 
Was 67,099 and a trifle larger vote is 
looked for today on account of the in- 
tense interest in the struggle for gov- 
erpor. Friends of both eandidates 
agree that never before has it been so 
difficult to forecast the probable result 
as now. Those who predict that the 
election will be carried to the legisla- 
ture say McCullough will get 28,000 
votes and Clement 24,150, while Mc- 
Gettrick and Sherburne are given a 
compricd your Of 4000. IT the vote is 
as large as that of two years ago it 
will require a total of 83,500 to elect by 
the people. 

A prominent Republican says that 
the division In the Republican ranks 
developed by the opposing views on the 
liquor law are responsible for such 
mixed political conditions, but the 
chances are even that there will bo no 
election for governor by the people, 
and that the legislative body whieh 
meets in October will be called upon 
to elect a governor and a lieutenant 
governor. 

As the result of the interest that has 
developed it is generally predicted that 
both branches will be in favor of hizh 
license, the local option liquor law 
with a referendum clause attached, 
which, when voted on, will immediately 
take the place of the prohibitory law 
which has been on the statute books for 
50 years, 

Conservative Republicans concede 
that Clement will get 20 percent of ihe 
vote that would naturally go to the 
Republican candidate for governor if 
there were no party differences, The 
Clement leaders look for their main 
strength in the cities and large towns, 
and should the day be rainy they say 
the vote for McCullough will be much 
smaller in the back towns than they 
give credit for in good weather.

The demands of Quincey Point for a 
school building, land etc., to cost over 
$80,000 is unreasonable when the 
margin of the city debt is so small, 
and the needs of the city so numerous, 
and the City Council is to be com- 
mended for yoting down the $15,000 
additional, which might and might not 
be sufficent to complete, furnish and 
grade. The city has already voted 
$6,500 for an addition to the Wash- 
ington school lot, and $55,000 for the 
erection of a building,but $15,000 more 
was wanted for the building and later 
an appropriation for heating and ven- 
tilating plantand furnishing and also 
for grading the grounds. 

The Cranch house of nine 
rooms only $40,000 and it has 
generally been held up as a model 
building. It could be duplicated today 
for less than $50,000 Abington has 
this year erected a brick High school 
building with eight rooms, a hall and 
modern improvements for less than 
$45,000, and a parochial school of 
eight rooms and hall was dedicated in 
Lynn last week which cost but $35,000.

Commissioner Wright’s Report 

Washington, Sept. 4.—The report of 
Commissioner of Labor Wright on the 
anthracite coal strike was mad: public 
yesterday.

This he believes is one of the 
chief causes of the difficulties betw en 
the operators and miners.

TWO THOUSAND KILLED 


Another Disaster Overtakes 
Island of Martinique 


FULL DETAILS ARE LACKING 


Population of Guadeloupe Apprehen. 
sive of Tidal Wave In the Event of 
the Collapse of Martinique—Fort 
de France Hospitals Crowded 


Castries, Island of St. Lucia, B. W. 
I., Sept. 5.— Steamer Yare arrived here 
last evening from the island of Mar- 
tinique. She brings the report that a 
violent volcanic eruption occurred there 
Wednesday night, and that about 2000 
people are said to have perished. 
Large numbers of people are leaving 
the island. 

The British steamer Savan arrived 
here yesterday from the island of 
Trinidad. She was covered with dust 
and reports that she ran lato a dense 
cloud of dust while 20 miles south of 
St. Vincent. 


Paris, Sept. 5.—The Paris edition of 
the New York Herald publishes a dis- 
patch from Point-a-Pitre, Island of 
Guadeloupe, dated Sept. 4, which says 
that constant detonations heard there 
Wednesday night indicate a_ terrific 
voleanie eruption on the island of Mar- 
tinique. Thick, black clouds were seen 
to the southward of Guadeloupe, and 
the heat at Pointe-a-Pitre was in- 
tense. The population was said to be 
greatly alarmed and apprehensive of a 
tidal wave in the event of the collapse 
or Martinique. 


Roseau, Island of Dominica, D. W. 
I., Sept. 5.—A copy of L’Opinion of 
Fort de France, Martinique, dated 
Sept. 3, says that over 1500 persons 
were killed during the volcanic erup- 
tion of Mont Pelee of last Saturday, 
and that a still greater number of per- 
sons huve veeu Srought to Fort de 
France by French cruisers and by 
coasting craft. The hospitals of Fort 
de France are filled with the sick and 
wounded. 


Hard Feelings Continue 

Posen, Sept. 5.—Emperor William 
made a speech here yesterday de- 
signed to conciliate the Poles, in so far 
as this could be done, by phraseology 
that did not imply weakness, and to 
reaffirm the continuance of the pres 
ent policy, including making German 
the only language of the schools and 
the administration. Inquiries made 
among the Poles and Germans of this 
city indicate that both elements con- 
sider the race quarrel in the province 
as likely to continue. 


Sails Direct to Iquitos 
New York, Sept. 5.—The first vessel 
to leave this port for Iquitos, Peru, ai- 
rect, sailed yesterday afternoon. ‘The 
vessel is the steamship Alps of the 


Hamburg-Awerican service. Iquitos 
is about 3000 miles up the Amazon. 


The port is on the Peruvian line, near 
the base of the Andes mountains. 
Cargo from there has been brought 
down the river in the past, but the Alps, 
which carries a general cargo, will go 
there direct and there will be no re- 
shipment of goods. 


Pool to Thwart Combine 

Kingston, Ja., Sept. 5.—At a meeting 
of fruit growers yesterday it was de 
cided to form a pool for the regulation 
of the quality, quantity and price of 
fruit sold to shippers for export. The 
step is the result of the formation of 
the recent Anglo-Americgm combine, it 
being taken in order to protect the 
growers against the lowering of prices 
by the combine, which completely 
maintaining nuisances, 


Boer Generals’ Wishes 

London, Sept. 5.—At the conference 
today between the Boer generals and 
Joseph Chamberlain, it is believl. 
according to The Daily Mail, the gen- 
erals will ask that full civil rights and 
autonomy be granted within two vears 
from the signature of peace, on the 
plea that otherwise the pastoral Boers 
would find themselves swamped by the 
industrial and mining population. 


Hunter Accidentally Killed 

New York, Sept. 5.—Charles A. Smy- 
lie, president of the National Licoric« 
company, was accidentally shot sad 
killed near Blue Mountain lake, in the 
Adirondacks, while hunting. At the 
outbreak of the Spanish war Smylie 
secured a staff appointment with the 
rank of major. Previous to that he 
commanded a company of the Twelfth 
regiment. He was 42 years old. 


Brookfield Loses Town Hall 
Brookfield, Mass., Sept. 5.—Fire yes- 
terday destroyed the town hall, which 
was valued at $60,000. An engine 
house was burned, besides the town 
hall, and other property was damaged. 
The loss on all is about $70,000.

Boston, Sept. 5.—Some new facts of 
interest bearing upon the accident to 
the president’s party at Pittsfield are 
given by John B. Smith, secretary to 
Governor Crane, who was in the third 
carriage behind that occupied by the 
president, and who saw the accident. 
Mr. Smith is a veteran newspaper 
man, accustomed to making close ob- 
Servations of incidents. He says that 
in his judgment the car was going 
about 20 miles an hour. He said that 
there were no shrieks or yells at the 
moment of the collision; as a matter of 
fact the silence was awful and appall- 
ing. 

About the place where the accident 
happened, Mr. Smith explains that the 
thoroughfares bears a little to the left. 
About 200 feet beyond where Driver 
Pratt attempted to cross the tracks the 
side roadway on which the president’s 
carriage had been going terminated. 
A greensward at the further point 
came flush with the street car tracks. 
The railway continued straight on rp 
Howard's bill. 

Driver Pratt's object was of course 
to strike the carriage road on the other 
Side. Accordingly, the carriage could 
have kept to the side it was on for al- 
most 200 feet. “I am of the opinion 
that if it had kept there 100 feet, the 
car would undoubtedly have swept ty 
it,” Mr. Smith said. “The motorman, I 
think, must have thought that the ear- 
riage would remain on the right of the 
tracks for a little distance further, and 
therefore he increased his speed to 
rush by before the crossing, which had 
to be made shortly, should be at- 
tempted,” 


Craig’s Body Sent to Chicago 

Pittsfield, Mass., Sept. 5.—The body 
of William Craig, who was killed in 
Wednesday's accident to the president's 
carriage, was taken to Chicago yester- 
day. A delegation of citizens appeared 
at the underiaking rooms, and later 
followed the casket to the depot. 
There were a number of beautiful 
floral tokens. As the body left the un- 
dertaking rooms, the bells of the va- 
rious churches were tolled, this con- 
tinuing during the passage of the pro- 
cession to the depot. 


Mind Affected by Privation 

Washington, Sept. 5.—An example of 
the mental havoc wrought by extreme 
exposure and privation is furnished hy 
the case oi Captain Maxfield of the 
signal corps, who has been in charge 
of the army’s signal work in Alaska. 
In the early spring Maxfield left Valdes 
and travelled 300 miles to the north for 
the purpose of looking over the ground 
and outlining work to be performed by 
the signal corps during the summer. 
Then, with but a single Indian guide 
for a companion, he started buck by 
boat. He endured terrible privations 
before he finally arrived. The war ce- 
partment has received a telegram vtat- 
ing that Maxfield is beset with a 
hallucination that there is a cen- 
spiracy directed against his life. 


Color and Unionism 

soston, Sept. 5.—At the convention of 
the National Association of Stationary 
Engineers yesterday, while propos :d 
amendments to the constitution were 
being discussed, a delegate moved that 
the word “white” be included in the 
text. Instantly there was a storm. 
Delegate Grant ef Louisiana described 
the negroes of the south and declared 
white men shouid not be asked to work 
with them. Delegate Cronley of Nerv 
Jersey declared that he did not think 
the southern members of the associa 
tion should be sacrificed for the sake 
of a few colored engineers. Finally 
the convention decided to let the con- 
stitution stand as it was. 


Boris Pays His Respects 

Oyster Bay, Sept.5.—The president 
yesterday entertained Grand Duke 
Boris at luncheon. The grand duke 
caled simply to pay his respects and at 
3:30 the party left on the Felicia for 
Newport. President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Cortelyou have recovered 
from the effects of their accident of 


Wednesday, but still bear outward 
marks of the catastrophe. The marks 
in the president's face will probably 


disappear in about four days.

Boston, Sept. 5.—The Globe an- 
nounces that James Wray, the pro- 
fessional sculler and caach of the Weld 
(Harvard) Boat club, is out with a 
challenge to George Towns of England 
to row a match race for the professional 
championship of the world, and has 
posted a forfeit with The Globe ;to 
show his earnestness to meet the con- 
queror of Jake Gaudaur. 


Savings of Lifetime Stolen 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The habit of carry- 
ing the savings of a lifetime in one’s 
clothing instead of confiding them te 
the care of 1 bank proved a bad one to 
Thomas T. Burns yesterday. He wig 
in a saloon and showed his roll con- 
taining $1900, the fruit of hard jabor 
for 30 years. Later he lost the roll, 
which appears to have been stolen 
from him. 


Shot and Robbed 
Newport, Vt., Sept. 5.—George Bu- 
chanan, a young man of this town, was 
attacked by a highwayman in a lonely 
place between Newport and Batesville, 
shot through the arm and left uncon- 
scious by the roadside. When he re- 
covered his senses he found that $80 
which he had in his pocket had been 

taken. The robber escaped. 


-HTACKLED FORT WRIGHT 


Excellent Night Maneuver by 
the Naval Fleet 


OPENED A DEADLY FIRE 


Which Was Ably 
Artillerymen—Report of Damage to 


Responded to by 


Brooklyn May Have Been Exagger- 


ated to Mislead Defenders 
Fisher's Island, N. Y., Sept. 5.—Fort 
Wright was again attacked last night, 
and it would appear that Admiral Nig- 
ginson and Admiral Coghlan have | 
brought their fleets together for the 
purpose of silencing, if possible, the 
guns of the fort, which is admitted to 
be the most strongly fortified on Long 
Island sound. 

While the entire fleet was not en- 
gaged in the battle the fact that the 
Brooklyn, Admiral Coughlan’s flagship, 
and the Kearsarge, Admiral Higgin- 
son's flagship, were engaged, leads to 
the belief that the rest of the feet is 
not far away. The Montgomery Is at 
Mantauk point, and her lights could 
be seen from here. The Indiana, which 
was known to be with the others yes- 
terday afternoon, could not be located. 

Admiral Higginson’s maneuver last 
night was an excellent one and brought 
out the finest points of the game of 
war. He came down upon the forts in 
two sections. The cruisers were sen! 
ahead with the apparent purpose of 
having the fire concentrated upon 
them. 

He then crept up with his battleships 
and opened a deady fire for the pur- 
pose of crumbling the fort to pieces. 
The maneuvering of the ships was ex- 
cellent, as was also the manner in 
which the defenders picked up the bat- 
tleships and covered them with their 
big guns. 

At five minutes after 10 o'clock a 
general alarm rang out over Fort 
Wright last night and all the troops 
were called to arms. At that hour 
searchlight No, 5 picked up the cruiser 
Brooklyn as she was speeding to the 
westward toward the Race. At first it 
Was supposed that the cruiser was on 
her way to New York for repairs, but 
she came so close to the island that a 
warning shot was fired, and to the 
surprise of the officers she ‘veplied 
vigorously. 

This leads to the belief that the 
reported accident to the Brooklyn hus 
been exaggerated by the navy orficials 
for the purpose of throwing the de- 
fenders of the fort off their guard. 


The firing had been on but a few 
moments when the Olympia was 


sighted closely following the Brooklyn 
and she too passed up with exery avail 
able gun on the forts. After these two 
vessels passed through the Race three 
battleships were picked up by the 
searchlighs and fears that a landing 
would be made caused the officers to 
Send the second relief, with’ a gatling 


gun, down to the dock, the only safe 
place at which a landing could be 


made, 

The battleships were soon recognized 
as the Kearsarge, Massachusetts : nd 
Alabama, und they were proceeding 
toward the Race in the order named. 
As they passed the forts they opened 
fire. Every gun at Fort Wright was 
now blazing away and Forts Terry and 
Michie were also making a valiant at: 
tempt to put the ships out of business.

It is confidently ex- 
pected that an attempt will be mude to 
land and every precaution has been 
taken to repel the invaders.

Ward Three Voter After the Ward 


Three Councilman. 
Editors of the Ledger: 

What is the matter with Ward Three 
Councilmen? 

As a taxpayer I would ask the above 
question ia all sincerity when I read 
in your issue of the 3d, your report of 
the vote in the City Council on the 
order for un additional $15,000 for the 
Ward Two schoolhouse that had al- 
ready been voted $55,000. Yet we find 
all three of our Ward Three councilmen 
voting for this wanton waste of the 
people’s money.

‘The present building does 
not seem to be overcrowded, and I am 
sure that it looks 50 per cent better 
than the Coddington school right in the 
center of our city. Wollaston, which 
is our chief residential ward, hasa 
wooden school building, and the Adams 
is also of wood, and no more decorative 
than the Washington school building. 

If we were rich and could afford such 
buildings, that would be another thing. 
But with the high tax rate and valua- 
tion, more in many cases than the 
property wonld biing, and with our 
debt limit about reached, an urgent de- 
mand for a large addition to our High 
school, is it not time that every coun-

It is time the taxpayers called a halt, 
by refusing to yote for councilmen who 
would vote for such extravagance, and 
our members in the present Council if 
they present themselves for reelection, 
be given a sharp rebuke by 
being left at home.

not to blame for the accident; that it 
Was caused by his own carelessness. 
Mr. McMillan defrayed his expenses 
and before he returned to Lake Su- 
perior gave him an artificial leg, an 
outfit of clothing and an order for 
steady employment. - 

A few years ago a Texas clergyman 
came to Detroit. He was agent for 
the Mary Allen seminary at Crockett, 
Tex., an institution for the education 
and industrial training of colored girls. 
The lady who founded the institution 
had succeeded in erecting the educa- 
tional building and had then died, and 
a dormitory was needed to make the 
seminary a success. Mr. McMillan 
heard the appeal, invited the clergy- 
man to call upon him, and when he 
heard a full description of the institu- 
tion said: “My dear sir, you can re- 
turn home. I will be happy to carry 
the matter to a conclusion.” ~The re 
sult was a fine dormitory building close 
to the seminary for which the senator 
paid $16,000. 


As Senator McMillan’s fortune in- 
creased so did his charitable works, 
Says the New York Times. 
chosen a senator, he was known as a 
systematic giver to private and public 
philanthropic undertakings, and no 
other man in Michigan, it is stated, 
ever gave away so much money or 
gave it more ungrudgingly than he. 
As an instance of his generosity and 
his regard for those who were de- 
pendent upon him for their livelihood 
it is related that once he advised an 
employee to invest $1,000 in a com- 
pany he was incorporating. The em- 
ployee, a woman, replied that she did 
not have $1,000. 

“Well,” said Mr. McMillan, “I’ll in- 
vest it for you, and you can repay me 
out of the dividends.”

He helped 
many of them to get an education. To 
others he gave situations in connec- 
tion with the enterprises he controlled. 


TARANTULA PEST IN SPAIN. 


Guitar Players, Belleved Able to 

Cure Bites, Reap Rich Harvest. 

Andalusia is suffering from a plague 
of tarantula spiders which have over- 
run the fields and have in some in- 
stances attacked the peasant farmers 
in their homes, says a special cable 
dispatch from Madrid, Spain, to the 
Chicago News. Local relief societies 
have revived the old Andalusian tradi- 
tion that guitar music is the best meth- 
od for curing the tarantula bite. 

It is said that the tarantula poison 
produces a racking nervous disturb- 
ance, which induces the bitten person 
to begin dancing when he hears the 
hum of the spider and to keep on 
dancing until profuse perspiration is 
induced, when he falls down exhaust- 
ed, but cured. 

In consequence of the revival of this 
belief hundreds of guitar players have 
flocked into Andalusia to ply their art 
in the homes of the victims of the 
spiders, encouraging the dancing and 
stimulating the healing process. The 
musicians are reaping a rich harvest. 


LUZON RICH IN GOLD. 


John Robinson Tells of the Island's 
Deposits. 

John Robinson, former swimming 
master of the Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation, has returned from a three and 
a half years’ stay in the Philippines 
and is enthusiastic over the future of 
the islands. 

“There is gold in quantities in the 
province of Benquet, in northern Lu- 
zon,” said Mr. Robinson to a reporter 
of the Chicago Tribune. “When good 
mining laws are passed and the use of 
powder and dynamite is allowed, it 
will not be long before the mines are 
opened up. Thousands of men have 
secured claims and are waiting for a 
chance to develop them. 

“In the southeastern peninsula of 
Luzon and in the islands of Mindanao, 
Masbate, Mindora and Panay there 
also are rich gold and copper deposits. 
There are coalfields at hand for fuel 
and power.”

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BOER A BRITISH MASCOT. 


Young Willie Fisher Is the Pet of 
Tommy Atkins In London. 
Willie Fisher, who is just fourteen 
years old, is the pet of the colonial 
camp at Kensington gardens, and the 
men of Driscoll’s scouts love to tell 
you why their baby was recommended 
for the distinguished conduct medal, 
says a London dispatch to the Phila- 
delphia Press. On his father’s farm 
at Boomplaats be was Schalk Willie 
Visser, but he has been Anglicized 
since then. He is a bronzed, sturdy 
little fellow, with dark eyes that look 
out brightly from under still darker 
eyebrows and tell of any amount of 

boyish daring. 

When the Boers took his father’s 
horses and cattle because he would not 
fight for them, Willie Fisher joined 
Damant’s horse as a guide. That 
was in March, 1901. In December of 
the same year he was transferred to 
Driscoll’s scouts, and it was then that 
he won distinction. 

Though only thirteen, he was in- 
trusted with a dispatch to Colonel 
Hamilton, who was ten miles away, 
in the neighborhod of Fauresmith. At 
nightfall he left the camp, but had 
gone only four miles when a party of 
Boers opened fire upon him, killing 
his horse and shooting him through 
the leg. 

He crept away among the rocks and 
lay there until the Boers had gone. 
Then, after walking a distance, he 
found an old Boer pony, which he 
mounted and rode without further 
mishap to Colonel Hamilton's force. 
Sergeant J. W. Stiglingh, who takes 
a paternal interest In the young scout, 
tells you with pride that he is a tee- 
totaler and nonsmoker. “He is a fine 
shot, too,” said the sergeant, “and has 
accounted for many a springbok with 
his rifle.” 

In London he Is having a happy time 
seeing the sights. He was deeply in- 
terested the other evening in the an- 
tics of a bucking mule which was be- 
ing exhibited at one of the halls. The 
animal succeeded in throwing every- 
body who attempted to ride him. Fish- 
er could not resist the temptation, and, 
slipping away from his friends, he 
mounted the animal and clung on tena- 
ciously. But the mule proved the vic- 
tor. A specially vigorous buck shook 
Fisher clean off, and a smart kick 
sent him back to his friends rubbing 
himself, but laughing. 


A NEW SCHOOL FUND, 


Walnat Logs a Source of Revenue 
In Oklahoma, 

The territorial school land depart- 
ment announced the other day the 
¢reation of a new fund of $5,000, on 
deposit with the territorial treasurer, 
known as the walnut log fund, says a 
Guthrie (Okla.) dispatch to the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. The money is 
derived from the sale of dead and dy- 
ing walnut timber on school lands and 
from territorial lands. 

The log business has recently be- 
come one of the most important in the 
department on account of the great 
value of walnut timber found in 
southwestern Oklahoma. A posse of 
special agents and detectives are kept 
there by the territory to guard the 
forest and prevent poaching by outside 
parties, who make a big profit by ship- 
ping the timber to Germany. The 
federal government also has a force of 
special agents guarding walnut timber 
on Indian, military and government 
lands.

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ANNEXATION OF HAYTI 


Has Been Under Consideration 
by the President 


WILL BECOME PLAGUE SPOT 


Unless Some Strong Nation Under- 


takes to Create Permanent Order— 
Interference by This Country Only 
a Matter of a Short Time 


5.—The relations 
are 


Washington, Sept. 
of Hayti to the United States 
liable to become of importance in the 
near future. Certain considerable 
American interests would like annexa- 
tion, but whether this will be brought 
out as a definite policy will have to de- 
pend upon the reception which the 
American public gives to the news- 
paper rumblings now inevidence. The 
fact that it is a black republic and 
that we have an unsettled negro ques- 
tion on our own hands complicates the 
situation. The subject has been dis- 
cussed by President Roosevelt with 
some of his advisers. 

For some time past the conditions in 
Hayti have been such as to seriously 
disturb that island. Revolutions have 
of late grown more frequent, and the 
presence of American men-of-war has 
been required not only to protect Amer- 
ican interests, but also to see that other 
foreigners in the island were not per- 
sonally ill-treated or robbed of their 
property. 

Reports from the island make it very 
plain that the people have no gov- 
ernment in the ordinary sense of the 


word, and that neither life nor prop- 
erty is safe. In fact, the conditions 
have grown so serious, it is alleged, 


that unless there is interference by a 
Stronger power the island will become 
a plague spot on the Caribbean sea. 

No other nation than the United 
States could undertake the work of re- 
storing order in the island. When in- 
terference becomes necessary, it will 
be the United States that will do it, 
and that such interference is only a 
matter of a short time is believed by 
certain persons with whom the presi- 
dent has discussed the matter. 

The island of Haytiis really occupied 
by two republics, San Domingo and 
Hayti. It lies directly between Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and is the largest isl- 
and in the West Indies, except Cuba. 
There is very little civilization upon 
the island, the negroes having relapsed 
into an almost barbarous state, with 
voodoo worship. Its people are in con- 
stant warfare, one president suceed- 
ing another as soon as the new aspirant 
can secure the necessary following and 
ammunition to make his position cer- 
tain. Many years ago there was a 
large export trade from the island. but 
this has dwindled down to almost 
nothing, while the purchases are con- 
and 
cotton goods. 


Pointers For Cotton Manufacturers 

Washington, Sept. 5 —American 
manufoscturers are overlooking certain 
indispensable requirements for the 
capture and retention of the cotton 
goods trade in Cuba, according to a 
port from Minister Squiers at Havana, 
He declares that the American houses 
should send Spanish speaking repre- 
sentatives to Cuba to work up their 
trade. He also points out a number 
of details in the packing and invoicing 
of goods destined for Cuba which are 
not taken into account in the United 
States.

BREAK IN COAL STRIKE 


Miners In West Virginia Fields Vote 


to Return to Work 
Huntington, W. Va., Sept. 5.—It is 
now believed the coal strike in West 
Virginia is practically atanend. Ata 
mass meeting of miners from all the 


coal fields along the Norfolk and West- 
ern railroad here yesterday it was al- 
most unanimously agreed to end the 
strike provided the operators will take 
back all the old miners, and the latter 
have signified their intention of doing 
this. The miners have agreed to re- 
turn to work next Monday morniag. 

It is reported that President Mitchell 
of the United Mine Workers advised 
the strikers to return to work, as he 
realized that winter is near at hand and 
the miners in this field could not hold 
out much longer, as almost everyone 
is dependent upon the union for food 
and clothing. It is thought the strike7s 
in the New River and Kanawha fields 
will soon follow the action of the strik- 
ers on the Norfolk and Western. 

The strike of the coal miners has been 
on in the Pocahontas and other bi- 
tum!nous’ coal fields of the Virginias 
since June 6 last. 


Says Concessions Were Granted 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 5.—President 
Mitchell confirms The Associated 
Press dispatch stating that the strike 
of miners in,the Pocahontas region has 
been declared off. He said the strikers 
were granted some concessions, but he 
could not say at present just what they 
were. 


Officers May Shoot and Kill 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 5.—The grand 
jury yesterday ignored the cases 
against Kinney, Reynolds and Wat- 
kins. The three men were employed 
as special officers at the Warnke col- 
liery, and during a riot which occurred 
there they were arrested on the charge 
of manslaughter and inciting to riot. 
The action of the grand jury estab- 
lishes a precedent in that men = em- 
ployed to protect life and property 
about the coal mines and who may, in 
the discharge of their duty, shoot and 
kill, cannot be held for the crine of 
murder or manslaughter. The four 
men who were arrested for the killing 
of Daniel Sweeney, a night watcninan 
ata mine in Nanticoke, were indicted 
for murder yesterday. 

To Buy Coal Abroad 

Philadelphia, Sept. 5.—The Board of 
Education of this city has completed 
arrangements by which anthracite coal 
will be imported from England to fur- 
nish fuel for the public schools during 
the winter. Owing to the mine work- 
ers’ strike the proposals of the board 
brought wo bids. The average price 
heretofore paid for coal for the city 


schools has been $5.50 a ton, but under 


the new arrangement the cost of im- 
portation will be about $6.50. The 


work of transferring the fuel from the 
wharves to the schools will involvean 
additional expenditure,

UNI OF COLONIES PREDICTED. 


Piissionary Bishop Says Orange Col- 

ony, the Transvaal and Rhodesia 
Strongly Favor Confederation With 
a Centrai Parliament — Johannes- 
Be World's Gold 


For Fifty Years.

Bishop C. Hartzell of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, who re- 
cently returned from his sixth episco- 
pal tour as missionary bishop for Af- 
rica, talked to a representative of the 
New York Tribune the other day at 
the Methodist headquarters in Fifth 
avenue concerning his travels and gen 
eral affairs in Africa. 

On the question of the South African 
war the bishop bas had positive con- 
victions from the beginning. His first 
wisit to South Africa was in 1897, two 
years before the war. He warned 
President Kruger and Dr. Leyds that 
they were leading their people into an- 
archy and war, in which case they 
would lose their country. Last Jan- 
uary in Cape Town he delivered a ser- 
mon on the moral aspects of the war 
and made a direct and earnest plea to 
the Dutch ministry in the south to use 
their influence to end it. 

“I consider the terms of surrender 
honorable to both sides,” said Bishop 
Hartzell. “The Boers could have kept 
up the struggle longer, as their women 
jwere being fed in concentration camps 
and their children were in schools in 
these camps, and they had no lack of 
g@rms or ammunition. They had a scat- 
jtered army of fifteen or twenty thou- 
sand. But their military power had 
been broken, all the cities were in pos- 
session of the English, and, in view of 
the enormous resources_of the empire, 
to prolong the struggle would only 
have been to insure a more complete 
defeat and to reduce the chances for 
favorable terms. 

“The course of the leaders who con- 
ducted the negotiations with the Eng- 
lish has been thoroughly manly. The 
cordial reception in England of these 
men and the manifest purpose of the 
empire in every way to treat the Boers 
as honorable and reliable are certainly 
very creditable.” 

“Do you think that there will be 
harmony between the masses of the 
‘English and the Dutch people?’ 

“Yes; but it will take time and pa- 
ttience and careful administration. Just 
now the crucial point is in Cape Col- 
ony, where Sir Gordon Sprigg, the 
premier, has called together the parlia- 
ment, seeking to have certain necessa-

ry laws passed, including a treason 
bill and a redistribution bill. The im- 
portance of the latter lies in the fact 
that the rural districts, where the 


Dutch predominate, have an overshare 
of representation. The English in Cape 
Colony clamored for the suspension of 
the constitution for a year or two, but 
this would require the action of the 
imperial parliament, and Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the colonial secretary, very 
wisely refused to ask for suspension 
without first giving the people of the 
colony an opportunity to manifest their 
loyalty to the empire and the best in- 
terests of South Africa. 

“England fought in South Africa for 
the just representation in the govern- 
ment: which the Dutch in the Trans- 
vaal refused, and it would now be un- 
jwise for her to refuse to give the same 
privilege to English and Dutch alike in 
Cape Colony. 

“T think confederation of the differ- 
ent colonies in South Africa will come, 
because it ought to come. Cape Colo- 
ny will probably move slowly in the 
matter.- Natal may also move slowly, 
but, Orange Colony, the Transvaal and 
Rhodesia are very much in favor of 
confederation, with a-cehtral parlia- 
ment. The population in this territory 
south of Zambezi, not counting the 
Portuguese of East Africa and German 
Southwest Africa, is more than 800,000 
white people and perhaps 7,000,000 
of blacks. The increase in population 
among both races will be rapid from 
this time forward, and the sooner these 
colonies, which’ correspond to states in 
America, are brought into perfect uni- 
ty as to trade relations, system of rail- 
ways, educational interests and _ poli- 
cies affecting mining, : culture and 
manufactures and the native popula- 
tion the better it will be for all. 
most difficult problem will center in 
questions affecting the civilization and 
elevation of the native millions of the 
dark continent. 

“I would not go quite so far as Lord 
Kitchener has gone and say that South 
Africa will be another America, be- 
cause so large a part of this territory 
is within the 


torrid zone and made up 
practically of arid lands, where there | 
is no rain during half the year. But 


that South Africa has a great future 
is manifest. Johannesburg alone will 
be the gold center of the world for at 
least fifty years and has more gold in 
sight than there is now In circulation 
in the world. Kimberley will continue 
for generations to yield from $20,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 a year in diamonds. 


The railway systems will soon meet, 
to become a continental system.

Secret Service Men Shielded 
the President In a Crisis. 

Solid rest was the keynote of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s recent Sunday on the 
shores of Lake Champlain, sa dis- 
patch from Burlington, Vt., to the New 
York World.

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A FAMOUS SCULPTOR. 


Mrs, Theo Ruggles Kitson of Boston 
Has a Worldwide Reputation. 
However unusual her endowments 
and training may have been, it is hard 
to believe that any young woman 
twenty-seven years of age could have 
attained a permanent position in one 
of the most difficult branches of art 
and achieved a worldwide fame as a 
sculptor. Nevertheless this is what 
Mrs. Theo Ruggles Kitson of Boston 
has accomplished, and an examination 
of the large number of works of sur- 
passing artistic merit which Mrs. Kit- 
son has created during a period of 
| life when less accomplished artists 
are learning the technique of their 
| vocation furnishes sufficient evidence 
|that the future holds for her even 
| greater successes than those which 
| have already filled a brief past.

“Volunteer of ’61,” is a departure from 
| the symbolic and decorative work with

| miliar. A notable exception, however,

| Standing in the Hopkins park, Provi- 
dence. 
Mrs. Kitson was born in Brookline 


and began the actual study of model- 
ing when fifteen years of age, though 
long before that time she had given 
| promise of artistic ability. Her first 
instructor was Henry Hudson Kitson, 
the well known sculptor, whom she 
afterward married. 

A little later Mrs. Kitson, theneTheo 
Ruggles, studied drawing in Paris un- 
der Dagnan-Bouveret and Coutois. At 
the same time, alone and without any 
realization that she was developing her 
real vocation, she continued modeling 
in clay and during this period pro- 
duced her first statue, “Young Orphe- 
us.” This was exhibited at the Salon, 
and its youthful creator, seventeen 
years of age, still in short dresses and 
| Wearing ber hair in long braids down 
| her back, received honorable mention. 
Indeed, she was the youngest person 
who ever received honors from the fa- 
mous institution. 

From this time on she devoted her- 
self entirely to sculpture. In 1889 one 
of her first busts made from life was 
}accepted by the Salon committee as 
| the standard of sculpture in the Amer- 
ican section of the Paris exposition. 

Mrs. Kitson was represented at the 
World’s fair by two statues symbolic 
of the forests of Michigan, “Pines” and 

“Oaks.” These figures in bronze are 
now in the Museum of Fine Arts, De- 
troit.—Boston Herald.

If you do this, you will be able 
to shift the carpet sometimes higher, 
sometimes lower, and by this means 
you will get it worn evenly all over 
and will not have the edges of the 
stairs looking frayed and shabby while 
parts of the carpet remain untrodden 
and fresh.

USED OIL AS FUEL 


kemarkabie Run of Steamship From 
San Francisco to Vahiti 

Washitigton, Sept. 6.—The report of 
Lieutenant Winchell, U. S. N., the ex- 
pert detailed by the navy department to 
observe the installation and efticiency 
of the oil fuel system as fitted on the 
steamship Mariposa, has been received 
at the navy department. 

The Mariposa’s gross displacement 
Was 3160 tons and her average horse 
power with oil about 2481, giving her 
a daily average of 254 knots and a 
mean speed of 13.58 with 27S barreis 
of oi] a day.

The Pittsfield aldermen last 
took the first step by adopting an order 
regulating the rate of speed at which 
cars may be run in the streets of the 
The selectmen, of the’ several 
towns in the vicinity also have an- 
nounced their intention of taking im- 
mediate action in the matter.

| CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Sept. 
7—Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Ready for His coming.—Luke xi, 
31-40. 


The coming referred to in the topic 
is the second coming of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, and in this pas- 
sage from Luke Christ sets forth the 
importance and necessity of being 
ready for His coming. “Blessed are 
those servants whom the lord when 
he cometh shall find watching. Verily 
I say unto you he shall gird himself 
and make them to sit down to meat 
and will come forth and serve them. 
* * * Be ye ready therefore also, for 
the Son of Man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not.” Nor is this the 
only place where Christ emphasized 
the impor.ance of being ready for His 
|; coming. It was a familiar topic with 
Him and was set forth both in precept 
and in varable. e 
| Readiness for Christ’s second coming 
is necessary and important because 
| Christ is coming again. Skeptics may 
doubt this doctrine, but Christians can- 
not. Itis a conspicuous and deliberate 
teaching of the New Testament. “I 
will come again” was the declaration 
of Christ. “This same Jesus which is 
| taken up into heaven shall so come in 
; like manner as ye have seen Him go 
into heaven” was the testimony of the 
angels in Acts i, 11, and in the epistles 
Paul, James, Peter and John all em- 
phasized the fact of Christ’s coming 
and its important bearing upon the 
life of the Christian. Christ will come 
again. Therefore we should be ready 
for His coming. 

But we should not only be ready, but 
always ready. for the reason that no 
| man knows the day or the hour when 

Christ will come. The fact is revealed, 
| but the time is unrevealed. Nor is it 
| to be revealed. Christ is to come asa 
| thief in the night. In the parable of 
the virgins it was midnight, the most 
unexpected hour, when the cry arose, 
| “Behold, the Bridegroom cometh!” This 
is to be a characteristic of the second 
; coming of Christ. He is to come sud- 
| denly and unexpectedly; hence the ne- 
| cessity of being prepared at all times 
for His coming. 

Whether we are ready for Christ’s 
coming is an important matter. Upon 
our readiness depends our entrance 
| with Him into the glories and joys of 
/ heaven. The wise virgins entered; the 

foolish virgins, being unprepared, were 

left out and were kept out. “The doer 


Was shut” and never reopened! Are 
we ready in faith and life for His 
coming? 
BIBLE READINGS,

TONS OF POWDER EXPLODE, o222:%: 


One Killed and Several Injured at Governor's 


Island---Concussion Heard in Quincy.

One of the govern- 
old Fort 
Winthrop, on Governor's island, Bos- 
ton harbor, blew up shortly before 5 
o'clock last evening with a detonation 
that was very fore bly apparent all 
over the city and which was heard at 
points 20 miles uway. One dead man 
and tive injured were brought to the 
city by the police boat and three men 
are missing. The dead man’s name is 
Albert H, Cotton of Somerville. 

Negotiations have been pendiag some 
time for the release of the island by the 
government to the city as a part of the 
latter’s park system, and although the 
transfer has not been formally com- 
pleted the guard over the island has 
been somewhat relaxed, and as a re 
sult numerous clubs and pleasure 
parties have made use of it, especially 
on Sundays, the government's only 
representative there being an ordnance 
sergeant who has to maintain a watch 
over the entire island. The fort itself, 
only a little of which is visible above 
ground, is of stone, some of the granite 
blocks being of immense size. 

The tremendous force of the explosion 
is shown by the fact that some of these 
great blocks were hurled several hun- 
dred yards, while one of the largest 
was sept into the air and came down 
through the citadel in the centre of the 
fort. making a hole large enough to 
drive a team of horses through. All 
over the island the effects of the ex- 
plosion are visible, while in East Bos- 
ton, South Boston and in the city proper 
the concussion was severe enough to 
break windows and shake buildings to 
their foundations. 

The powder that exploded consisted 
of about six tons and was stored im one 
of the numerous casements that were 
built under ground around the citadel 
and which had of late been used as a 
powder magazine. The other case- 
mates were empty. Each of these 
apartments was built with granite 
walls 25 feet thick and covered with 
earth and masonry to the depth of 35 
feet, so that in view of later knowledge 
as to their position it is difficult to see 
how the first theory as to the cause 
of the explosion can be correct, for it 
would apparently be impossible for 
fire to have reached the powder by 
accident from the outside. Thisleaves 
the cause of the explosion entireiy un- 
explained. 

It Ig estimated that during the after- 
noon there were 300 or 400 pleasure 
seekers on the island and of that num- 
ber fully 150 were within a radius of 
200 yards of the fort. All were cov- 
ered with dirt and other debris and 
many were thrown to the ground by the 
terrific concussion, and that all of them 
were not killed is considered almost 
miraculous. Many of those at the 
farther end of the island were also 
greatly shocked and several were 
knocked down but escaped unhurt. 

Sergeant Shaw, in charge of the 
premises, is believed to have been at 
his quarters at the other end of the 
island when the explosion occurred, and 
sustained no injury. ~ 

The pelice boat was returning from 
its patrol of the harbor at the time 
and immediately made all speed for the 
island. where everything possible was 
done for the dead and injured, bring- 
ing all to the city early in the evening. 

Sergeant Shaw says he had no idea 
what caused the explosion. He saw 
the blast and found Cotton's body 
with the clothing afire. He said that 
about 160 persons sere on the island 


at the time.’ ste sala That ne nad naa 
trouble in keeping visitors from med- 
dling with things on the island, and 
only a week ago a party built a fire 
close to the magazine. 

Governor's island has a varied and 
interesting history. Though it has 
been occupied by fortifications more or 
less for over two centuries, a more 
violent event than yesterday’s never 
occurred there before.

Shelbyville, Ky., Sept. 8—VPisher 
Milton, a negro convicted of vagrancy, 
was sold into servitude for 12 months 
Saturday at public auction to David 
Murphy, a negro farmer. Murphy bid 
$20 for the prisoner and stated that he 
was not governed by sentiment in mak- 
ing the purchase, but that he thought 
he was getting the worth of his money 
and that he intended to force Milton 
to work hard. 


Lawson Leaves Builders’ Hands 

Quincy, Mass., Sept. 8—The seven- 
masted schooner Thomas W. Lawson 
sailed from the Fore River Ship and 
Eugine company’s works today. Her 
Sails have been fitted, but tugs towed 
her through the channel to deep water. 
Outside she will take a trial spin, and 
then be towed to Boson, where ghe 
will be fitted out for coasting. 


Bartholin Killed Himself 

Chicago, Sept. 8—The dead body 
of William Bartholin, murderer of 
his mother and sweetheart in Chi- 
cago, six weeks ago, was found Sat- 
urday in a fleld near Lowther, I[a., 290 
miles from Chicago. The hunted 
fugitive had committed suicide. In 
the pocket of the man’s coat was a 
letter confessing to the murder of the 
two women in Chicago.

San Francisco, Sept. 8.—Major 
Gardener, who reported that the 
“water cure” and other forms of torture 
were used by American soldiers against 
rebellious natives in the Philippines, 
has arrived here on the transport Bu- 
ford. The report was made in De- 
cember, 1901, while the major was 
civil governor of the provinee of 
Tayabas.

Beautiful Window Placed 
in Bethany Church. 


Subject for Pastor's 
Sermon. 


Church Doing a Progressive and 
Uplifting Work. 


Last week there was 
Bethany Congregational church in this 
city a beautiful memorial window. 
The donors desire to be unknown, but 
that is almost impossible. Rev. E. N. 
Hardy took the wiudow for his theme 
on Sunday morning and we give his 
description, and also an abstract of the 
sermon: 

Deut. 4: 9—Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, anid lest 
they depart from thy beart all the days of thy 
life: but teach them thy sons and thy sons’ sons. 

Ps. 145: 4—One generation shall praise thy 
works to another, and shall declare thy mighty 
acts, 


placed in 


On the 16th day of August, seventy 
years ago, this church was legally or- 
ganized and officially recognized. It 
has seemed wise to postpone the for- 
mal exercises of an historical nature to 
the seventy-fifth anniversary. Fortu- 
nately, however, this septuagestimal 
birthday of the church is suitably 
marked on this communion Sunday by 
the dedication of a handsome and 
worthy memorial window. In behalf 
of the church we accept this suggestive 
and generous gift, and express our 
most hearty appreciation for this latest 
token of sincere affection for this 
church so repeatedly shown by two 
members of this housebold of faith, 
who abound in good works and would 
not have the left hand know what the 
right hand doeth. 

Literary exercises and historical cel- 
ebrations are usually a transitory cbar- 
acter. This window is a dignified, 
worthy and perpetual reminder of the 
past; a positive encouragement for the 
present; and by its suggestiveness, a 
definite and wholesome stimulus for 
the future. The inscription upon this 
window, which you will study with 
delight and with profit memorize, reads 
as follows: ‘‘Remember the days of 
old—they were strangers and pilgrims 
on the earth.’’ 

Then follow five of the great Christ- 
ian symbols with well selected scriptur- 
al quotations, ‘The cross, the crown, 
the hour-glass, the sheaf of wheat, and 
the anchor.’’ 

Following the symbols is the appeal: 

‘*Speak unto the children tbat they 
go forward.’’ 

At the foot of the window in the 
beautiful panel is the dedication, ‘‘In 
this vineyard are clustered precious 
memories of faithful ones, who in pul- 
pit, class, choir and pew honored the 
Master and made this church a power 
for good in their day and generation. ’’ 

Beneath this is the final inscription, 
‘*In grateful remembrance. *’ 

At the top of the window is the date 
of the church’s organization, 1832. No 
other date is inscribed, consequently 
the window while fittingly marking the 
seventieth birthday will be a progres- 
sive memorial, comprehending as the 
years pass those who are now active in 
the work of the Lord's vineyard. The 
beauty and significance of this memo- 
rial window will be increasingly recog- 
nized and appreciated. 

The preacher then reminded bis hear- 
ers of the great danger of forgetting 
the past with the labors, sacrifices and 
consecrations of those who have be- 
queathed to us so rich an heritage, 
Reference was made to the marble slab 
in St. Paul's Cathedral with the in- 
scription, ‘‘Beneatb is buried Christo- 
pher Wren, architect of this church 
and city who lived for more than ninety 
years, not for himself, but for the pub- 
lic good. Reader if thou seekest his 
monument, look around,’’ 

This edifice is the monument of the 
self- sacrificing gifts of a people small 
in number and of very modest means. 
Had they not given with exceeding 
generosity this commodious building, 
with its superior equipment would not 
exist today. For two and more years 
the place of worship was a small and 
dingy hall over the old Post office. In 
1834 the first church edifice was erec- 
ted and still stands as Hancock hill. 

After repeated enlargements this edi- 
fice was abandoned and the present 
building erected and dedicated in 1871. 
Many permanent improvements have 
since been made, the chapel has been! 
rebuilt and-enlarged, till few churches’ 
outside of our large cities are better 
equiped for aggressive Christian work. | 
These existing organizations are also 
monuments of sincerity of purpose, ! 
intelligence in service, and longings 
for the coming of the Kingdom. 

The material, though more concrete

and tangible, is only one of the many 
evidences of faithfulness in former 
workers. The great work of this 
church bas ever been the building o 
character, It has accepted the Biblical 
plan and the divine ideal, and through- 
out the years this church has striven 
to attain to the fullness of the plan and 
to realize the ideal. The preacher 
then enumerated the various forces 
employed to build character, spoke 
modestly of the successes of the work, 
noted the wide catholicity of the 
church in its fellowship, the staunch 
adherence to the high standard of the 
fathers respecting temperance and good 
citizenship, and the loyalty of the 
church to the fundamental truths of the 
spiritual life. 

From the work and its character the 
speaker turned to the workers who 
have made possible that which we see 
and enjoy. A fitting tribute was paid 
to the humble and _ inconspicuous 
workers who were ‘‘fervent in prayer, 
faithful in service, lovers of the 
santuary, leal-hearted to the brethren 
and loyal to Christ the head of the 
charch.’’ Reference was worthily made 
to the larger gifts and the generous 
givers: to the eflicient teachers in the 
Bible school and home circle: to those 
who haye led in the songs of praise: 
and a final reference to the Rey. Edward 
Norton, pastor emeritus of the church, 
‘*But Iam sure that we are all agreed 
that one name crowns the list of 
worthies, I need not mention the name 
of him who for nearly one-third of this 
period was God’s under shepherd here. 
Whose service has been a blessing to 
countless worshippers In this house of 
God and whose presence _in the hour of 
gladness, in the chamber of sickness, 
in the place of sorrow has been a true 
benediction from God. 

In conclusion the speaker referred to 
the first sermon preached by Dr. “Ly- 
man Beecher’ from the text, ‘‘God is 
Love,’’ and also from the text of 
dedicatory sermon ‘‘Be ye steadfast, 
unmovable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord. The, union of the 
love of God and faithful service has 
made possible the work of the past and 
insures the greater work to come.

Haytian Gunboat’s Surrender 
Demanded by Germans 


KILLICK ASKED FOR TIME 


Then Fired the Vessel, Which Was 
Later Bombarded Until She Was 
Immersed—Sequel to the Seizure of 
MerchSatman’s Cargo 


Port au Prince, Sept. 8.—The Gevmnan 
gunboat Panther arrived here Sept. 5 
and received instructions from the 
German government to capture tbe 
Firminist gunboat Crete-a-Plerrot. 
She left immediately for Gonaives, the 


seat of the Firminist government. The 
Panther found the Crete-a-Pierrot in 
the harbor of Gonaives and the coim- 
mander of the German gunboat in- 
formed Admiral Killick, on the Crete- 
a-Pierrot, that he must remove Lis 
crew and surrender his vessel tn five 
minutes’ time. Admiral Killick isked 
that this time be extended ‘to 15 min- 
utes. This request was granted on the 
condition that the arms and ammuni, 
tion on board the Crete-a-Pierrot 
should be abandoned when her crew 
left her. 

The crew of the Crete-a-Pierrot left 
that vessel amid great disorder. At 
the end of 15 minutes the Panther sent 
a small boat carrying an officer and 
20 sailors who were to take possession 
of the Firminist gunboat. When 
these men had arrived at a point about 
80 yards from the Crete-a-Pierrot, 
flames were seen to break out on board 
of her. She had been fired by her 
crew before they left her. The Panther 
then fired on the Crete-a-Pierrot until 
she was immersed. Thirty shots all 
told were fired. 

There is much feeling here against, 
the Firminists, and their cause is con- 
sidered to be a bad one. 


The Crete-a-Pierrot was a_ steel 
screw vessel of 050 tons’ displacement. 
She was armed with one 6.2-inch gun; 
one 4.7-inch, four 3.9-inch, two Maxim 
machine guns and four Hordenfeld ma- 
chine guns. 

The Cretea-Pierrot was formerly in 
the service of the Haytien government 
and Admiral Killick was commander 
of the Haytien fleet. Since June 27 the 
Crete-a-Pierrot has been operating in 
the interests of General Firmin. 

The Panther is a steel cruising vessel 
of 977 tons’ displacement. She is 
armed with eight 3.4-inch quick firing 
guns, six 14-inch and two maching 
guns. The Panther left Germany July 
29 for the Caribbean sea. Captain 
Scheder, the newly appointed German 
commodore on the American station, 
had an audience with Emperor Will- 
jam to receive special instructions be- 


fore starting for his post on the 
Panther. 
Admiral Kiltick recently declared 


Cape Haytien to be blockaded, but this 
blockade was admitted to be inefficient 
and was abandoned by the admiral 
after Commander McCrea of the U. 8. 
S. Machias had made certain repre- 
sentations to him concerning it. Ina 
letter to the Firminist admiral Com- 
mander McCrea informed him that he 
was charged with the protection of 
British, French, German, Italian, 
Spanish, Russian and Cuban interests, 
as well as those of the United States, 
and that he would prevent a second 
bombardment of Cape Haytien without 
due notice. 

When it became apparent that the 
blockade was ineffectual Commander 
McCrea proceeded to Cagnette, found 
the Crete-a-Pierrot in that port and 
sent Admiral Killick a letter, in which 
he said that the government of the 
United States considered the blockade 
of Cape Haytien not effective even as 
a “de facto” blockade, and that the 
United States denied him (Admiral 
Killick) the right to search or visit any 
American or foreign vessel attempting 
entrance to the harbor of Cape Hay- 
tien. 

To this communication Admiral 
Killick replied that he appreciated the 
conditions and admitted the inefficiency 
of the blockade, which he abandoned. 
The blockade incident was thus closed, 
and the Machias sailed Aug. 30 from 
Gonaives for Boston. 

The Crete-a-Pierrot later stopped 
the German steamer Marcommanuia, 
sent an armed force on board and took 
possession of the war munitions she 
carried, 


Nothing Official at Washington 

Washington, Sept. 8—So far as can 
be learned no official news bas been 
received in Washington of the German 
action with reference to the Crete-a- 
Pierrot. All the more important of- 
ficials of the state department are out 
of the city, so that it is not possible to 
secure an expression of the probable 
course of this government in the mat- 
ter from any one in a position to in- 
fluence the government's policy. The 
German embassy is closed and head- 
quarters of the secretaries who have 
charge of the diplomatic interests of 
Germany are at Manchester, Mass. 


No International Complications 

Manchester, Mass., Sept. 8—Count 
Isny of the German embassy was seen 
last night in relation to the sinking of 
the Crete-a-Pierrot by the Panther. 
He said that he had not heard of the 
incident until so informed by The ASq 
sociated Press, and for this reason he 
said he was not prepared to make any 
statement. He did say, however: 
“While I do not care to make any pre- 
diction as to the outcome, I fee] per- 
fectly safe in saying that no interna- 
tional complications will arise with this 
country. This is all I care to say in 
regard to the affair.” 


fhe War Maneuvers In Long Island 
Sound Were Officially Ended 

New London, Conn., Sept. 8.—It was 
expected that at the close of hostilities 
in the war game on Saturday that Ad- 
miral Higginson’s fleet would rendez- 
yous at Newport, the eastern extremity 
of the prescribed fighting territory, and 
sail to the western extremfty, passing 
all the forts that had been attack2d, 
but this was not done. Instead of ihe 
whole fleet came Admiral Higginson 
and his flagship Kearsarge, accom- 
panied by the Alabama, Massacau- 
setts and the Indiana. After passing 
Fort Terry, the fleet ran towards New 
London harbor. In passing that point 
the flag of the Kearsarge was dipped 
to General MacArthur, who was on the 
yacht Kanawha. The army vom- 
mander’s flag was dipped to the admiral 
in return. This was the only formality 
and the battleships then proceeded to 
Block island, where orders were given 
as to the disposition of the fleet. 

The practical result of the manau- 
vers will be decided by a court of arbi- 
tration after the several commanders 
have made their detailed reports of 
what has taken place during the periods 
of preparation and hostilities. The 
real object of the game was not the 
gaining of a victory by either the army 
or the navy, but rather to test to the 
limit all the appurtenances of war both 
on land and on sea, and especially to 
test the strength of the coast defenses 
against any possible enemy.

Noted Minister’s Denunciation of Bap-

New York, Sept. 8—Rev. Dr. R. 8. 
MacArthur, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
eburch, at the 100th meeting in the 
“Evangel” tent yesterday assailed the 
doctrine of baptism. He declared that 
the dropping of water on an infant at 
birth was heathenism and that the idea 
that God would forever condemn an 
innocent but unbaptised babe makes 
Him a tyraut, a monster and a demon. 
Dr. MacArthur's utterance had @ wen- 
derful effect on the audience. ‘They 
rose to their feet and applauded wildly. 

“Baptism,” be declared, “never saved 
a buman soul. The doctrine of bap- 
tismal regeneration is both unreason- 
able and unscriptural. The supersfi- 
tions that have gathered about infant 
baptism form one of the saddest chap- 
ters in church history. Thousands 
through all the ages have believed that 
a child dying without being baptised 
was eternally Jost. This dark and 
dreary superstition has cast a gloom 
over the history of the church for 
centuries. 

“This doctrine is heathenism pure 
and simple. The idea that God would 
forever condemn an innocent babe be- 
cause someone had not put a few drops 
of water on its head and face makes 
God a tyrant, a monster and a demon. 

“This doctrine of baptismal regenera- 
tion makes the minister of religion a 
worker of magic, a fakir, a performer of 
ecclesiastical miracles. Such teaching 
is a violation of all sound reason and 
true scripture teaching.”

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WITH AIR OF COOLNESS 


Best Went to His Doom In 
the Electr.c Chair 


EVEN ASSISTED GUARDS 


In the Work of Confining His Hands 
and Legs—Left Long Letter to Rela- 
tives, the Contents of Which Are 
Not Known—Story of His Crime 


»oston, Sept. 9—John C. Best was 
put to deeth by electricity tis worn- 
ing at Charlestown state prison at 12:22 
o'clock, paying the supreme penalty 
of the law for the wurder of George 
E. Bailey of Saugus on Oct. 8, 1900, He 
maintained the air of coolness, and 
even indifference, which bas marked 
his conduct since his arrest, to the last. 
He walked to the chair unassisted and 
Without even being held by the guards 
in attendance; sat down as composedly 
as one Would wait for a train ata 
Slition; assisted the guards even in the 
operation of confining his bands and 
legs, and awaited the shock of the cur- 
reut in perfect composure.” He had no 
word to say at the end, uttered no 
groan during his trying ordeal, and 
Was pronounced dead by the attending 
physicians at 12:27 a. m. 

Rey. Mr. Mellish, Best's advisor, has 
a long letter to Best's relatives, en- 
trusted to him, the contents of which he 
Was not at liberty to divulge in an- 
ticipation ef its delivery, and would 
not say Whetler or not it contained a 
confession of the crime. 

The clergyman says that he be- 
lieves Best died a good Christian. He 
was courageous to the last, spoke 
cheerfully and hopefully of his future, 
hoped to be forgiven for any wrongs 
he had done, and appeared to be as 
well prepared for death as a man 
could be. 

Ile was notified late in the afternoon 
that the time had come for him to pre- 
pare for the final execution of the 
death sentence. This announcement 
was received as le has received all 
the announcements whatever of tragic 
import during his imprisonment, with 
perfect composure. He talked with the 
prison officials cheerfully during the 
day, among whom had grown a certain 
amount of liking for the prisoner, who 
had impressed them as being a man of 
unusual intelligence for a man in hid 
position. His heahh was of the best 
to the very last, and his step as springy 
as could have been desired under any 
circumstances, as he walked to the 
lethal chair. 

The application of the electric cur- 
rent made less physical disturbance 
than usual, according to the statements 
of the prison officials, all of whom 
agreed that the execution was a re- 
markable success from a professiozal 
point of view. 

The electrician explained that his 
current used 120 alternations to the 
second, and he firmly believed that 
death ensued after one alternation— 
a period of 1-120th of a second after 
the first turn of the current. There 
was no mark on Best’s body after the 
execution. 


The crime for which John C. Best 
suffered death was the particularly 
atrocious wurder on Oct. 8, 1900, of his 
employer and supposed rival, George 
BE. Bailey, manager of a Saugus farm, 
and whose dismembered body was 
found in two separate sacks, floating 
in a nearby pond, about 10 days later. 

A searchiug investigation disclosed 
the fact that Best had had a quarrel 
with Bailey over a woman, who left 
the farm two weeks before the dis- 
appearance of Bailey. The arrest and 
conviction of Best followed, although 
the evidence in the case Was in a great 
measure circumstantial. A strong ef- 
fort was made to have the verdict set 
aside on the ground that one of the 
jurors was deaf, but the supreme 
court and subsequently the governor 
refused to entertain the claim. 

The discovery of a portion of Bailey’s 
remains in Floating Bridge pond 
caused tremendous excitement in the 
nearby “ties of Lynn and Salem, and 
a large crowd watched the search and 
recovery of the remaining portion of 
the body, a few days later. So faras 
known Best never confessed to the 
crime, and during his last days was 
particularly bitter and resentful. It 
is believed that he waylaid Bailey, 
while the latter was returning home 
late at night, and that the murder 
was committed on the farm, Best sub- 
saquently cutting up the body and 
sinking it in the pond. 


Cargo of Mutton Condemned 

London, Sept. 9.—The carcasses of 
88,000 New Zealand sheep brought by 
steamer have been consigned to the 
sea as unfit for human faod. On the 
arrival of the vessel at London the 
mutton was in such a shocking condi- 
tion that the authorities ordered the 
ship to go to sea and throw overboard 
her entire cargo.

BRIBERY CONFESSED 


Bt Louis City Officials Had a Pot of 
$75,000 to Divide Up 

St. Louis, Sept. 9—J. K. Murrell, 
formerly a member of the lower house 
of the municipal assembly of this city, 
and who fled to Mexico lust spring 
after being indicted for bribery in 
connection with the alleged boodling 
operations of that body in relation to 
the granting of street railway fran- 
chises, has returned to the city and 
was taken before the grand jury yes- 
terday. Warrants have been issued 
for the arrest of 18 former and present 
members of the house of delegates, all 
of whom are charged with bribery, 
and 15 of them are charged with per- 
jury in having given false testimony 
before the grand jury several months 
ago. 

In a statement made by Murrell for 
publication, he says: “I have sur- 
rendered unconditionally to the circuit 
attorney and have made a full con- 
fession to him. I held the key to the 
box in the Lincoln Trust company 
containing the $75,000 bribe money to 
go to the house of delegates upon the 
passage of the suburban Dill. This 
money was put up as the purchase 
price for the votes of the combine. 

“The combine of the house of dele- 
gates was composed of 19 men. When 
the suburban matter came up before 
the combination I was selected to nego: 
tiate with the representative of the 
suburban railway as to the -best price 
we could get for our votes upon the 
passage of the bill. The purpose of the 
combine was to contro! legislation and 
sell legislation for the benefit of the 
members. Shortly before the suburban 
bill came up, the combine sold their 
votes on the lighting bills for $47,500. 
Each member of the combine received 
$2500. These are only two instances, 
but there are others.” 

A sensation Was caused by the issu- 
ance of bench warrants for the arrest 
of 18 members and former members of 
the house of delegates on the confes- 
sion of Murrell. 


= A Mystery of the Deep 

Baltimore, Sept. 9.—Captain Delano 
of the steamer Chesapeake, which ar- 
rived here yesterday from New York, 
reports that on Sunday, when 10 mileq 
southeast of Foenwick’s Island light- 
ship, the Chesapeake ran into water 
that was blood-red. A layer of what 
appeared to be lead-colored dust cov- 
ered the surface of the water for 25 
miles. Several bucketfuls were drawn 
up and each was as deeply colored as 
the sea had appeared. Bottles were 
filled with the water. What then 
puzzled the captain was that the leaden- 
like dust that covered the sea and ap- 
parently floated on the wine-colored 
water did not float, but mixed with the 
water and formed a sediment at the 
bottom of the bottle. 


New Cause For Uneasiness 

London, Sept. 9—The Swazis are 
threatening trouble in South Africa. 
They are unable to understand that, as 
a consequence of the conquest of the 
Transvaal, the administration of 
Swaizland has passed to the British 
crown. The Swazis are not to have 
their independence and there may be 
some fighting necessary before they 
recognize British sovereignty. The 
population of Swaziland is about 
70,000. 


Chicago Strikers Win 

Chicago, Sept. 9.—Eight hundred 
cement finishers and helpers who have 
been on strike here because of a dis- 
agreement over the wage scale called 
the strike off yesterday and went back 
to work. The Employers’ association 
met the demands of the workmen,

THE ELECTION IN MAINE. 


Handsome Pluralities for Republican Candidates for Governar 
and Congressmen---Pennell Elected Sheriff. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 9.—The election 
in Maine yesterday resulted in general 
as follows: 

For govepnor, John F. Hill of Au- 
gusta was elected with a plurality of 
29,000, as estimated upon returns from 
250 towns, a loss of 15 percent from 
his last vote. The four congressmen, 
Amos L, Allen, Charles E. Littlefield, 
Edwin C. Burleigh and Llewellyn 
Powers were re-clected, withatendeucy 
to deereased pluralities, which was 
most marked in the case of Congress- 
man Allen, where the Democrats, led 
by Seth C. Gordon, made heavy in- 
roads into the Republican strength. 

The legislature, while as usual 
preponderantly Republican, will have 
an uncommon number of Democratic 
members, some of the strongest Repub- 
lican towns of the state electing repre- 
sentatives of the Democracy. 

The senate will have one Democrat 
in 31 members, L. M. Staples of Knox 
county, but in the house there will bea 
division of rather greater propor- 
tions than usual, the complexion of this 
body being almost invariably Republi- 
can. It is believed, from nearly com- 
plete returns, that the house will have 
20 to 25 Democrats out of a total of 
about 140 members. Portland breaks 
a long record by electing one Demo- 
crat out of her seven representatives, 
one Republican being heavily cut by 
his party. 

A featare is the election of Pennell, 
the Democratic nominee, as sheriff of 
Cumberland county, to succeed the late 
Rey. Samuel I’. Pearson. 

Where Sheriff Pearson’s plurality 
Was only 463 two years ago, that of 
Sheriff-elect Pennell is about 1000 in 
the city and 2000 in the whole county. 

In Knox county the Democrats made 
practically a clean sweep, electing 
their candidate for senator and five out 
of seven representatives to the legis- 
lature, 

In Waterville also the Democrats 
carried their ticket to victory, turning 
a Republican plurality of 120 two years 
ago inte a Democratic plurality of 85 
this year. At Lewiston, where Govern- 
or Hill had a plerality of 537 two years 
ago, Gould yesterday had a plurality 
of 74. South Thomaston, which gave 
a small plurality for Hill two years 
ago, gave neither candidate for gov- 
ernor the advantage yesterday, the vote 
being 128 each for Hill and Gould. 
Among the other turnovers were South 
Beygwick and Warren, which went for 
Hill yesterday. Each gave Lord a 
slight plurality In 1900. 

A feature of the election was the 
strong showing made by the Socialists 
at Bath, where that party registered 
more than 300 votes. 

The general election Was marked by 
good weather, quietude at the polls and 
an uncommonly large number of ir- 
regular ballots. The latter was the 
leading feature of the day. Never be- 
fore in the history of the Australian 
baliot system in Maine has so much 
cutting been done. 

In at least four of the big counties of 
the state—Cumberland, Androscoggin, 
York and Hancock—there were con- 
tests for the sheriff election based on 
local differences relative to the en- 
forcement of the prohibitory law, but 
in other sections there was little to 
bring out a full party vote.

Odds appear to 
be In Heyward's favor.

Invited to Return to This 


City. 


Call to Rev, H. Evan 
Cotton. 


Unanimously Extended by the Christ 


Church Parish. 


The parish of Christ church held a 
largely attended meeting Monday and 
extended a unanimous call to Rev. H. 
Evan Cotton of Hagerstown, Md., to 
become rector. 

Rev. Mr. Cotton was rector of this 
church for several years, and during 
the past summer has supplied the 
pulpit a few Sundays, during the -so- 
journ of his family onthe South Shore. 


Mr. Cotton became rector of Christ 


church in 1881 and continued until 
1893, when he went to the large and 
influential church at Hagerstown. While 
in this city be was not only a success- 


ful rector but took an interest in city 
affairs, and was particularly prominent 


in the organization of the Woodward 
Institute, 

Since leaving Quincy his wife who 
was with him here has died and he bas 
married again, Jn 1898 Mr. Cotton 
presented Christ church with a memo- 
rial litany desk to Mrs. Cotton, who 
was held in high esteem here. 

Many Quincy people outside of 
Christ church have been interested in 
having Rey, Mr, Cotton return, and the 
parish is unanimous as was shown by 
the vote. 


The New Bridge. 

The new Quincy Point bridge, says 
the Globe, with a length of about 660 
feet, will be one of the longest iu 
Massachusetts, and the draw openiogs 
will be equalled only by that of the 
bridge at New Londun. The draw span 
will be 258 feet long and 40 feet high, 
and when swung at right angles will 
have two openings of 100 feet each. It 
will rest op a turntable designed to be 
operated either by hand or electric 
power, 

There will be six approach spans 
each 68 feet long, two spans being on 
the Quincy side of the draw and four 
on the Weymouth side. The bridge 
will be wide enough for a 30-foot road- 
way and a five-foot sidewalk, the street 
railroad track running along the south 
side of the bridge. 

Masonary will be used in the con- 
straction of the centre pier, but for the 
other span large steel cylinders, seven 
feet in diameter, will be placed on 
sanken piles and filled with concrete, 
which in a few days will be as hard ag 
granite, so that in effect the bridge 
will rest upon monoliths of enormous 
strength, 

Some of the oak piles which, accord- 
ing to tradition, date back to the orig- 
inal bridge erected nearly 100 years 
ago, were found to be perfectly sound 
below the water level, while more re- 
cent piling was almost rotted away.

Terrorize Neighbors and Assault 
Officer, but Come to Grief. 


Officer PatrickJ. Bradley had a tassle 
with two men on Gass place shortly 
after 1 o’clock this morning, and be- 
fore it ended he had his head split 
open with a rock and he had put two 
shots into the body of John Bjornson. 
One passed near his left lung and 
the second buried itself in his stomach.

Shortly after the men met the officer 
again and said that their assailants 
were at the corner of Granite and Wbit- 
well streets waiting for them, The 
officer then started home with Mc- 
Laughlin. They went up Whitwell 
street and crossed over to Gass place. 
They were now near McLaughlin’s 
home and the oflicer left them. He 
had not gore far before he heard Me- 
Laughlin cry for help. It was very 
dark and as the ran back he 
shouted that if they did not keep quiet 
he would arrest then.

Berlin, Sept. 9.—The German foreign 
office reports that the Haytien pro- 
visional government has communi- 
cated to Germany that Hayti regarded 
the Firminist gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot 
as a pirate, and that the interests of 
Hayti were untouched by the action of 
the German gunboat Panther in sink- 
ing the Crete-a-Pierrot at the entrance 
of the harbor of Gonaives, 


British Press Comment 

London, Sept. 9.—A few of the news- 
papers in commenting on the subject 
seem to anticipate that the sinking of 
the Firminist gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot 
by the German gunboat Panther may 
prove controversial. 

The Daily Telegraph says there is no 
doubt that Germany was perfectly 
within the legal rights in sinking the 
Crete-a-Pierrot, but it is impossible to 
overlook the danger that some similar 
incident in the future may drop the 
spark into the magazine of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

The Telegraph holds that the pre- 
cedent estublished by this vigorous ap- 
plication of the “mailed fist,” if fol- 
lowed, caunot fail to bring about a 
situation of perilous tension. The 
strict principles; the paper says, with 
which American statesmen regard 
Monroeism is one thing; the suscepti- 
bilities of the American people is an- 
other. The latter might become ex- 
cited where the former were not 
technically contravened by an incident 
such as the sinking of the Crete-a- 
Pierrot. 

The Standard says: “Germany has 
resented interference with her com- 
merce by the anarchical West Indian 
blacks and has performed a very regu- 
lar and commonplace action with the 
maximum of emphasis, and that isall.” 

The Morning Post says the incident 
is particularly valuable as introducing 
some necessary limitations to Monroe- 
ism, as set forth by President Roose- 
velt,andasks: “If the punitive process 
should involve the oecupation of terri- 
tory for its purposes, what would be the 
attitude of the United States?” 

So summary a revenge for a breach 
of international courtesy, says the St. 
James Gazette, is like breaking the 
frailest butterfly on the largest wheel. 
Supposing the butterfly’s big neighbor 
takes a hand in the game, matters may 
become almost serious, 

The Westminster Gazette holds that 
“nothing in Monroeism prevents a big 
continental power from boxing the 
ears of a troublesome boy on the other 
hemisphere, so long as the big boy 
does not proceed to eat or otherwise 
annex the small one? 


United States Not Interested 

Washington, Sept. 9.—Mr. Powell, 
the United States minister to Haytl, 
reported promptly to the state depart- 
ment the sinking of the Haytien gun- 
boat Crete-a-Pierrot by the German 
gunboat Panther. The navy depart- 
ment also was informed of the event 
in a dispatch received from 
mander McLean in command of 
United States cruiser Cincinnati at 
Port au Prince. As matters stand, 
there is nothing to be done by the state 
department at this juncture.

Kesolutions which had been prepared to 
express the sentiment of the meeting 
were read recommending that the coal 
strike be settled by arbitration, and 
urging that the good offices of President 
Roosevelt be secured to that end; also 
that copies of the resolution be sent to 
the president and to the United Mine 
Workers 

It was evident that these resolutions 
Were net radical enough to suit the 
Socialists who were present, but they 
were adopted, though in a half-hearted 
sort of way. 

Thereupon David Taylor of Boston, 
the Socialist party's candidate forstate 
treasurer, offered the following, which 
Was carried with a rush by almost a 
unanimous vote: 

“That the people of Massachusetts 
demand that the government own and 
operate the coal mines as the best and 
surest means of ending the strike in 
the anthracite region, and as a means 
of securing justice for the miners, and 
preventing such deplorable conditions 
in the future.” 

The meeting soon after adjourned. 


Bituminous Miners Returning 
Charleston, W. Va., Sept. 9.—While 
the strike on the Kanawha and the 
New river has not been officially de- 
clared at an end yet, it is undoubtedly 
about over. Three hundred union men 
returned to work in New river field 
yesterday and the number will be 
greatly augmented today, as this was 

the first break made in their ranks, 


Porto Ricans to Aid Miners 

San Juan, P. R., Sept. 9.—The Fed- 
eracion Libre branch of the American 
Federation of Labor has passed a reso- 
lution expressing sympathy with the 
striking Pennsylvania miners. ‘The 
members will be assessed 5 cents 
weekly while the strike lasts, which 
will probably net the strikers. about 
$150 monthly. 


To See Coal Presidents 

New York, Sept. 9—Governor Stone 
of Pennsylvania arrived in this city 
last night.

Children’s Hair. 

If at six months or one year of age 
the child’s hair is thin, dry and lifeless, 
it should be treated with systematic 
mmassage, using the egg shampoo. A 
well beaten egg in about an ounce of 
water should be rubbed thoroughly 
into the scalp. This will cleanse the 
scalp and act as a tonic upon the roots 
of the hair. It should be rubbed in 
with a rotary motion, beginning in 
front at the forehead and going back 
to the crown, then forward to the 
temples and back and forth till the 
fingers of the two hands meet at the 


nape of the neck. The child’s hair 
must then be thoroughly rinsed in 


warm water and dried with warm tow- 
els or in the sunlight. Finish the op- 
eration with a dry massage, and when 
every particle of moisture has evap- 
orated, if the tendency of the scalp 
is to dryness, rub into it a little olive 
oil or a simple formation of whose 
freshness and purity there is not the 
least suspicion. Exceeding nicety 
must be observed in this, for rancid 
oils act es a corrosive irritant and will 
themselves cause excessive dandruff.

Result In Additional Indictments 
Against St Louis Boodlers 

St. Louis, Sept. 10—When Judge 
Douglass adjourned court last night 
seven of the 19 members of the alleged 
boodle combine of the house of 
gates were still at large, and the police 
aud deputy sheriffs are using their best 
efforts to find them. 

The most important feature of the 
day’s developments was the finding of 
new indictments against 18 members 
of the combine. In addition to the 
charges of bribery and perjury in con- 
nection with the Suburban street deal 
the members of the alleged combine 
bow rest under additional) indictments 
charging bribery. These were found 
by the grand jury before which J. Kk. 
Murrell testified yesterday as to the 
city lighting scandal of 1900, in whicn 
each member of the combine is said to 
have reeeived $2500 in payment for 
his services in securing the passage of 
the bill. 

Bonds were fixed at $15,000 for each 
indictment, making a total of $45.000 
necessary to be secured for the release 
of each of the accused. Former Dele- 
gates Schnettler, Helms, Schumacher 
and Gutke, and Delegate Hannigan, 
who spent Monday night at their re- 
spective homes in the custody of 
deputy sheriffs, are in jail because of 
their failure to secure bonds.

No More Robberies Than Usual 

Havana, Sept. 10.—When questioned 
with regard to the stories that bandi‘s 
were overrunning the island, kidnap- 
ping and robbing and defying the rural 
guard, Chief Rodriguez of the rural 
guards said petty robberies were beiag 
committed in the country, but not ‘nore 
frequently than in past years. Many 
stories about the operations of bandits 
throughout the island, upon investign- 
tion, are found to be false. 


Magazine Ruins Unexplored 

Boston, Sept. 10.—The ruins of the 
exploded magazine on Governor's isl- 
aud still remain as they were after the 
explosion. Until Captain Taylor re- 
turns and the necessary permission to 
gearch the ruins is given the fate of 
Joseph E. Wakefield of Cambridge, who 
is supposed to have perished in the ex- 
plosion, will remain a mystery. 


A Worthy Object 

Washington, Sept. 10.—Washington 
Council No. 1 of the Soldiers and Sall- 
ors’ Rights league, an organization 
whose object it will be to influence 
legislation in ald of poor and needy 
ex-soldiers and sailors, was formed 
here last night.

DEED OF INSANE MAN 


fried to Strangle His Son and Throw 
Him Into Fire 

Millbury, Mass., Sept. 10.—Elmore 
Alexander, while in ap insane mood, 
tried to strangle his 15-year-old son, 
Clarence, yesterday, but was prevented 
from so doing by a neighbor, Henry 
Marble. Alexander, it is claimed, 
first set fire to his barn and said he was 
going to throw himself and boy into 
the burning building. Word was sent 
for assistance and Marble responded. 

Alexander said he was only carry- 
ing out the cmommand of Jesus Christ, 
who told him in a vision that if © he 
would kill his son and then jump with 
him into the fire he would be allowed 
to enter the holy city. The boy said 
his father told him while he wastrying 
to choke him to death that he was £0- 
ing to throw him intothefire. The boy 
will recover, but was nearly dead when 
rescued.

Thieves’ Den Unearthed

Gerimondi’s Consular an 


Priestly Duties Ended 


ACCOUNTS WERE MIXED 


While Acting as United States Consul 
ln Brazil—Went to Italy, Where 
He Has Become Involved In Trouble 


Which Will Insure Punishment 


Genoa, Sept. 10.—John J. Gerimondi, 
an Italian who had been naturalized an 
American citizen and formerly United 
States consular agent at Santos, 
Brazil, who is said to have been dis 
missed on account of an alleged de- 
ficiency in the revenues of his 
bas been arrested at Oneglia, about 40 
miles from Nice. 

Gerimondi, when he returned to Italy 
from Brazil, pretended to haye been 
appointed a United States consul in 
Persia and asserted that he was 
commissioned to inspect the 
United States consular service in Asia. 
Later he acted as a priest and had 
been daily celebrating mass. When 
arrested he wus about to leave, ac 
companied by two Italian giris. Among 
Gerimondi’s effects is a package of 
United States state department  sta- 
tionery. The Italian authorities are 
awaiting information from the United 
States before deciding on Gerimondi’s 
prosecution.

Washington, Sept, 10.—The facts re 
ported from Italy as to Gerimondi’s 
arrest have been known to the state de 
partment for some time although, it is 
said, upon the point of his separ: ition 
from the United States consul at San 
tos, that While a complete adjustineut 
of Gerimondi’s accounts may yet show 
some irregularities, the principal cause 
for his removal was the fact that he 
spent the greater part of his time in 
sayipg mass at various churches and al- 
most entirely neglected his consular 
duties, causing the lodgment of many 
indignant protests at the state depart- 
ment by the commercial! interests. 

Some time ago the department was 
acquainted with the fact that Geri- 
mondi was sailing under false colors in 
Italy, using the state department sta- 
tionery and representing himself to be 
United States consul general to Persia 
as well as general inspector of 
sulates. Consul Pierson, at Gonoa 
was instructed to look into the case, 
and going to Omaglapatrie he found 
Gerimondi. The latter tried to present 
a bold front, but finally broke down un- 
der the consul’s searching inquiries, 
confessed his deceptions and sur- 
rendered the department stationery. 

While the consul Was considering his 
case Gerimondi was arrested by the 
local authorities on the charge of be- 
traying the daughter of an ancient 
Italian house and thrown into prison. 
The Italian govermnent also took note 
of his fraudulent practices, and sought 
to know the pleasure of the United 
States in the matter of his prosecution. 
After full consideration, and seeing 
that the man was already in the way to 
be roundly punished for other offenses, 
the state department declined to ex- 
press any wish in the matter, leaving 
Gerimondi to be dealt with Dy the ap- 
plication of the local law. 

He was appointed to the consular 
service, it is said, upon representations 
from the Pacific coast people to the ef- 
fect that through his influence with the 
large Italian element in San Fran- 
cisco he had been of great use po- 
litically.

BLAME UPON MITCHELL 


For Miners’ Deliberate Break- 


ing of Contracts 


STATEMENT FROM MARKLE 


Recites That His Men Were Satisfied 
Under an Arbitration Agreement, 
Which Was Thrown to the Winds 
Through Influence of Their Leader 


New York, Sept. 11.—John Markle, 
head of the firm of G. B. Markle & Co., 
the largest of the individual coal 
operators in the anthracite field, makes 


the following statement respecting the 
proposed arbitration between the em- 
ployers and employes: 

“There will be no arbitration and no 
settlement of the cua! strike in any 
way. We have not forgotten our ex- 
periences on a former occasion. There 
had been in existence from 1885 an 
agreement with the men in our em- 
ploy, providing for the settlement in 
an amicable way of all differences that 
arose, by arbitration. This was the re- 
sult of a local strike lasting three 
monthsin1885. In 1887, notwithstand- 
ing the existence of this contract for 
arbitration, the men deliberately broke 
their agreement and went on strike, 
which lasted six months. Yet we re- 
established the arbitration agreement 
after it Was over and went on. In 1897 
there was a widespread strike in the 
Lehigh region, but our men stood by 
their agreement and never lost a day's 
work. 

“In 1900 John Mitchell appeared and 
began a campaign on our property. Our 
employes presented a list of grievances, 
and I replied to then, and sugges‘ed 
that if our answers were not satisfac 
tory they could demand arbitration un- 
der the existing agreement. Mr. 
Mitchell distinctly opposed any arbi- 
tration, asserting that we were insin- 
cere. Father Phillips, a priest of 
Hazleton, of his own volition urged the 
men to abide to their compact and sug- 
gested Archbishop Ryan as the third 
arbitrator. Mr. Mitchell! opposed all 
of this, claiming that it was a bluff. 

“A meeting of our employes was hek 
to which Mitchell came unsolicited 
and made a speech. He asked me pub- 
licly if I would abide by the arbirator’s 
verdict, and when I said we would he 
turned to the audience and pleaded with 
them, nevertheless, to go upon a strik 
Father Phillips and I followed hii, 
urging the men to stand by their agree- 
ment for arbitration and the men re- 
fused to follow Mitchell's lead. 

“Then came a rovnd of threats, in- 
timidation and violence. Almost daily 
rioting parties of several hundred men 
appeared on our property, led by 
Mitchell’s lieutenants in the vain ef- 
fort to compel our men to break their 
agreement. They inaugurated a reizn 
of terror, which finally resulted in the 
employes breaking their compact 
and throwing the projected arbitration 
to the winds. 

“Marcus A. Hanna came into the 
dispute and secured some concession 
The strike ended and it was heralded 
as a triump!) for Mitchell. Work was 
resumed under these conditions on Oct. 
29, 1900. The result has been the es- 
tablishment of every kind of a trades 
union in th coal district. From that 
time on there have been innumerable 
strikes. Mitchell has become a demi- 
god, and alone is obeyed, so that an 
ordinary and usual means of discipline 
are practically disregarded. 

“With this history before us I am 
sure no reasonable man will ask "s to 
engage in any arbitration with Mr. 
Mitchell or his immediate followers.” 


Will Take Up Any Grievance 

New York, Sept. 11.—President 
Fowler of the New York, Ontario and 
Western Rairoad company said yester- 
day afternoon: “The strike will end 
when the men come back of their own 
accord and on the terms on which they 
worked before the outbreak of the 
strike. In no other manner can this 
strike be ended. We will brook no ou‘ 
side interference of whatever nature, 
political, humanitarian or of any other 
origin. When the men go back it will 
be at the wages and on the conditions 
obtaining last spring. After they 
have returned we will take up any 
grievances with ourown men. We 
have posted notices to that effect in 
our collieries, and that has been our +t- 
titude right along.” 

President Oliphant of the Delaware 
and Hudson said that if he was well in- 
formed, and he thought he was, there 
would be no interference on the part 
of Mr#Morgan. He said no outside in- 
fluences would be needed and that the 
strike would continue until the miners 
grow tired of it and return to work.

It was said that a sufficient numer 
of men was at work to enable the coin- 
pany to mine and ship coal. No dis- 
turbance attended the resumption of 
work. 


Thirty Workmen Buried Alive 

Madrid, Sept. 11.—Thirty workmen 
were killed in the province of Lerida 
by the caving in of a road which they 
were repalving. The men were en- 
tombed. 


ADMIRAL KILLICK’S FATE 


Went Down With Gunboat Which He 
Blew Up Rather Than Surrender 
Gonaives, Hayti, Sept. 11.—The body 

of Admiral Killick has been recovered 
from the Crete-a-Pierrot, which le 
fired when the gunboat Panther at- 
tempted to capture her. The surg ‘on 
of the Crete-a-Pierrot, who was asicep 
jn his cabin, and two sailors of that 
vessel also perished. 

Killick evidently wanted to blow Up, 
his gunboat, not to escape the fate fa 
pirate, which he was not, but, us he 
telegraphed to General Canal, in ord>r 
to save the “national honor.” 

Admiral Killick, who is said to have 
been an Englishman, started from Port 
au Prince May 14 with the Haytien 
warships Crete-a-Pierrot and TYous- 
saint L’Ouverture, having declared 
himself in favor of the candidacy for 
the presidency of M. Firmin, former 
Haytien minister at Paris, who was 
then, as now, at the head of the revolu- 
tionary forces in the northern part of 
the island. 


Returned For Wife’s Sake 

St. Louis, Sept. 11—John K. Mur- 
rell, who returned last Friday from 
exile and whose evidence has resulted 
in exposing the boodle gang, made a 
statement last night giving his reasons 
for returning. He had been proin- 
ised, he said, that the gang would aid 
his wife and supply her needs and 
would keep him in funds. He dis- 
covered that the gang was destroying 
her letters to him ip which she told of 
her impoverished condition. “I did 
not receive one cent from the gang 
while I was gone, and it was simply my 
own Wental anguish and the fact that 
my wife was destitute and probably 
Starving in St. Louis that led me to 
come back.” 


Government Cheated Out of $250,000 
New York, Sept. 11.—United Stutes 
deputy marshals made raids yesterday 
upon four snuff manufactories on the 
east side, took seven prisoners, :snd 
seized the plants, including about 100.- 
pounds of snuff in process of manu- 
facture. The value of the plants is es- 
timated at $25,000. Treasury Agent 
Seawell asserts that he expects to prove 
that there has been in existence for 20 
years in the heart of this city a regular 
organization for the illegal sale of un 
stamped snuff and that the government 
has lost fully $250,000 in stamp taxes. 


Why Croker Was Bounced 
New York, Sept. 11.—Mayor Low has 
made public Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis’ report on the relieving of Fire 
Chief Croker from command of the de- 
partment. In brief it is that while 
Croker was on vacation leave and cn 
a day when Sturgis was ill at home 
Croker appeared at headquarters and 
issued an order to the department re 
scinding an order issued by the connnis- 
sioner. This Sturgis characterizes as 
an act of insubordination and says he 

will file charges against the chief. 


Grady found Ip New York 


New York, Sept. 11—Henry W. 
Grady of the Atlanta’ Constitution, 


who disappeared while at Norfolk a 
few days ago, has been found in this 
city. He was recognized yesterday 
while walking across City Hall par! 
by a friend. Grady apparently was 
suffering from meutal aberration. He 
could not explain when and why he had 
left Norfolk and did not know where he 
had been since Friday. He is now un- 
der the care of a physician. 


President at Oyster Bay 

Oyster Bay, L. I., Sept. 11.—President 
Roosevelt returned from his southern 
tour yesterday afternoon.

“If there is to be governmental 
regulation it is likely that overcapitaliza- 
tion will be forbidden. While a high 
capitalization does not directly give the 
powerto increase charges, it has an 
effort to confuse, obscure aud cover up 
the value of the stock as well as the 
cost of the production. The stock is 
distributed to the public on an unsafe 
basis, a false price level is established, 
and our whole industrial fabric is mad- 
insecure. There is force in ;the argue 
ments, that we should not lay burdens 
upon corporation that will give wealthy 
individuals an advantage, but there is a 
distinction to be made between regula- 
tions that would make it more costly 
to do business and regulations that 
simply enforce straightforward, open 
methods of doing business. It is pretty 
safe to say that eventually these 
mammoth corporations will have to do 
business in the open. 

“Tnotice you say in one of your 
etters about the real estate boom in 
Washington that people insist upon 
houses that have open plumbing; there 
is suspicion about the plumbing unless 
they can see all around it; and the 
people want to see all around and 
through the big concerns that have so 
much power and in which they are 
virtually compelled to invest their 
money if they invest it at all. They 
are not private concerns; they do not 
belong to the men who run them; the 
actual ownership is widely distn- 
buted; they have become institutions; 
they are a part of our industrial life, 
the agencies through which we sup- 
ply our daily needs. 

“Tf there was a national incorpora- 
tion act, under which business enter- 
prises could voluntarily incorporate 
and thus place themselves under na- 
tional supervision, the companies that 
desire to place their stock on the 
market.would probably be compelled 
by public sentiment to organize under 
it. Investors would give a decided 
preference to the share of such corpor- 
ations. 

“The prestige of the national bank- 
ing system is due to the fact that it is 
under national supervision. Although 
every State maintains a system of su- 
pervision over banks incorporated 
under its own laws, it is well known 
that the general public has a preference 
for banks on the national system. 

**As to the protection of consumers: 
if a start is made in the regulation of 
corporations and publicity and regular- 
ity is given to their methods, the whole 
question will be on the way tosolution. 
If special favors from transportation 
companies are suppressed there will be 
ample competition in every line of in- 
dustry. 

“The great and potent fact in the 
situation is that capital is increasing in 
this country much more rapidly than 
population, for that means irrepressible 
competition. There are tens of mil- 
tions of new capital available for in- 
vestment every year, and the owners 
must crowd it into use somewhere or 
letit lie idle. The only way it can find 
employment is through the enlarged 
purchasing power of the masses; they 
must buy what they are consuming for 
less money or they cannot consume 
more.”’

Louis in 1904. 


The Quincy Granite Manufacturers’

CUSTOMS IN MANCHURIA 


Russia Evidently Determined 
to Retain Them 


PRESENCE OF FOREIGNERS 


Held to Be Objectionable During Mil- 
itary Occupation—Expulsion Order 


Aimed at Britons—United States 


Not Directly Concerned In Matter 


Pekin, Sept. 11.—Pau! Lessar, the 
Russian minister here, has advised the 
Russian commander in Manchuria that 
Mun- 
eburia during the military occupation 
is objectionable, and he is directed to 
expe] the British imperial 


the presence of foreigners in 


customs’ 
employes who may be sent to Man- 
churia to resume eharge of the postal 
service. 

According to advices received here 
from Manchuria the Russians are mak- 
ing no visible,preparations to with- 
draw from the military occupation of 
the southeass portion of the province of 
Shing-King, as was stipulated should 
be done within six months of the sign- 
ing of the treaty. Russian troops and 
immigrants are reported to be entering 
Manchuria in large numbers, but none 
are leaving the country. 

Washington, Sept. 11.—While Les- 
sar’s notice of the intention of the Rus- 
sian government to expel foreigners 
from Manchuria has not been formally 
brought to the attention of the state de- 
partment, it can be predicted safely 
that, for the present at least, our gov- 
ernment will look upon this matter as 
one involving Russia, China and Eng- 
land, and as one In which it is not di- 
rectly concerned. 

So far as is known here there are no 
Americans in that section of China, and 
if it should appear later that there are 
some American prospectors in that 
country it is not probable the decree 
would be enforced in their case, as, 
while general in terms, the decree really 
is aimed at the British and marks a 
determination on the part of Russia 
to retain the actual control of customs 
in Manchuria in her own hands, while 
nominally recognizing Chinese  sov- 
ereignty. 

The British customs employes —re- 
ferred to are British by nativity but 
are actually in the employ of the Chi 
nese government, and it may be that 
Russia will insist that the question 
raised by Lessar’s order only concerns 
Russia and China. It is improbable, 
however, that the British government 
will take this view of the matter, and 
it is fully expected that the British 

minister at Pekin will call on the Chi- 
hese government to retain these Brit- 
ish customs officials despite the Rus- 
sian order.

New Haven, Sept. 11—The_ Strue- 
tural Iron Workers’ union states that 
the strike in Bridgeport has been set- 
tled, the Pennsylvania Steel company 
having agreed to give their men a pnine- 
hour day and 40 cents an hour. The 
Berlin [ron and Bridge company have 
offered their Waterbury: employes a 
nine-hour day and 40 cents an hour to 
complete the buildings in-that - city. 
The strikers last night decided not to 
accept the offer of the Berlin company 
unless the offer includes all their em- 
ployes.

HOLLIS FOR GCVERNOR 


New Hampshire Democrats Go on word to anyone was 


Record In Faver of License 

Concord, N. H., Sept. 11.—The Demo- 
crats of New Hatnpshire met in state 
convention here yesterday and placed 
in nomination for governor Henry I. 
Hollis of Concord. Joow M. Mitebell 
of this city was also a candidate, but 
he received only 146 votes of the 595 
votes cast in the first and only ballot 
taken. Hollis’ nomination was made 
unanimous. 

The chairman of the convention was 
Clarence E. Carr, who addressed the 
delegates at length. He favored woman 
suffrage, a pure ballot, local option, 
reciprocity with Cuba, and lower tariff, 
restriction of trusts and self-govern- 
ment in the Philippines. Mr. Carr an- 
nounced that he was in agreement with 
some of President Roosevelt's ideas on 
the control of illegal combinations. 

The platform adopted by the conven- 
tion reaffirms “allegiance to the es- 
sential principles of the Democracy of 
the nation.” It demands “the imime- 
diate abolition of all tariffs on trust- 
made articles,” the stringent enforce- 
ment of all laws against combines, free 
trade with insular territories, inde 
pendence of the Philippine islands and 
a reduction of duties on Cuban in- 
ports. The resolutions also declare for 
a law authorizing towns and cities, by 
a majority vote, to license and control 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. The 
convention by a large majority refused 
to favor woman suffrage. 

Slugged and Robbed 

Lynn, Mass., Sept. 11—Charles_ I. 
Foster of Salem came to this city yes- 
terday with $200 in his pocket and 
woke up on the beach at 11 o'clock last 
night with an aching head and minus 
hig money and watch. He said he met 
a stranger in a saloon and walked on 
the beach with him when they met 4n- 
other man and a woman. Foster 
walked along with the woman, leaving 
the two men talking, when he zot a 
severe blow on the back of the head 
which knocked him down and he was 
then beaten into unconsciousness. 


Charged With Killing Wife 

Wilton, Me., Sept. 11—Evidence 
was introduced at the coroner’s inquest 
yesterday which caused the jury to 
render a verdict that Josie Holbrook 
came to her death by reason of a bul'et 
from a revolver fired by Herbert L. 

Witnesses 
testified that Holbrook and his wife 
were having an exciting dispute when 
the shooting occurred. A careful ex- 
amination showed that the woman 
could not have commitited suicide, as 
Holbrook ciaims. Holbrook was com- 
mitted to jail without bail. 


Cow Butchered by Trolley Car 

Danvers, Mass., Sept. 11.—A car on 
the new Middleton and Lawrence street 
railway which left Lawrence for Salen 
at 5 p. m. yesterday with 60 pas- 
sengers ran into a cow on a hill near 
North Andover, and was derailed, con- 
tinuing for about 400 feet over tiés and 
rock ballast. The car was under great 
headway at the time, and it scattered 
portions of the cow’s carcass for 150 
feet.

Colombian Ports 


FIGHT AT SANTA MARTA 


Hundred Government Troops Killed 
and Railroads Demolished—Activity 
on Isthmus of Panama In Expect- 


ation of Desperate Engagement 


Kingston, Ja., Sept. 11.—Captain 
Groumeyer of the steamer Valencia, 
which arrived here yesterday from 
Santa Marta, capital of the department 
of Magdalena, Colombia, says that last 
Friday the revolutionists made a des- 


perate attack on the outskirts of Santa 
Marta. The government troops were 
overwhelmed and forced to retreat, 
leaving behind them 100 dead. Imme- 
diately after the withdrawal of the 
government forces the rebels started 
to destroy the railroad tracks. They, 
derailed several trains at various 
points, demolishing engines and cars, 
the latter being chiefly fruit vans. 
Several lives were also lost in these 
wrecks. 

Saturday the revolutionists occupied 
the banana district of Senega, where 
they continued to wreck the railroad 
and at the same time keeping up their 
advance towards Santa Marta. When 
the Valencia sailed from S&inta Marta 
Monday the revolutionists were so 
near the town that Captain Gronmeyer 
could see the flashes of their guns. 
Several buildings in Santa Marta were 
then blazing, having been ignited by 
the few troops left there to oppose the 
attack of the revolutionists. The town 
at that time was expected momentarily 
to surrender. 

Officers of the Valencia say that hor- 
Tible atrocities were committed during 
the fighting by the rebels, who chiefly 
used machetes. Almost all of the gov- 
ernment troops killed were found along 
the railroad track, their bodies being 
terribly mutilated. They were partially 
covered by branches of banana trees. 

Santa Marta is entirely cut off fron 
communication with outside points and 
the residents of the port have sent an 
appeal by sea to Colon for protection. 
It is feared that the revolutionists will 
sack Santa Marta when they capture 
it. The stores there are closed and the 
greatest terror prevails. 

The attack of the revolutionists was 
entirely unexpected, and owing to the 
superior numbers of the revolutionists 
the resistance of the government forces 
was half-hearted. Officers of the Va- 
lencia do not think the Colombian gov- 
ernment can get reinforcements into 
Santa Marta in time tosave the town. 

Steamer William Cliff reached here 
yesterday from Colon. Her officers 
report considerable activity on both 
sides of the isthmus when the vessel 
left Colon Monday, and that the revo- 
lutionists had already occupied Cu- 
lebra, on the railroad between Panama 
and Colon, and were advancing in 
strength. 

General Herrera is said to be in com- 
mand of the revolutionary forces, 
which seem to be concentrating at a 
point about midway between Panama 
and Colon. There are strong govern- 
ment forces at both ends of the railroad 
and reinforcements are coming in. 
Breastworks are being erected at Coloa 
and Panama. Owing to the fact that 
the government does not know where 
to expect an attack, it keeps its sol- 
diers moving along the 40 miles of 
railroad. 

The revolutionists gained possession 
of Culebra without opposition and their 
possession of that point has not een 
disturbed. The government is mai1- 
taining an attitude of defense and a 
desperate engagement is expected 
shortly. Business on the isthmus is 
suspended and the people are very 
fearful, especially since the revolution- 
ist victory at Agua Dulce. 

When the Cliff left Colon the prevail- 
ing opinion on the isthmus was that the 
revolutionists would attack Panama 
before advancing upon Colon, because 
of the support they would get from their 
gunboats on the Pacific side of the 
isthmus in an attack on the first named 
city. The revolutionists have no gun- 
boats on the Atantic side. 

It is believed the revolutionists will 
push their operations as quickly as pos- 
sible because of the problem which 
confronts General Herrera of pro- 
visioning the large government force 
which surrendered to him at Agua 
Dulce, in addition to the other goyern- 
ment prisoners he holds. It is believed 
that some of Herrera’s prisoners will 
fight with his forces. 

The government Is said to be chafiug 
at the delay in the arrival at Panama of 
the new gunboat Bogota, recently pur- 
chased at Seattle. Lack of transporta- 
tion facilities for the government is 
said to be largely responsible for the 
Present situation on the isthmus. 


Pilgrims Killed by Gypsies 

Vienna, Sept. 11.—At Maria Rabna. 
in Hungary, 200 pilgrims were journey 
ing to the shrine of the Virgin. They 
Spent the night ina barn. A body of 
Wallachian gypsies robbed the sleeping 
pilgrims and set fire to the barn.- An 
indescribable panic ensued. Eight of 
the pilgrims were burned to death, pine 
were seriously injured~and many of 
them were crushed.

Washington, Sept. 12- Secretary 
Moody yesterday telegraphed to the 
commanders of the battleship Wiscon- 
Sin, now at Bremerton, antl the cruiser 
Cincinnati, at Cape Haytien, directing 
them to proceed as soon as possible to 
the Isthmus of Panama, the Wisconsin 
reinforcing the Ranger at Panama and 
the Cincinnati taking station at Colon. 

It will take the Wisconsin fully 20 
days to make the long trip of over 4050 
miles down the Pacific coast to Panama. 
The navy department had intended to 
send the Boston, which is now getting 
ready for service at San Francisco, to 
relieve or reinforce the Ranger, but 
the alarming situation which has so 
quickly arisen on the isthmus prompted 
the officials to take more extensive 
measures to increase the naval repre 
sentation of the United States in that 
section 

The Cincinnati will consume on'y a 
few days in her trip scross from Cape 
Haytien, so that by the beginning of 
Bext week she should have reached the 
Other terminal of the Panama railroad. 

The destruction of Admiral Killick’s 
flagship swept away the entire naval 
force of Hayti, and naval officials be- 
lieve that the Cincinnati can relinquish 
her post. 

it is realized that, notwithstanding 
the absence of a Mlaytien navy of either 
side of the revolutionary struggle, 
there is danger that some of the ports 
where American property interests are 
large may suffer because of the practice 
which has grown up in the course of 
the rebellion of burning towns before 
evacuating them. Therefore it has 
been decided to send the gunboat 
Montgomery, now being overhauled at 
New York, to replace the Cincinnati at 
Port au Prince. 

The commanders of the Cincinnati 
and Wisconsin will be instructed to 
enforce our treaty stipulations with 
Colombia strictly by preventing any 
interference with traffic across the 
isthmus, and also to preyent a bon- 
bardment of Panama from the sea, on 
the ground that this in itself would 
constitute a menace totratlic. Neither 
the Wisconsin nor the Cincinnati car- 
ries very large marine contingents, but 
any lack in this respect, it is said, can 
be made up by equipping jackies for 
shore duty should it become necessary 
to land a force on Colombian soil to 
enforce the guarantees of the treaty 
or to protect American interests. 

The sudden turn of events near Pan- 
ama came as a surprise to officials of 
the state and navy departments. Af- 
fairs in that quarter had quieted tu such 
a degree that only the little gunboat 
Ranger kept watch. The Marietta 
was keeping a close eye on the trend of 
affairs in Venezuela, and the Cincinnati 
was performing similar duty in Hayti. 

The emergency arose so suddenly, 
therefore, that Hayti must be left un- 
watched by an American war vessel 
during the interval between the de- 
parture of the Cincinnati for Colon and 
the arrival of the Montgomery in 
Haytien waters. 

It is thought the centre of trouble is 
likely to be at or near Panama city, and 
it is for that reason and because of the 
small size and complement of the 
Ranger that the big Wisconsin has 
been dispatched to the scene. 

Later in the day the officials of the 
navy department decided to take no 
chances of an insufficient landing force 
in case of an einergency on the isthmus, 
and orders were sent forward to the U. 
S. S. Panther, which is now enroute to 
League Island, to take aboard a bat- 
talion of marines upon her arrival and 
proceed to Colon. Orders were issued 
for the organization of the marines, 
who will number 380 men, and will be 
commanded by Lieutenant Colonel 
Russell, with Major Barnett as second 
in command, Captains Porter, Butler 
and Marix will command three of the 
four companies and Captain Lemly will 
act as quartermaster. It will be the 
duty of the marines to keep transit 
across the isthmus clear. The marines 
performed a similar service in 1885. 


Addition to Colombian Navy 

San Francisco, Sept. 12.—The steamer 
Jessie Bunning, formerly the British 
steamer Cutch, arrived here yesterday 
from Seattle on the way south to join 
the Colombian navy. Captain Marma- 
duke admitted that the steamer had 
been converted into a man-of-war for 
the Colombian government and that 
he would command her, .

BREWERY ‘73iKE ENDS 


Only Remaining v.tllculty Is to Be 


Settled by Arbitration 

Boston, Sept. 12.—The brewery strike 
is ended. An agreement was signed 
yesterday afternoon by Charles Pfaff, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Boston Brewers’ assvuciation, 
and Edmond F. Ward, who had charge 
of the brewery workers’ end of the 
strike. 

Concessions have been made on both 
sides. The master brewers have stood 
by the men who kept on working when 
erdered to strike or were hired to take 
the places of the strikers. The strikevs 
refused to consider the strike breakers’ 
question inany way. Thedifticulty has 
been settled by referring the matter to 
the state board of arbitration, 
decision is to be final. 

The agreement is made that aj] men 
who are out on strike or were iocked 
Out In connection with the strike shall 
be hired at not less than the same 
wages, provided they apply for work 
before 5 p. m. Sept. 12; all men so hired 
shall be reinstated in their former po- 
sitions as far as possible; Boston-made 
beer to be taken off unfair list; the 
state board of arbitration to decide t pon 
what terms the men now at work in the 
breweries shall be admitted Into the 
unions. If they are admitted rotation 
shall apply to all contracts until Jann- 
ary, 1903. The strike has been on sinee 
April 3.

New York, Sept. 12.—Two arrests 
made last night resulted in the recovery 
of property valued at $6000, which is al- 
leged to have been stolen a few hours 
earlier in the evening.

It requires about five hours for the 
stomach to work on an ordinary meal 
and pass it out of itself, when it falls 
into a state of repose; hence if a man 
eats three times a day his stomach 
must work fifteen hours out of twenty- 
four.

Quick Justice at Ascot. 

Not only the horses, but the powers 
of the law, says the London Chronicle, 
are swift at Ascot, for the course has 
a special tribunal for the punishment 
of evildoers. No sooner is the pick- 
pocket, welsher or t!cket snatcher ar- 
rested than be is s_ nding in a little 
room in the royal . and, where the 
evidence is heard and the verdict and 
sentence pronounced before the offend- 
er fully realizes that he is caught. No- 
where else does punishment so swiftly 
follow crime as at this court, which is 
decreed by clause 31 of the indictable 
offenses act of 1848. 

This race course tribunal arose cu- 
riously in the eighteenth century from 
an assault upon a royal personage. In 
his indignation at the impossibility of 
instant punishment of the assailant he 
ordered that in future a magistrate 
should always attend the royal race 
meeting. This has ever since been 
done, and by the above mentioned act 
the chief magistrate of Bow street was 
constituted ex officio a justice of the 
peace of the county of Berks in order 
to enable him to hold this court at 
Ascot.

MISGUIDED ; MOROS 


Appear to Have No Faith In Amert- 
cans’ Proffered Friendship 
Washington, Sept. 12.—Manila papers 
received at the war department yes- 
terduy show that the Moro chiefs were 
informed by Filipinos from Luzon that 


Russia and Spain were at war with the 
United States. One of the sultans, 
when asked why he would not be on 
friendly terms with the United States 
authorities, said that the Moros were 
all under direction of the Sultan of 
Stamboul and they had been informed 
that there was emnity between the 
Sultan of Stamboul and the United 
States government. Another datto 
made the claim that the Moros always 
had been in undisturbed possession of 
the Lake Lanao country and that even 
the Spainards never had attempted to 
interfere with them and they did not 
want the Americans to do so. 

There had been considerably friendly 
correspondence with the Sultan of 
Bacolod, but finally a very unfriendly 
letter was received from him, warlike 
in tone, which greatly surprised the 
American officers. From another Moro 
chief the Americans were informed 
that the ugly letter was a forgery 
perpetrated by two of the dattos under 
the Sultan of Bacolod. These dattos 
Were very anxious for war, one of them 
claiming that he could hold his fort 
against any force that might be sent 
against it. The warparty was stronger 
than the peace party and was taunting 
the Moros who wanted to be on peace- 
ful terms with the Americans by calling 
them cowards, 

In another communfieation from the 
Moro country it is stated that Colonel 
Raldwin tried to get all the sultans and 
dattos to meet him in a friendly con- 
ference. The Sultan of Bacolod pro- 
fessed friendship, but asked for three 
months in which to communicate with 
the various tribes over which he was 
chief. Moros in the camp of Colonel 
Baldwin said that this was simply a 
ruse to gain further time and prepare 
for war. 


King Edward In Scotland 

Braemar, Sept. 12.—-King Edward, 
wearing a kilt and with a thistle stuck 
in his Glengarry bonnet, attended the 
picturesque Braemar gathering yester- 
day and watched the highland games, 
for which the place has long been fam- 
ous. With the king were many mem- 
bers of the royal family. Troops were 
present and highlanders flocked to 
Braemar from the surrounding coun- 
ties. The sports went off excellently, 
and the king and queen received a great 
ovation. 


Sailor In a Serious Scrape 

New York, Sept. 12.—Mack” Mc- 
Carthy, a sailor on the battleship Kear- 
sarge, wus turned over to the New York 
city police last night by Commandant 
Higginson. It is charged that Mc- 
Carthy, while walking along the 
Bowery, sportively emptied a can of 
hot green corn over Jacob Cohen, who 
was selling it on the street. Conen 
died yesterday of the scalds he re- 
ceived. 


Labor Troubles at Barcelona 

London, Sept. 12.—According to dis- 
patches from Barcelona the local au- 
thorities there have requested the min- 
istry of the interior to maintain martial 
law on account of the attitude of the 
strikers. Private advices received here 
represent the situation at Barcelona as 
acute, in consequence of the determina- 
tion of the authorities to suppress what 
is descrbed as a genuine labor move- 
ment. 


Checking Auto Speeding 

London, Sept. 12—A climax to the 
vigor with which offending auto- 
mobilists are being prosecuted was 
reached yesterday, when a motor car 
driver in the employ of Prime Minister 
Balfour, who should have appeared be- 
fore a magistrate for furious driving, 
failed to put in an appearance, and a 
fresh summons for the man was issued.

It will be news to many to know 
that the Citizens Gas Co. of Quincy 
which has been owned by Boston bank- 
ers, has been sold, and that the transfer 
of the property takes place today. 

The purcbasers are the company 
which control the Haverhill and Ames- 
bury Gas plants and are buying for 
busioess. Mr. Morse, the president of 
the company, is a thorough gas man 
and knows the business from A to Z. 

It is understood that the company 
not only propose to rebuild the present 
plant but to extend the mains to many 
points of the city not now covered, and 
that, best of all, the price of gas will 
be reduced.

General Corbin and Earl Roberts 


Give Unstinted Piaise to Troops— 
Germans’ Love For the Army Is In 


itself a Tremendous Force 


Berlin, Sept. 13.—Emperor William, 


in saying good-bye to Generals Corbin, 
Young and Wood yesterday, remarked 
that he was.specially interested in the 
Americans. He admired 


Roosevelt unmeasuredly for his ver- 
satility, courage, power for hard work 
and insight into the needs of his coun- 
try. He added that he watched Mayor 
Low’s aduministration of New York be- 
cause he thought it important to the 
commercial world that New York city 
should be well governed. The emperor 
also said he was very sorry Aaibas- 

sador White was leaving his court. He 
had the most cordial feeling for him 
personally, because of the man hejs and 
for his services in fostering good-will 
between Germany and the United 
States. 

General Corbin had an opportunity to 
present President Roosevelt's message 
about the St. Louis exposition and Em- 
peror William replied that he would see 
that Germany had a good representa- 
tion. “I will send you a large party,” 
he added. 

His majesty sent some personal aes- 
sages to President Roosevelt and asked 
to be remembered especially to ““Miss 
Alice,” as he called Miss Roosevelt. 
The emperor conversed with each of 
the Americans and told them how much 
he had etijoyed their visit. 

The farewell took place onthe field 
just after Emperor William returned 
from leading the cavalry charge which 
concluded the maneuvers. 

His majesty had bivovacked agaia 
With the cavalry and had ridden with 
them 32 miles in a wide detour, from a 
position in front of the right flank of 
the “Reds” (Russians) to their rear 
division. Nearly 10,000 horsemen left 
the camp at 4:45 o'clock and the recall 

Was sounded at 11:05 a.m. General 
Corbin, who rode down the line imme- 
diately afterward, said he did not see 
a horse which was “blown out.” He 
considered it to be a magnificent per- 
formance and did not believe any 
eavalry in the world could surpass it. 

General Corbin and Earl Roberts both 
said, in summing up their impression of 
the maneuvers, that the German army 
fs the most wonderful in the world.

LAUNDRY LINES. 


A tablespoonful of turpentine in the 
clothes boiler will whiten the linen 
and remoye stains. 

A tablespoorful of black pepper to 
the water in which black stockings 
are washed will brighten them. 

Linen may be made beautifully white 
by the use of a little refined borax in 
the water instead of using a washing 
fluid. 

To remove salt water stains dip a 
piece of the stained material into vin- 
egar and rub until the stain disap- 
pears. 

Cottons that have much gray, mauve 
or brown in the pattern should be wet 
in alum water before putting in the 
wash. 

Some women, when in a hurry, cool 
irons by plunging them into cold wa- 
ter, which will soon have the effect of 
spoiling them. 

To prevent irons from sticking mix a 
little turpentine in the hot starch. A 
little borax mixed with the starch will 
have the same effect. 

Silk stockings must never be washed 
with soap. Warm water, to which 
bran is added in the proportion of two 
tablespoonfuls to a_ pint, what is 
needed. Do not wring, but squeeze 
out after rinsing them and dry in the 
shade.

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SASH WINDOWS, 


Probably a Dutch Invention of the 
Seventeenth Century. 

The history of sash windows is some- 
what obscure, but the probability is 
that they were a Dutch invention and 
that they were introduced into Eng- 
land soon after the revolution of 1688. 
The derivation of the word “sash” in 
this sense is the Dutch “sas,” a sluice— 
jold English “sasse.” In Queen Anne's 
reign they were yet so comparatively 
uncommon as to be mentioned as a 
special feature of houses that were 
advertised as “To let.” In the Tatler, 
for instance, No. 178, May 27-30, 1710, 
there is this advertisement: 

“To be lett, in Devonshire Square. 
near Bishopsgate, a very good Brick 
House of 3 Rooms of a Floor, and a 
good Hall, with very light and 
dark Closets, the whole House being 
well wainscoted, and sash'’d with 30

Sash Lights, a very pleasant and con- 
venient Office below Stairs,” ete. 
From England they passed into 


France, where the first to put them up 
was Marshal de Lorge at his new 
house at Montmartre. Speaking of 
this, Lister in 1699 writes in his “Jour- 
ney to Paris:” “We had the good for- 
tune here to find the marshal himself. 
He showed us his great sash windows, 
how easily they might be lifted up and 
down and stood at any height, which 
contrivance, he said, he had out of 
England by a small model brought on 
purpose from thence, there being noth- 
ing of this poise in windows in France 
before.”—London Standard.

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~| STORIES OF W. F. HOWE THE PRESIDENT’ S BOAR. 


Some That Are Told of the 
Famous Criminal Lawyer. 


HOW HE ALMOST SHOT A JURYMAN 


Well Knewn New York Attorney 
Once Carried His Realism to the 
Verge of Tragedy—Odd Experience 
With a Crook—His Successful Meth- 
ods In Winning Juries. 


_The late William F. Howe of New 
York, the famous criminal lawyer, at 
one time narrowly escaped taking the 
life of a juryman in the court of gen- 
eral sessions in New York. He was 
speaking in defense of Alexander 
Huppe, on trial for killing Frank 
Kretchman, says a Chicago exchange. 
The pistol with which Kretehman was 
slain lay on a table in front of Mr. 
Howe, who in the course of his ad- 
dress thought’ it advisable to illustrate 
to the jury how the tragedy, according 
to the defense, occurred. He showed 
how the two men stood and then, rais- 
ing the weapon, said: 

“Now, gentlemen, to make this mat- 
ter perfectly plain, I'll pull the trig- 
ger.” 

“Hold on!” yelled Assistant District 
Attorney Davis, springing to his feet. 
“That gun's loaded.” 

Lawyer Howe turned as white as his 
shirt front and sat down in a half 
dazed way, realizing how near he had 
come to blowing a hole in the juryman 
at whom the gun had been pointed. 
The latter tried to smile, but the effort 
was a ghastly failure, and it was some 
minutes before Lawyer Howe was able 
to proceed. Huppe was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced: 

William F. Howe probably appeared 
in more than a thousand murder cases, 
says the New York World. He was 
one of the most picturesque of men as 
far as dress was concerned. He loved to 
Wear a cap. He always wore several 
thousand dollars’ worth of jewelry. 
His hands glistened with diamonds. 
Even the buttons on his cap were of 
solid gold, The initial letters on the 
buttons were set in diamonds. His 
neckties were remarkable. Mr. Howe 
never wore the same suit of clothes 
two days in succession. 

One day a western crook was on a 
car in which Mr. Howe, who had been 
trying a case and was very tired, had 
fallen asleep. The western crook 
snatched Mr. Howe's valuable diamond 
pin and handed it to his partner, who 
at once recognized it. 

“Fool!” said the New York thief. 
“That man will have to defend you be- 
fore many days are passed.” 

When Mr. Howe alighted from the 
car, he was met by the New York 
| man, who said: 

’ “Mr. Howe, some fool stole your pin. 
| Here it is. Please excuse the fellow; 
| he didn’t know any beter.” 


In the trial of a case Lawyer Wil- 
| liam F. Howe's procedure was abso- 
lutely distinctive and inimitable, says 
the New York Times. Gifted with a 
| voice of unusual range, he could paint 
a word picture with remarkable imag- 
| inative effect and at the same time en- 
act a dialogue with consummate art. 
He utilized every dramatic possibility 
in a courtroom. In his famous defense 
of Ella Nelson, who shot the man who 
had played her false, he stopped sud- 
denly in the midst of an impassioned 
appeal. The prisoner was seated next 
to him, heavily veiled in black, her 
head buried between her hands. Mr. 
Howe unexpectedly wheeled around, 
seized her wrists, quickly pulled them 
apart and held her arms distendee so 
that her features were exposed to the 
gaze of the jury, exclaiming: 

“Look at those features, proclaiming 
a broken heart!” 

The celerity ef his action had fright- 
ened the woman. Her face of ashy 
hue was delugéd with tears, and the 
desired impression was made on each 
juror. he district attorney would not 
allow the girl to enter a plea of mur- 
der in the second degree. thinking con- 
viction for the higher crime certain. 
But the jury found her “not guilty.” 

Mr. Howe defended the notorious Ed- 
ward Unger, who killed his lodger, 
Boles, to steal his bankbook. The body 
of the murdered man had been terribly 
mutilated, and Unger had confessed to 
the deed. Mr. Howe entered a plea of 
self defense, and the district attorney 
confidently predicted a verdict of 
guilty. In the midst of another of his 
impassioned appeals to the jury Mr. 
Howe said: 

“Gentlemen, 


Edward Unger did not 
cut the dead man’s head off. He did 
not mutilate the body. He did not 
throw the head from the ferryboat un- 
der the paddle wheels. He did not put 
the dilapidated trunk in a box and 
send it to Baltimore.” Then the lawyer 
paused. The court was astonished, for 
Unger had acknowledged doing each

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SOME GOVERNMENT RULES. 


Carrying Bundles Into the Capitol 
and Out of the Treasury.

A citizen may carry anything that he 
likes into the treasury building, but 
when he undertakes to carry anything 
bulky out of the building he is apt to 
get into trouble if he does not explain 
with readiness. 
A visitor to Washington the other day 
carried a fairly large package into the 
building. Nobody said a word to him 
about it when he was going in, but 
when he started out with the package 
he was held up, made to open it and to 
explain all about himself and his busi- 
ness. The good sense of the rule is ap- 
parent. 
At the capitol it is against the rules 
to carry any sort of a bundle into the 
building> The fear is that somebody 
will carry in a bomb. The rule was 
never enforced rigorously until the sen- 
ate took up the Sherman repeal bill. 
At that time the public mind became 
so influenced against the delay in the 
senate that violence was feared, and 
the rule was put into active operation 
and continued for some years. 
Then it dropped out of sight until the 
Spanish war excitement came on, when 
it was again enforced, as it has been 
more or less rigorously ever since.— 
New York Mail and Express.

HIS MEMORY CHERISHED 


Anniversary of the Death of 
President McKinley 


JUDGE DAY'S LOVING WORDS 


Martyr Endured Burdens and Suffered 
From Criticism, Yet Never Uttered 
an Unkind Word of Another—A Gos- 


pel of Cheerfulness and Sunshine 


Canton, O., Sept. 15.—There was a 
general observance of McKinley me- 
morial day in the city which claimed the 
martyred president as its own. From 
almost every pulpit there was reference 
in prayer or in address to him and his 
work. His favorite hymns were used. 
The address that attracted the most 
attention was given by Judge William 
R. Day, former secretary of state and 
a friend and adviser of McKinley for 
many years. The address was de- 
livered in the First Methodist Episcopal 
church, of which Mr. McKinley was a 
member and in which the public funeral 
was held Sept. 19, 1901. 

Although deeply conscious of the 
fact that it was just one year ago that 
her beloved husband died, Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley did not vary the program fol- 
lowed by her for several months. All 
days to her have been memorial cays. 
Her usual trip to West Lawn ceme- 
tery was taken in the forenoon and she 
laid flowers on the casket that con- 
tains the remains of the nation’s 
martyred chief. Mrs. Garrett A. Ho- 
bart, who is her guest, went with her 
into the McKinley tomb and also laid 
a boquet of flowers on the coffin. The 
subsequent drive took them to the fam- 
ily McKinley burial lot, 

Judge Day’s tribute to his martyred 
ebief was in part as follows: 

“This tragedy which fills our hearts 
with grief has a fessorfor the living 
and calls upon law makers and law 
enforcers for all that legislation and 
courts can do for the suppression and 
punishment of those who teach or prac- 
tice the dreadful tenets of this code of 
lawlessness and ruin. 

“William McKinley never consciously 
wronged a fell6w being. It was his 
rule not only to refrain from inflicting 
pain, but to scatter joy wherever he 
could. He would step aside from a 
march of retreat to assure a weeping 
mother who loved the union that de- 
feat was but for the day and would be 
turned into victory. Steadfast in his 
friendship, he would not swerve from 
loyalty for the glittering prize of the 
presidency. 

“Enduring the burdens which came 
before, during and after the war, no 
word of impatience ever escaped him, 
and he met the people with a smile of 
welcome and a word of encouragement. 
He would turn from the most important 
affairs of state to give a flower toa 
little child or to say a kindly word to 
some visitor for whom he could do no 
more. Resentment he had none. He 
believed life was too short to give any 
of his time to cherishing animosity. 
Sensitive to criticism, no one ever heard 
bim utter an unkind word of another. 
He met calumny with silenceand unfair 
criticism with charity. His was the 
gospel of cheerfulness. His presence 
was sunshine, never gloom; his en- 
couraging word dispelled doubt, and 
nerved others to their duty.” 

In conclusion the speaker said: “If 
the youth of the country learn from his 
life that the surest foundation of suc- 
cess is upright character, and that the 
path of duty is indeed the way to glory, 
then may this great life ‘live beyond 
its too short living with praises and 
thanksgiving’ that sucha character 
was given to the world.” 

Dispatches show that McKinley me- 
morial services were held yesterday in 
churches generally throughout the 
country irrespective of denominational 
lines.

Henry H. Washburn, rector of Christ 
Episcopal church, in the presence of 
President Roosevelt and his family 
and a congregation that filled the 
church to “overflowing, yesterday 
preached a sermon in which he devoted 
considerable attention to “possibility 
of danger coming by and through the 
unguarded use of great wealth con- 
centrated in the hands of a few” andin 
which he also stated if “ever cireum- 
stances indicated that one was placed 
providentially in the executive chair of 
the nation, then the circumstances that 
attended the promotion of Mr. Roose- 
velt so indicated.” The first part of the 
seryjon was devoted to an eylogy upon

listened attentively. But when Mr. 
Washburn took occasion to speak of 
the possibility of danger coming 
through certain trusts and also to laud 
the president, Mr. Roosevelt became 
restive.

DEATH ANS DESTITUTION 


In the Wake of Fires Which Devas- 
tated Portions of the Northwest 
Oregon City, Ore., Sept, 15.—Nearly 

every farmer in the territory covered 

by the postoffices of Dodge and Spring- 
water has been burned out. The loss 
is appalling and cannot be estimated. 

People are destitute, homeless and 

without money, food or clothing and 

have called for aid. 

The forest fires on Lewis river have 
wrought sad havoc. Ten persons are 
dead and five logging camps are burned 
out completely. The fire has spread 
from Lewis river north to the Kalama 
river and 50 sections of the finest timber 
on the coast have been destroyed. Loss 
of property is estimated at about $300,- 


A great fire also is raging on the 
Coweman. Everything combustible in 
its path has been consumed. The air 
is thick with smoke and falling ashes. 
Five people are dead and two missing, 
with only partial reports from the 
burned district. 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 15.—There has 
been no cessation of the forest fires. 
The new hotel, postoffice and a new 
store at Mount Stycker were burned 
yesterday. In all partsofthe district 
settlers are fighting to save their homes 
and crops. 


Collision of Electrics 

Boston, Sept. 15.—Half a dozen per- 
sons were injured in a rear end col- 
lision between two electric cars of the 
Boston Elevated railway on Dorches- 
ter avenue siortly before midnight. In 
addition all of the other passengers 
were badly shaken up and frightened, 
several! sustaining minor bruises. One 
car had stopped at the transfer sta- 
tion and was discharging its  puas- 
sengers when the second car came up 
behind and, owiug to the wet condition 
of the rails, the motorman was unable 
to stop it before it had crashed into the 
car ahead. The rear platform and end 
of the forward car were badly wrecked. 


New York For Roosevelt 

New York, Sept. 15.—There was a 
conference of prominent New York 
state Republicans Saturday and at its 
close Senator Platt gave out this state- 
ment: “It wus decided to endorse Mr. 
Roosevelt and his administration and, 
as far as it is in our power, to endorse 
him for 1904... Senator Platt said that 
no other subject was discussed at the 
meeting. He admitted that there had 
been some opposition to the resolution 
proposing the endorsement, but the 
final decision was practically unani- 
mous.

Bilo was 
surrounded, but refused to surrender. 
The constabulary then shot him to 
death.

CRISIS IS PERHAPS NEAR R 


Operators Expect Break In 
Coal Strike This Week 


BOTH SIDES ARB STILL FIRM 


Feeling That Amicable Adjustmenm 
of Trouble Is Still Far Off—Confer 
ence Between Stone and Mitchell 


Apparently Barren of Result 


Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 15.—Today 
begius the 19th week of the coal strike. 
The date on which Senator Platt pre- 
dicted that the strike would end has 
passed and the hope which was jn- 
stilled into the people in this locality 
because of that prediction has been 
succeeded by a feeling that the end is 
still far off. 

The reiteration by the coal presidents 
during last week that no concession 
would be made and the resolutions 
passed by nearly all the local unions 
of the United Mine Workers renewing 
their allegiance to their officers and 
pledging themselves to continue the 
strike until concessions are granted 
show that neither side to the con- 
troversy is weakening. 

General Gobin, in charge of the state 
troops encamped in this county, de- 
nies that he is preparing to remove tha 
troops at an early date or that he ex- 
pects an order from the government to 
withdraw the troops. He says he does 
not anticipate an order of that kind un- 
til there is a settlement of the strike. 

President Mitchell was asked 
whether he had any statement to make 
regarding his conference with Governor 
Stone early Saturday morning. He said 
he had none. The reticence of Mitchell 
weighs heavily on the business and in- 
dustrial interests of the strike region, 
who were hopeful that the meeting be- 
tween the governor and Mitchell would 
result in some plan for a settlement of 
the strike. The silence of Mitchell is 
interpreted to mean that the Harris- 
burg conference was barren of results. 

There is more or less activity at all 
the collieries in the Wilkesbarre region, 
and it is said that some of the com- 
panies will make desperate efforts to 
resume work at many of the collieries 
at once. 

The coal operators say the conference 
between the governor and Mitchell 
was merely a friendly talk and that 
neither party to the conference submit 
ted a proposition. The operators think 
the crisis will come this week and that 
a break in the ranks of the strikers is 
among the possibilities. 

At strike headquarters it is claimed 
that the companies are in no better po- 
sition to start their collieries now than 
they were three months ago and that 
there will be no break in the ranks of 
the strikers. 

Church Folks Discuss Strike 

New York, Sept. 15.—The entire 
congregation of the First Union Presby- 
terian church, this city, last night 
adopted a. resolution calling upon the 
coal operators and miners to end the 
strike. The resolution says in part: 
“We demand of the contending parties 
a recognition of the rights of the com- 
munity, and we earnestly request, in 
the interest of the general welfare, that 
they at ouce endeavor to adjust their 
differences; and we recommend that 
if they are unable to come to any agree- 
ment among themselves, they submit 
the matter for final and peaceful ad- 
justment to arbitration.” 

In his sermon Jast night Rey. Dr. 
Lorimer of the Madison Avenue Baptist 
church discussed the coal strike. The 
refusal of the coal operators to listen to 
arbitration, Dr. Lorimer said, would 
waken the people to speedy action. The 
entire American people, he declared, 
should compel the operators to arbi- 
trate, whatever the cost. 

Rev. J. L. Lee of the Westminster 
Presbyterian church also referred to the 
coal strike, saying: “If those who have 
large money power in connection with 
the coal strike would regard the true 
rights of those under their control, not 
only this but all similar troubles would 
be at an end.” 

Rev. W. E. Bently of All Souls church 
said it was to be regretted there was not 
a unitel church of the United States to 
take up the coal war problem. Sueli a 
church, representing the religious senti- 
ments of all the people, would soon se 
cure a settlement of the question. Mr, 
Bently thought President Roosevelt 
ought to act. 


Bullet Through Miner’s Lung 

Tamaqua, Pa., Sept. 15—By the 
accidental discharge of a rifle in the 
hands of Hugh Black, a deputy, near 
Nesquehoning Saturday night, Paul 
Haulick, a non-union miner, was in- 
stantly killed. The bullet’ passed 
through his left lung, coming out of his 
back A verdict of accidental death 
was rendered. 


Winter Weather In Germany 

Berlin, Sept. 15.—Destructive storms 
raged in many parts of Germany yes- 
terday. In Saxony the temperature 
sank to zero and a hurricane-like wind 
unroofed many houses and injured a 
large number of people. The damage 
igs very heavy. A severe northwest 
storm visited the cities on the North 
sea.

PRAIRIE LIFE TOO LONELY. 


Novel Experiment In Co-operative 
Emigration For Canada. 


An interesting experiment is to be 
made by a group of intending settlers 
in Canada who have at their head the 
Rev. J. Barr, curate in charge of St. 
Saviour’s church, Crouch Hill, says 
the London Express. 

Referring to a recent cablegram pub- 
lished in our columns on the American 
invasion of Canada, the reverend gen- 
tleman expresses wonder that English- 
men are so willing to hand over “the 
splendid agricultural and commercial 
opportunities which Canada offers” to 
our American cousins. 

“I venture,” he continues, “to make a 


suggestion and to mention a movement 
which may ve of 
your readers. 

“From conversations with not a few 
intelligent gathered 
that many who would otherwise be 
inclined to go to Canada are deterred 
by the dreaded isolation and loneliness 
of farm life on the prairie. 

“People desire neighbors, and many, 
in short, would emigrate if they could 
join a company of desirable people 
who would settle closer together and 
be neighbors. 

“This grouping of settlers would 
have many of the advantages of co- 
operative agriculture and would mean 
success from the start. 

“Large reduction in the cost of trans- 
portation of the people and their ef- 
fects from the mother country to their 
new home in Canada and also of farm 
machinery, animals and building ma- 
terial purchased there would be a nec- 
essary result. 

“There might further be co-operative 
ownership and use of the heavier and 
more expensive kinds of farm imple- 
ments, such as mowing, reaping and 
thrashing machines. These are only a 
few of many obvious advantages.” 
Such a party, he concludes, is being 
organized, with himself at its head, and 
he is prepared to receive communica- 
tions from any one who would like to 
join it.

NEW BOER WAR FORETOLD 
Reltz Says His Race Will Never Ac- 
cept Present Situation. 

Mynheer Reitz, former state sec- 
retary of the Transvaal, said the other 
day to the New York Journafs Paris 
correspondent: 

“IT will never take the oath of alle- 
giance to Great Britain. I would not 
swear allegiance to the British flag to 
save my wife and children from star- 
vation. England wants to make an- 
other Ireland of the Transvaal. 
Chamberlain is a clever scoundrel and 
Sir Alfred Milner an ignorant scoun- 
drel. There will never be peace in 
South Africa so long as Milner be left 
there. He is arrogant, and his igno- 
rance is appalling. 

“I am going to America to tell the 
American people of the inhuman treat- 
ment which our women and children 
received at the hands of the English. 
Americans do not admire the concen- 
tration camp policy. 

“I would like to have our people set- 
tle upon your western lands, but 
America is too far away from South 
Africa to suit our future purposes. 
My two sons are going to Madagascar 
to examine the situation there and see 
whether it is a fit place for our people. 
We could easily colonize Madagascar, 
whereas France cannot. 

“When our next war does occur, our 
people would be within easy distance, 
and there will be another war when 
we are ready. The Boers will never 
accept the present situation. We were 
not beaten. Twenty years of war by 
England could not beat us. We laid 
down our arms to save our women and 
children from annihilation. The Boer 
race must not become extinct.” 


ILL FATED MORNE ROUGE. 


West Indian City Was a Great Re- 
sort For Martinique Invalids. 

Morne Rouge, which has just been 
destroyed by another eruption of Mont 
Pelee, is about seven miles from St. 
Pierre and was a summer resort for 
the wealthy classes of that ill fated 
city. When Mont Pelee destroyed the 
inhabitants of St. Pierre on May 8, it 
was thought that Morne Rouge, being 
nearer the volcano, must have met 
with the same fate, but this was not 
the case. At one time the place seemed 
surrounded by a sea of lava, but this 
cooled before reaching Morne Rouge. 
The greater number of the inhabitants 
fied and did not return, as the nearby 
volcano has been in frequent and vio- 
lent eruption since the outbreak that 
destroyed St. Pierre. 

Morne Rouge, which is situated on 
an eleyatéon, has long been known as 
one of the most beautiful places in a 
land of luxuriant loveliness.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


Charles Fishel, 39, died at Boston as 
the result of a fishbone lodging in his 
throat. 

A man about 42 years old, supposed 
to be Carl S. Peterson of Ware, Mass., 
Was struck by a train and instantly 
killed at Boston.

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A PECULIAR ACCIDENT 


Which Resulted In a Man Being 
Shot Through the Heart 

Wilton, N. H., Sept. 15.—Coroner 
Hunt of Nashua held an inquest yester- 
day on the body of Eugene Rollins, a 
weaver of Three Rivers, Mass., who 
was shot through the heart and in- 
stantly killed by the discharge of a re- 
volver in the Wilton Hotel, late Sat- 
urday night. After hearing the evi- 
dence a verdict of accidental death was 
returned. Rollins, who was staying at 
the hotel, sat in the office talking to 
Police Officer Thomas Cooley. After 
a few minutes’ conversation Officer 
Cooley started to leave, when, as he 
was rising, the revolver which he car- 
riéd in his hip pocket was caught in the 
rounds of a chair and in falling upon 
the floor was discharged. The bullet 
went through one of the rounds of the 
chair and then passed through Rollins’ 
heart. 


Jealous Old Fellow’s Crime 

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 15.—Andrew 
Genvich, an aged farmer, living in 
Southwick, attempted to kill his wife 
by pounding her with a stone and cut- 
ting her throat with a razor in a lot 
not far from their home yesterday. ‘The 
woman's cries brought her son-in-law, 
George Gasper, to the scene, and he 
rescued her from her husband. She 
was taken to her home and lies at the 
point of death. Genvich attempted to 
cut his own throat. Gasper over- 
powered him and be was taken to 
Westfield. Genvich is about 65 years 
old and his wife is 70. Jealousy is sup- 
posed to be the cause of the deed. 


Olneyville Strikers Weaken 

Providence, Sept. 15.—The striking 
weavers at Olneyyille, the centre of the 
fight against the American Woolen 
company and its two-loom syste, 
voted yesterday to return to work 
where one loom is operated. Lack of 
money to carry on the fight was an- 
nounced as the cause of the action. ‘The 
workers voted to support all weavers 
who will quit the mills if asked to 
operate two looms on fancy worsteds. 
It was announced that the fight will be 
carried on against the two-loom system 
indetinitely. 


Bullet In His Throat 

Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 15.—Jerry 
Donahue was shot through the throat 
by an unknown Italian Saturday night 
and narrowly escaped death. He will. 
however, probably recover. In com- 
pany with a friend, Donahue was walk- 
ing on Common street and when near 
No. 338 was approached by a woman 
named Rose Friel, who said there was 
an Italian in her room who would not 
leave. Donahue and his friend put the 
Italian out, and the shooting followed. 
The Italian escaped. 


Double Canoeing Fatality “* 


Lynn, Mass., Sept. 25.—Two persons 
were drowned in Sluice pond yesterday, 
both members of a camping party, who 
were out fora canoetrip. The victims 
were Sumner P. Garney and Miss Mavy 
E. Hood, both of this city. Just what 
led up to the accident is not known, 
the capsizing being in a bay which was 
not within eyesight of the camping 
party. A smal! sail was carried in the 
craft and presumably a gust of wind 
filled it and the sheet being fouled the 
upset followed. 


Struck by Trolley Car 

Haverhill, Mass., Sept. 15.—As a re- 
sult of an electric car accident at New- 
ton, N. H., George Brown and Walter 
Sargent are at a hospital in this city 
in a dangerous condition. The men 
were driving along the railway tracks 
when acar rounded a curve and crashed 
into the carriage, killing the horse and 
throwing the occupants out, and com- 
pletely destroying the wagon. Motor- 
man Wakefield was badly injured. 


Tried to Kidnap Girl 

Houlton, Me., Sept. 15.—Jack Mc- 
Glinchey and Shero Victory, both about 
28 years old, attemped to earry away 
the 10-year-old daughter of John 
Adams, intercepting the girl as she was 
driving a cow to pasture. Herscreams 
aroused the neighborhood. The men 
drove off with the girl, but a mileaway 
their vehicle broke down, giving offi- 
cers a chance to catch up and put both 
under arrest. 


A Prohibition Farce 

Biddeford, Me., Sept. 15.—It has been 
a long fime since liquor selling 
flourished as openly on a Sunday as 
yesterday in this city, apparently in 
disregard or in defiance of Serif 
Fogg’s order that saloons should close 
at 11 Saturday night and stay closed. 
Back doors to saloons were wide open 
yesterday, and in many instances cus- 
tomers flocked in through the front 
doors. 


Bank Robbed by Professionals 
Houlton, Me., Sept. 15.—The Florence- 
ville, N. Bi, bank was broken into and 
robbed by three professional burglars 
during Saturday night and $2000 was 
secured. The men were traced to Har- 
vey, 12 miles above here. Officers have 
gone up the Bangor and Aroostook 

line in the hope of intercepting them. 


An Insane Asylum Tragedy 

Medfield, Mass., Sept. 15.—Superin- 
tendent French of the Medfield insane 
asylum admits that Sarah McCormick, 
aged 30, was attacked by another 
patient with a club and received in- 
juries that resulted in her death, but 
beyond this fact he absolutely refuses 
to make any statement. 


Two Men Stabbed 

Lawrence, Mass., Sept. 15.—During a 
row at the lower end of the city Satur- 
day night, James Corcoran and Charles 
Fitzpatrick were seriously stabbed by 
Italians who have not yet been appre- 
hended. Neither man is dangerously 
injured.

HUSBAND'S VENGEANCE 


On Faithless Woman Who 


Wrecked His Home 


Ra 


KILLS HER ON THE STREET 


Had Eloped With a Concert Hall 
Singer and Were Found After a 
Seven Weeks’ Continuous Search— 


Woman Begged Forgiveness 


Great Barrington, Mass., Sept. 15.— 
Mrs. Mary Huber, who seven weeks 
ago ran away from her home in New 
York with Andrew C. Fearing, a New 
York concert hall singer, was shot and 
killed by her husband, George Huber, 
yesterday, at Monterey. Huber was 
arrested and brought here. 

According to Huber’s story to the 
police he said that he was 31 years old 
and his wife 24 years. They had a 
pleasant home in New York city up to 
a year and a half ago, when his wife 
got acquainted with Fearing. From 
that time Huber’s happiness was com- 
pletely destroyed. His wifeseemed to 
be infatuated with Fearing and from 
time to time she had furnished him 
with money which Huber had earned 
at his trade.

As soon as Fearing and Mrs. Huber 
saw who was waiting for them they 
started to run away in opposite direc- 
tions. Huber started after Fearing, 
firing a shot at him as he ran, but 
without hitting him. Hethenranafter 
his wife and fired a shot at her which 
entered her back under her left 
shoulder. She fell forward on her face 
and Huber, running up, took her in his 
arms. Mrs. Huber lived only a few 
minutes, but before she died she asked 
her husband’s forgiveness. Huber 
Was arrested by Deputy Sheriff Bid- 
well, at whose house he was staying, 
and then brought here. It is said that 
Fearing and Mrs. Huber have been in 
Monterey for three weeks.

The precautions to guard the presi- 
Jenut against any possible harm were of 
the most extensive character. In addi- 
tion to Sheriff Johnson's 300 special 
deputies, who had been sworn in for 
duty yesterday, a large number of 
secret service nen and policemen from 
New York were on the porch and 
about the grounds. No one was al- 
lowed to go past the president with a 
camera or a stick of any description. 
Cameras, valises, canes, umbrellas and 
in many cases overcoats and women’s 
wraps were taken from their owners 
and piled up under a tree near the 
porch, until the space around looked 
like a second-hand clothing store. 

It was 2:45 when the reception began. 
The president stood on his poreh and 
shook hands with all. After passing 
him the visitors passed off the porch 
along a road leading to the side of the 
house, where lemonade was served, 
and thence by another out of the 
ground. The lemonade was served 
in smal] glasses, on which were in- 
scribed: “President Roosevelt, 1902, 
Oyster Bay.” The cups were retained 
as souvenirs. 

All sorts of people in all conditions of 
life filed by the president. White and 
black, poor and well-to-do, women 
with babies in arms, small boys and 


a shake of the hand. 

The line was kept moving and the 
visitors passed the president at the 
rate of one a second. 

“My daughter has a grandson—” be- 
gan a woman as she passed the presi- 
dent, but before she could complete the 
sentence she was beyond the receiving 


line. The president evidently under- 
stood that the grandson had been 
named after him, for he said: “Good 


enough.” 

“T am a fair representative from 
Missouri,” said a woman as she passed 
the president. “I am delighted.” -e- 
plied Mr. Roosevelt, with a bow. 

“You are the greatest man on earth, 
in the estimation of every American,” 
said another woman, as she reached the 
president. Her compliment was an- 
swered with a smile and a bow. 

“Theodore, how air yer?” said an old 
salt, dressed in the uniform of an Amer- 
ican jackie, as he shook the president’s 
hand. 

“Mr. President, I am a Long Islander 
from Turkey and I am mighty glad to 
be here, and meet you,” Was the great- 
ing of one fair visitor. And so it went 
on. Many were the expressions of 
good will and “God bless you,” that 
came from hundreds of throats. 


During the reception a number of 
bands, stationed on the lawn in front 
of the porch, discoursed music. The 
Hicksville battery at the foot of the bill 
also did its share to make the affaira 
success and fired a continuous salute. 
A pleasing incident occurred toward 
the clqsewf the receptipn. The New 


rork policemen wanted their picture 
taken with the president in their midst. 
When the request was made of the 
president he complied at once: “This 
is one time I really want a picture 
taken,” he said. “I know these men 
and I admirethem. Iam proud to have 
mny picture taken with them.” 

Before the reception closed the bands 
filed past the president. He shook 
each man by the hand and thanked him 
for the music he had made. The band 
from Oyster Bay, at the head of the men 
who had acted as deputy sheriffs, 
brought the affair toa close. ‘ghey 
marched up to the porch and after the 
president had shaken hands with them 
he was given three hearty cheers.

KILLED 


By an Explosion of Gas In a West 
Virginia Coal Mine 

North Fork, W. Va., Sept. 16—A 

disastrous gas and powder explosion 

occurred in the Big Four mine of the 

Algoma Coel and Coke company here 


yesterday. James Lester, an engineer, 
one Hungarian and 15 colored miners 
are known to be in the mine now and 
there is no chance of their being re- 
covered alive, as they are beyond the 
point where the explosion occurred, 
and the gas and smoke is so thick that 
the rescuing parties are being driv2n 
back. Two men succeeded in crawling 
over the fallen coal and slate to the 
lights of the rescuing party and have 
been taken out alive. 

The explosion was caused by the ac- 
cumulation of gas catching fire from 
the lamp of a miner who was going to 
work and this in turn firing six kegs of 
blasting powder that had been stored 
in the mines. 

The explosion knocked down all the 
brattices for a quarter of a mile back 
towards the mine entrance, thus cutting 
out the air from the men imprisoned 
behind the debris. 

There had been a small gas explosion 
in the mine on Sunday last and Mine 
Superintendent Stewart had cautioned 
the men who worked in the mine not to 
attempt to work again until the air had 
been tested by a safety lamp, but they 
disregarded his caution and went in. 


Jews Not to Blame 

New York, Sept. 16.—The committee 
appointed some time ago by Mayor 
Low to investigate the riot at the fu- 
neral of Chief Rabbi Jacob on July 30 
reported yesterday that the primary 
responsibility rested on persons in the 
establishment in front of which the 
riot occurred, in that these persons in- 
sulted the funeral procession. Police

Banker Fish Badly Hurt 

New York, Sept. 16.—Nicholas Fish, 
the banker, father of the late Hamilton 
Fish of the Rough Riders, who was 
killed in Cuba, was found last eveniig 
lying unconscious on a sidewalk. He 
had sustained a fracture of the skull 
by falling on a stone step. His condi- 
tion is reported to be extremely grave. - 


Coal !t ikers Are Quiet 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 16.—Sheriff 
Jacobs and a large number of deputies 
assembled here yesterday in anticipa- 
tion of trouble occurring at some of the 
mines. But outside of an outbreak at 
Old Forge, in which an Italian was 
badly beaten by strikers, the day was 
a very quiet one in the strike region. 


Archduke May Not Be Dea 

Vienna, Sept. 16.—A report has been 
published here that the missing Arch- 
duke Johann is now living on one of 
the South Sea islands. The authority 
quoted is an officer of a Dalmatian ves 
sel. The archduke disappeared in 1890 
and the imperial family of Austria be-

King Not Coming to America 

Brussels, Sept. 16.—The report that 
King Leopold intends to visit the 
United States early in 1903 is con- 
tradicted. The condition of the gueen 
precludes the making of any such plans. 
The king will shortly depart for Bel- 
gium from Luchon, France, because of 
the queen's condition. 


Boxers Again In Evidence 

Shanghai, Sept. 16.—A force of armed 
Boxers entered Cheng-Tu-Fu  yester- 
day. Some of them were killed or cap- 
tured in the streets of the city, and ths 
shops there are closed. The military 
authorities are patrolling Cheng-Tu-Fu 
and the situation there is reported to 
be serious.

SOME GRAND RESULTS 


Expected From Pirst Case 
Before Arbitration Court 


TWO AMERICAN REPUBLICS 


Receive Credit For Availing Them- 
selves of Privilege Advocated by 
Old World Powers—Long Standing 


Pious Fund Case Cousidered 


The Hague, Sept. 16.—The hearing of 
the claim of the United States against 
Mexico growing out of the “pious fund” 
of California commenced here yester- 
day before the international board of 
arbitration. 

In his address of welcome, Buron 
Van Lynden said: “Since January, 
1901, our court was, so to speak, wait- 
ing cases. Ours was the lot of briefless 
barristers and judges without cases. 
The comatose Old World powers ap- 
peared to be unwilling to appeal to the 
peaceful methods to which they had all 
subscribed, and which they had pro- 
claimed to be excellent. It was left to 
two New World republics spontaneous- 
ly to set Europe an example and give 
an impetus to the peace machine: they 
have saved the court from destitude.” 

Dr. Martens, president of the court, 
thanked the minister for his friendly 
greetings and said he hoped the court 
would become the centre of interna- 
tionalright. The president then opened 
the first sessions of the arbitration 
court, expressing the hope that the 
work of the tribunal would harmonize 
with the sublime idea which led to its 
establishment. He said a glorious re- 
sult was anticipated from the arbitra- 
tion court, namely, to facilitate the 
peaceful settlement of disputes between 
states on the basis of respect for right. 

The American aud Mexican repre- 
sentatives expressed their thanks for 
the welcome and said they had full con- 
idence in the impartiality and equity 
of the court. In declaring in advance 
their intention to abide by the decision 
of the court, the Mexican representa- 
tives hoped that both great and small 
powers would follow the lead of the 
two great North American republics. 

During the afternoon the 
Mexican representatives obtained per- 
mission to add to their documents In 
the case of the reply of Mexico to the 
United States memorandum. United 
States Senator Stewart, former at- 
torney general of California, 
menced the pleadings. Heapplied him- 
self to showing that Mexico always in- 
tended proceeds of the pious fund for 
the civilization of the natives of Cali- 
fornia and propagation of the Cath plic 
religion in those regions. 

The “pious fund” originated in 1697 
in gifts made in trust to the Jesuits 
from charitable persons, to be devoted 
to establishing and supporting Roman 
Catholic missions ig the Californias. 
The Spanish government expelled the 
Jesuits in 1767 and seized all their prop 
erty, which thereafter was adminis- 
tered by the Franciscans. When Mex- 
leo gained her independence, she took 
charge of the fund. In 1842 Mexico 
eold the properties of the fund and 
guaranteed the chureh authorities 6 
percent on itin perpetuity. Atthe time 
California was ceded to the United 
States Mexico stopped paying this in- 
terest. In 1869 Mexico paid $904,700 
arrears On an award made in favor of 
the church authorities by Sir Edward 
Thornton. Since then nothing has been 
paid, 

The international tribunal consists of 
80 judges, appointed by the 24 na- 
tions—two, three, four, or five, as the 
nation chooses. From these 80 the 
United States selectef two judges to 
determine the “Pious” case. The 
United States named Sir Bdward Fry, 
formerly chief justice of the English 
court of appeals, and Dr. F. Martens of 
Russia. Mexico named Signor Chelli, 
a distinguished Italian judge, and Dr. 
Lohman, a Dutch magistrate of high 
rank. These select a fifth judge, 
which completes the court for this oc- 
easion. Neither nation may select one 
of its own citizens or the subject of its 
own sovereign. 

The court will have to arrange many 
of the precedents for the proceedings 
of future trials. This fact gives a spe- 
cial interest to the occasion. Dr. 
Martens has been called the “chief 
justice of Christendom” because he bas 
so often been selected as a member 
of courts of arbitration between na- 
tions. He was made doctor of laws by 
Yale university last October.

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A DREAM OF LOVE 


Dispelled by Dose of Poison and 
Prompt Use of Stomach Pump 
Fall River, Mass., Sept. 16.—H!sfe 
Manchester, aged 13, attempted suicide 
because of disappointment in love yes- 


terday afternoon, and the police soon 
after took in charge, pending an in- 
qguiry, the young man whom the girl 
claimed had been her sweetheart.

This 
note the girl threw out of the window 
and it was immediately picked up by a 
little girl named Sheehan, who carried 
it to her mother. 

Mrs. Sheehan rushed into the Man- 
chester apartment, and was admitted 
by Elsie, who thereupon ran to a 
closet, put some powder in a glass of 
water, and drank the mixture. The 
powder was paris green. Mrs. Sheehan 
ran for a doctor, who responded soon 
enough to pump out Elsie’s stomach 
and give her restoratives. She ex- 
pressed sorrow for her act, and upon 
statements that she made regarding 
Mercier, the police arrested the latter. 


Had a Terrible Fall 


Clinton, Mass., Sept. 16.—Judson 
Darling, 22 years old, is at the Clinton 
hospital suffering from severe injuries 
received in a fall from Lover’s Leap, a 
ledge 100 feet high. Darling was pass- 
ing the ledge when he climbed upon the 
protecting wall and said laughingly to 
some friends with him that he was go- 
ing to try the lover’s leap.

A 
half dozen men were after him and last 
night they captured him, a crowd of 
800 people gathering. The preacher 
interfered, and as a result his face~ as 
terribly lacerated. Duchette was taken 
out of town and started towards his 
home in Halifax. 


Drinking Water Is Impure 

Wakefield, Mass., Sept. 16.—Typhoid 
fever is prevalent in this town, and the 
cause is attributed to impurity of the 
water supply. The town has been in- 
stalling a sewerage system necessitat- 
ing the upturning of much earth, from 
which drainage has been into Crystal 
lake. While not officially stated, it Is 
believed the water of the lake has be- 
come impregnated with impurities. 
Dr. Morse of the state board of health 
has warved the townspeople to boil 
drinking water before use. 


Goelet Housekeeper Killed 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 16.—Mrs. Mar- 
garet Blake, housekeeper for Mrs. 
Ogden Goelet, was killed in the elevator 
at the Goelet villa yesterday. She 
Was operating the elevator lever her- 
self and was crushed between the car 
and the floor. At the moment of her 
death Grand Duke Boris and his suite 
and Mrs. and Miss Goelet were leaying 
the villa, and were called back by the 
death screams of the woman. They 
were unable to render aid, as the woman 
was dead. 


Used Knife on Tormentor 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 16.—John 
Brant, employed as cook in a_res- 
taurant, is locked up, charged with as- 
Sault upon Alexander Erizones, also 
employed in the place. Brant says 
that he was interfered with in his work, 
and after one especially aggravating 
joke he struck the Greek a blow’ be- 
tween the shoulder blades with a 
knife having a corrugated edge, in- 
flicting a bef wound.

A REDUCTION OF TARIFF 


Would Not Tend to Kill Ins 
dustrial Combines 


PUBLICITY THE BEST PLAN 


Littlefield Says Trusts Flourish In 


Free Trade Countries, Where They 
Are Not Nurtured by a Tariff—Iln- 
dividuals Must Be Considered 


Gloucester, Mass., Sept. 16.—Politics 


was the topic of discussion among 


many of the leading public men of this 
section, at the annual dinner of the 
Essex club, the leading Republican 
orgubization of Essex county, which 
Was given yesterday afternoon at the 
Hawthorne Inn. About 275 persons 
were present and most of them are in- 
tensely the struggle 
which is now in progyess for the nomi- 
nation for congress. After dinuer the 
principal speakers were Congressinan 
Littlefield of Rockland, Me, and 
Michael J. Murray of Boston. 

Mr. Littlefield said he brought to the 
club the greeting of 27,000 plurality 
obtained by the party in Maine, a 
greater plurality than the managers 
had expected, and one which had been 
secured by much discomfort and bard 
work. He eulogized Secretary Moody, 
and then proceeded to talk on the sub- 
ject of trusts. 

He said he took issue with those 
Democrats who would like to deal with 
the trusts through the medium of the 
tariff. He said that some Democrats 
wished to have the law give the prest- 
dent the right to use his discretion to 
take off the tariff, and then renew it 
at such times as he saw fit. The idea 
of these Democrats \-as that the presi- 
dent could punish the trusts by using 
the tariff law against them. 

Mr. Littlefield said that this would 
be poor policy, for the reason that by 
the time the president, after taking off 
the tariff to offset the evils of a trust, 
got ready to restore it, he would tind 
that there was neither manufacturers 
nor employes. 

Mr. Littlefield claimed that the tarfff 
Was not the mother of trusts. Inex- 
plaining this, he quoted free-trade 
countries as evidence, saying that 
trusts flourished there and they had net 
been nurtured by a tariff. He thought 
the best remedy for the trust evil was 
publicity, and he wished that the Re- 
publican party be given the opportunity 
to look into the matter of trusts in 
order to find the best way to control 
them. Inthe course of his illustrations, 
he quoted the sugar and tin industries: 
and referred to the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the coal combine as _ in- 
stances where, there being no tariff 
duties, there was no relation between 
the creator and the creature. 

He claimed that in some instances 
where a trust was protected by the 
tariff the individual was alike bene- 
fited, and in these instances, if the 
tariff was repealed, the individaal 
would be the first to go to the wall. He 
said the solution of the question was 
through judicious legislation, but he 
Was not ready to state just the specific 
in the way of legislation that was 
needed. Le would emphasize, he said, 
that publicity would be the great+st 
lever. 

He said that there was no question 
that the trusts at the present time have 
a great advantage over the individual 
through being able to. buy and sell in 
enormous amounts, and at the same 
time to give rebates and discounts. 
For this reason, the trust question las 
become a serious one, but in solving it 
some consideration must be given to 
the individual and not kill him off in 
a futile attempt to reach the greater 
evil. 

Mr. Murray spoke on the administra- 
tion’s policy, with respect to Cuba and 
the Philippines. This policy Mr. Mur- 
ray strougly eudorsed.

with the question of reaffirming the 
Kansas City platform as the issue, 


came as a great surprise and furnished 
plenty of excitement to the gathering 


at the Revere House last evening. 

For nearly 10 hours yesterday the 
six members at large of the committee 
On resolutions debated the question, 
three of them, including George F. 
Williams, the chairman, demanding 
that the Kansas City declarations be 
incorporated into this year’s Muassa- 
chusetts Democratic platform, while 
three other members, led by Josiah 
Quincy, strongly uby such 
plank, although willing to accept other 
national issues, such as those on trusts 
and monopolies provided that they were 
not drawn in drastic terms. 

The deadlock was over that portion of 
thé Kansas City platform which might 
be taken as an endorsement of free 
silver and over other principles ad 
cated by Mr. Bryan to which many 6: 
the Democrats of the east are opposed. 
The contest was still on when the gen- 
eral committee, which included the 14 
members from congressional districts, 
met at 10 o'clock last evening. Mr. 
Quincy presented the draft of the plat- 
form which the Gaston men wished and 
spoke in favor of it. Mr. Williams 
then brought forward draft 
which had previously been submitted 
to the tingent and which 
they had refused to accept. The dif- 
ference between the two was in deal- 
ing with the national issues alone. It 
Was generally understood that Mr. 
Hamlin was willing to stand upon the 
platform advocated by Mr. Williams 
and approved of the reaffirmation’ of 
the Kansas City resolution in toto, 

The actual proceedings of the reso- 
lutions committee were not ended until 
nearly 2 o’clock this morning. When 
the meeting broke up Mr. Williams 
stated that he should present his 
minority report to the conventicn pro- 
vided it was not accepted at the formal 
meeting of the committee after the con- 
vention had ratified the appointments 
made by the committee on permanent 
organization. 

At the meeting of the committee last 
night Mr. Williams presided. Mr. 
Williams, in behalf of the members at 
large, presented his platform, which 
endorsed the Kansas City platform. 
Josiah Quincy of Boston then offered a 
substitute platform. 

A discussion then followed which 
lasted until 1:30 this morning, at 
which time a vote was then taken with 
the result that the Quincy platform 
was substituted for that presented by 
Mr. Williams by a vote of 14 to T. 

The Quincy platform follows: 

The Democrats of Massachusetts in 
convention assembled, reaffirming their 
allegiance to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Democracy, invite the support 
of all opponents of modern Republican 
policies, make the following declara- 
tions upon questions which now de- 
mand public attention and require 
speedy legislative action:

A decent regard for the interests of 
the people require that both sides toa 
sreat industrial controversy should ac- 


cept the principle of arbitration. We 
condemn the arrogant refusal of the 
representatives of the anthracite coal 


combinations to submit to arbitration 
their differences with their employes 
as the cause of vast loss and injury to 
the general public. 

As we declared a year ago: “The 
people of Cuba, for whose welfare we 
have made ourselves trustees,“ are 
plainly entitled to the most favored 
commercial relations with this coun- 
try.” The refusal of the present Re- 
publican congress under the dictation 
of selfish, special interests, to give 
Cuba, through proper tariff conces- 
sions, a living chance of establishing a 
Stable and efficlent government under 
her own flag, was a shameful betrayal 
of our national honor. While she is 
entitled whenever it is her own desire 
to enjoy the advantages of a full po- 
litical union with this country, and 
consequently freedom of trade with us, 
such a union should never be forced 
upon her by bankruptcy deliberately 
created by our actions. We denounce 
the small measure of relief whieh some 
Republicans were willing to grant as 
utterly inadequate to meet the situation 
in which their representatives left 
Cuba. 

We are opposed to all forms of goy- 
favored inter- 
ests or classes, whether on land or on 
the sea. 

We atlirm our opposition to colonial 
imperialism in every form, and again 
demand that our government shall de- 
clare its purpose to give to the people 
of the Philippine islands at the earliest 
possible date thetr independence un- 
der the protection of this country.

Emphasizing the above matters as 
those now demanding most immediate 
consideration, while reaffirming our 
support of the reforms in state govern- 
ment, and legislation embodied in our 
last platform, including responsible 
executive government, restriction of 
a proper system of 
referendum, primary elections, direct 
nominations. elections of the United 
States senators by the people, progres- 
sive labor legislation, ineluding an 
eight-hour law, home rule for cities, 
we contidently appeal to the people to 
support our candidates.

respect to the treatment of trusts by re- 
ducing the tariff in whole or in partare 
not in aceord with the views of many 
of his party in lowa, yesterday de- 
clined to accept the for 
congress and has withdrawn from the 


race. 
Speaker Henderson announced his 
withdrawal after a conference of sev- 
eral hours’ duration with Chairman 
Glasser of the congressional committee 
and friends yesterday afternoon. His 
friends implored him not to take the 
action, but to no avail. He said he 
had made up his mind and no argument 
could cause him to change his decision. 
When asked for his reasons for is 
withdrawal, Speaker Henderson said: 
“My letter to Chairman Albrook -is 
the whole thing in a nutshell. You 
cannot kill the trusts by applying free 
trade without killing our own indus- 
tries. After my conference last Sat- 
urday at Waterloo, hearing the views 
of the chairman of my district, 1 con- 
cluded that my views on the tariff 
question were at variance with those 
ef many of my party, and I did not de- 
sire to appear in a false position.”

The following letter was addressed to 
C. E. Albrook, chairman of the notitfica- 
tion committee, by Mr. Henderson: 

“I have never answered the kind 
notice communicated by you and your 
sessociates advising me of my nomina- 
tion for the 11th time by acclamation 
as the Republican candidate for con- 
gress for the Third congressional! dis- 
trict of Iowa. Reported conditions in 
the public mind in my district upon pub- 
lic policies induced me to make this 
delay. 

“Since my return to the district I have 
made a careful study as to the centi- 
ment in the district and state and I be- 
lieve there is no little sentiment, and a 
growing sentiment among Republi- 
cans, that I do not truly represent their 
views on the tariff question. Belleviag 
this condition to exist and knowing that 
I do not agree with many of my peo- 
ple that trusts, to which I am and have 
been opposed, can be cured, or the peo- 
ple benefited by free trade, in whole or 
in part, I must decline to accept the 
: nomination so generously and enth 1-

what I believed to be the best for the 
farmer, the laborer, and the business 
interests of this district and state. I 
am grateful for the devotion that bas 
ever been accorded me and to the hour 
of my death I will hold in a grateful 
heart the memory of that devotion. 

“I will give later on, in some det: ull, 
my views and convictions on our condi- 
tions and on public questions, and will 
state my reasons why the Republican 
party and its policies should continue 
in the confidence of the voters of the 
United States and why the doctrines 
of the Democracy should find no lodg- 
ment in the faith and teachings of the 
Republican party.’

TRANSPLANTED TREES. 


Why They Frequently Remain Dor- 
mant a Whole Season. 
Certain kinds of trees frequently re- 
main dormant all summer, following 
spring transplanting. To all appear- 
ances they are dead, and they are ap 

eyesore to the owner till removed. 

The writer of this has seen wistari- 
as, horse chestnuts, ashes and tulip 
trees remain perfectly dormant all 
summer and come out safely into leaf 
the following spring. It seems contra- 
ry to nature that trees should live 
withoug the leaves, which we learn 
are their lungs and essential for evap- 
oration and assimilation of food in the 
growing season. 

Explanation of this peculiar action 
is had by studying for a moment the 
conditions that probably exist. The 
roots of such trees have been dis- 
turbed and their feeding powers sud- 
denly checked. They are called upon 
to support the tops as formerly, yet 
their opportunity for the time being is 
gone. A struggle is going on. The tops 
make a feeble effort to put forth buds 
and draw on the roots for nourishment 
with poor success. The roots yield of 
thelr stored food, but are too weak or 
are not in a position to make new 
feeding fibers. If the tops have not 
been pruned, the drain is so much the 
greater. Where leaves put forth, tran- 
spiration would be more than the trees 
could stand, and they would gradual- 
ly die away.—Meehan’s Monthly.

The Advance In Paper Making. 

When Ulman Stromer long ago estab- 
lished paper making in Germany, he 
had no foresight of the important posi- 
tion paper was destined to assume in 
the civilization of man. In Stromer’s 
time paper was a rare material, little 
used and only to be found in the offices 
of the learned, of scribes and of officers. 
The supply of Germany and of all 
northern Europe was brought from 
Italy and Spain--most of it from the 
factories of Fabriano, in Italy, where 
paper mills existed in the twelfth cen- 
tury, while a lively paper industry 
flourished in Spain, with its principle 
seat at San Felipe, in Valencia, as early 
as 1150. 

The paper making art was introduced 
into both of these lands by the Arads, 
who learned it in Samarcand and 
spread it through Europe. It was intro- 
duced into Samarcand in 751 by Chi- 
nese prisoners from their country, 
where it had been carried on from ex- 
tremely ancient times.

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Results In Tragic Death of 
Nicholas Fish 


A BANKER AND DIPLOMAT 


Had Been Drinking With Two Women 
and Were Joined by Private Detec- 
tive, Who, It Is Alleged, Struck the 
Fatal Blow—Held For Homicide 


New York, Sept. 17.—The death of 
Nicholas Fish as the result of a quarrel 
in a saloon and the arrestof Thomas 
J. Sharkey on the charge of homicide 
in that connection, is the subject of 
close police investigation and con- 
jecture. 

Mr. Fish was the head of one of the 
most distinguished families in the 
United States and a banker of great 
wealth. According to information 
gathered by the police, Fish’s death was 
due to a blow struck by Thomas 
J, Sharkey, a private detective, who, 
with two Women who were present at 
the time, Were arrested after the death. 

A policeman found Fish lying unco2- 
scious on the sidewalk in front of the 
Saloon and summoned an ambulance in 
Which he was taken to the Roosevelt 
hospital. A dispatch was sent to Mrs. 
Fish, who was at Tuxedo, and who 
reached the hospital soon after mid- 
night. 

According to the police, Mr. Fish, 
who, in his wife’s absence, was living 
at his town home in Irving Place, en- 
tered Erhardt’s saloon Monday after 
noon, accompanied by a Mrs, Phillips 
and a Mrs. Casey. There they sat 
drinking for some hours until they 
were joined by Sharkey, at the invita- 
tion of one of the women. Fish con- 
tinued to treat his companions until, 
on discovering that his money was ex- 
hausted, he announced that he would 
draw a check and get the bartender to 
cash it. This provoked a derisive re- 
mark by Sharkey, who was ignorant of 
Vish’s identity, and high words fol- 
lowed. A blow was struck, by who.n 
the police do not know, and the two 
men rushed at each other, the women 
trying to separate them. One of the 
women, clutching Fish by the arm, 
succeeded in dragging him out of the 
saloon to the sidewalk. There he was 
confronted by Sharkey, who had broken 
away from his companions, and they 
clinched. A moment later Fish reeled 
as if from a blow and fell prone to the 
sidewalk. Seeing him lying uncon- 
Scious and fearing that he might be 
killed, his late companions fled. 

As soon as the fact of Fish’s ident'ty 
was established a dozen detectives 
were set on the trail of his companions 
and before daylight the trio were ar- 
rested. They were brought before 
Coroner Jackson, who, after a pre 
liminary inquiry, held Sharkey in $10,- 
000 bail on the charge of homicide and 
the Women as witnesses. 

To the coroner Sharkey said that he 
met Fish and the two women in the 
saloon and after a verbal altercation 
with Fish they left the place by di?- 
ferent doors. He denied striking Fish 
and declared that he must have fallen 
as he was leaving the saloon. De- 
tective Trojan, who made the arrest, 
declared that Sharkey admitted to him 
that he struck Fish. Both the women 
made sworn statements, but these Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome has refused to 
make public. 

Coroner Jackson, after performing gn 
autopsy, pronounced Fish’s death to be 
due to cerebral hemorrhage, followiag 
concussion of the brain, and not a 
fracture of the skull, as was at first 
supposed by the surgeons at the hos- 
pital. The coroner declared his convie- 
tion that the injury was caused by a 
heavy blow and not by contact with 
the sidewalk in a fall. In the latter 
ease, he said, there would almost cer- 
tainly have been exterior injuries and 
a fracture of the skull. 

Nicholas Fish was a son of Hamilton 
Fish, secretary of state under Grant. 
was born in New York in 1849, was 
graduated from Columbia college in 
1867, took a law course at Harvard, 
and for several years was in the diplo- 
matic service of the government. He 
was first secretary of the legation at 
Berlin in 1874, charge of affairs to the 
Swiss confederation, 1877 to 1881, and 
United States minister to Belgium, 
1882 to 1886. He was in banking since 
1887. His only son, Hamilton Fish, 3d, 
went to Cuba as a member of Roose- 
velt's Rough Riders, and was shot at 
I.as Guasimas. Of Mr. Fish’s brothers, 
Hamilton is former Republican speaker 
of the New York assembly, and 
Stuyvesant is president of the Illinois 
Central Railroad company. 


Seventeen Were Killed 

Roanoke, Va., Sept. 17.—But litie

Gompers Says Federation Will Give 
Miners Aid If They Need It 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 17.—President 
Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor and National President Mitch- 
ell and National Treasurer Wilson of 


the United Mine Workers, together 
with the district presidents of the same 
organization in the anthracite region, 
spent the best part of yesterday in 
a conference here which was secret. 
After the meeting none of those who 
participated was in a communciative 
mood. President Mitchell said it was 
the regular monthly meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of United Mine Workers 
and Mr. Gompers and Mr. Wilson 
happening to be coming this way 
stopped over. Mr. Gompers was a 
little more talkative than the others. 
When asked what was the object of his 
visit to strike headquarters, he replied: 

“I simply came up here to look over 
the strike situation. I find everything 
in excellent shape. The strike is be- 
ing ably conducted and I learn that 
there is ample relief for all the strik- 
ers.” 

Mr. Gompers was asked whether the 
federation will be assessed to support 
the miners. He said in reply that the 
trades unions now comprising the fed- 
eration are making voluntary contri- 
butions to help the miners and that ff 
it is necessary to give additional aid 
it will be done. 


Llewellyn Company Gives In 

Shamokin, Pa., Sept. 17.—The Lle- 
wellyn Coal company has granted 2 10 
percent increase and an eight-hour day 
to their men. Thirty men of the Royal 
Oak colliery, owned by the Llewellyn 
Campany, went back to work, but they 
were persuaded to go home and walt 
until the other and larger companies 
announced concessions. It is believed 
here among the miners that the strike 
is really ended and that the surrender 
of the other coal companies is merely a 
question of time. 


More Collieries Start Up 

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 17.—The Dela- 
ware and Hudson company yesterday 
started up three more collieries. This 
makes six collieries and three washeries 
this company have in operation. The 
Ontario and Western company has 
now three mines and three washerles 
going. Altogether the companies hav- 
ing headquarters here claim to be op- 
erating 19 collieries and 21 washeries, 
with an estimated daily output of 20,- 
000 tons. 


England Benefits by Strike 

London, Sept. 17.—The coal strike in 
the United States is continuing to af- 
fect the English iron market favorably. 
In view of the shortage of American 
pig iron a large number of midland and 
northern furnaces are running on full 
time to meet American orders. 


Canadian Forts Inefficient 

London, Sept. 18.—The Daily Express 
says that Colonel Townshend, who bas 
returned to England after having in- 
spected, on behalf of the war office, 
the forts on the Canadian-American 
frontier, reports that the British forti- 
fications all along the frontier are ab- 
solutely inefficient, while the American 
forts are well equipped. Referring to 
this The Express says: “In the event 
of war between Great Britain and the 
United States the Yankees would 
easily march over the frontier and seize 
Canada before anything could be done 
to resist them,” 


Soldiers’ Turbulent Actions 

San Francisco, Sept. 17.—Another 
riot occurred at the Presidio yesterday. 
Five hundred soldiers, chagrined at be- 
ing molested in their attempt to destroy 
the saloon of Adolph Rehfield Monday 
night, broke in the front doors yester- 
day and proceeded to drink up Reh- 
field’s stock and to make way with 
cigars and tobacco. A squad of sol- 
diers from the reservation appeared on 
the scene and the riotous soldiers wera 
ordered to their camps.

It might be said that in naming Col- 
onel Gaston to head the ticket prece- 
dent was shattered, inasmuch as he was 
nominated, and then given a platform 
of his own dictation. Not unlike the 
famous conventions of 1896 and 1909, 
the fight was over the national issues 
in the platform. As man for man the 
test of strength was between Gaston 
on the one hand and George Fred Wiil- 
iams, once the stalwart leader of the 
silver Democrats, on tue other, In this 
battle Williams was utterly routed with 
the predicted result that he is shorn of 
all power of leadership. 

The platform adopted is a repudia- 
tion of the Kansas City platform, for 
Gaston refused to be the nominee if in 
any way the declaration of principles 
could be construed to endorse those 
things most prominently advocated by 
the party in the last two national cam- 
paigns. 

Williams was chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, and at first pro- 
posed endorsement of the Kansas City 
platform. In deference to the protests 
of Josiah Quiney, a member of the com- 
mittee, speaking for Gaston, he con- 
sented to waive the endorsement, and 
proposed planks in which the natio: | 
questions of trusts, monopolies and 
corporations were dealt with in strong 
language. Quincy wrote a_ platform 
which was acceptable to Gaston, whose 
convention strength was estimated, 
rightfully as it proved, at four to one, 
over Charles S. Hamlin, the other 
eandidate for nomination. In commit- 
tee Tuesday night, Quincy’s draft was 
accepted by a majority vote of 14 to 7. 
which was repeated before the con- 
vention opened. 

The convention opened with trouble 
brewing. It came soon after Gaston's 
nomination when the matter of plat- 
form was brought up. The battle from 
the fleor was one of bitter words, dur- 
ing which delegates objecting to Will- 
iams’ sarcastic references to the last 
five planks in the platform, which he 
said were placed there at Gaston's 
solicitation, hissed and cried him down. 
Throughout the tumult the speaker 
exultantly surveyed the throng and 
when order was restored concluded his 
speech to be hissed again as he sat 
down. The minority report was ut- 
terly defeated. 

Another incident before closing was 
the rejection of the report of the con- 
mittee on balance of state ticket, and 
acceptance of a substitute list brought 
in by a minority of the committee. The 
reason given was that the majority 
gave too many offices to men in the 
eastern part of thestate. Immediately 
thereafter Mr. Hamlin, taking the )lat- 
form, asked at Gaston’s nomination 
be made unanitious, which was done

William A. Gaston is the son of the 
late Governor William Gaston, one of 
the few Democrats who have held that 
office in this state, servingin 1876. Col- 
onel Gaston was on the staff of Gov- 
ernor Russell. In business life, al- 
though a lawyer, he has been known 
through directorship in the Boston 
Elevated road. 


BATCHELDER NOMINATED 


Granite State Republicans Dissatisfied 
With Prohibitory! Law 

Concord, N. H., Sept. 18.—Following 
the action of the party in Vermont, the 
Republicans of New Hampshire, in 
state convention here yesterday, warm- 
ly debated the question of making 
changes in the prohibitory law. Those 
in favor of a change carried the day. 
The contest for governor was won by 


Nahum J. sacenelaer of Anaoyer, a 
man prominently identified with the 
Patrons of Husbandry. The name of 
the other candidate, Stephen H. Gale 
of Exeter, was withdrawn before the 
nominations were called for and 
Batchelder was chosen by acclamation, 

No other candidates are nominated by 
State conventions in New Hamps‘ire. 

The platform endorses the adminis- 
tration on all points and favors the re- 
nomination of President Roosevelt. Jl- 
legal combines are condemned, and 
one plank opposes the indiscriminate 
destruction of forests. The plank on 
the liquor issue adopted, which was 


opposed by the out-and-out Frohbibi- 
tionists, Is as follows: 
“We recognize the unsatisfactory 


municipal conditions in many parts of 
the state re.ating to the enforcement of 
the prohibitory law. We believe that 
the best interests of our citizens de- 
mand essential changes in the law, but 
the details of such changes should be 
fully discussed and carefully can- 
sidered by the representatives of the 
people to be elected next November, 
with that end in view. 

“We therefore recommend that atthe 
next session of the legislature in Janu- 
ary, 1903, all questions relating to 
liquor legislation be re-examined and 
that such laws be enacted as will more 
effectually promote temperance. 


Chamberlain In Connecticut 

Hartford, Sept. 18.—Abiram Cham- 
berlain of Meriden was nominated yes- 
terday by the Connectient Republican, 
convention as a candidate for governor, 
to succeed Governor McLean, who, on 
account of ill health, had declined to be 
a candidate for another term. Cham- 
berlain was opposed for the nomination 
by Livingston W. Cleaveland of New 
Haven. Resolutions endorsing the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt and 
favoring his nomination for the presi- 
dency in 1904 were e adopted.

THE CRISIS IS REACHED 


On the Question of Tariff and 
the Trusts 


HENDERSON'S WITHDRAWAL 


Emphasizes the Difference of Opinion 
That Exists In the West and Strikes 
a Damaging Blow to His Party— 
Request For Consideration Refused 


Dubuque, Ia., Sept. 18.—The follow- 
ing is the telegram received yesterday 
by Speaker Henderson from the presi- 
dent: 

“Most earnestly ask that you recon- 
sider your determination not to run.” 

Congressman Babcock, 
the Republican national 
sent the following: 

“Am In receipt of telegram signed by 
you saying that you have this day de- 
clined nomination for congress. We 
cannot believe the telegram is genuine. 
Hepburn and Hull are here and al! en- 
tertain our earnest protest agaiust ac- 
tion of this kind by you. The Republi- 
can party that you have served so long 


chairman of 
committee, 


and faithfully cannot part with your 
service now.” 
Replyiag to these telegrams the 


speaker further explained his action, 
adhering to his position. He gave 
positive assurance that there was ro 
danger te the third district; that Goy- 
ernor Boise is a very weak candidate; 
that the Republican candidate will be 
elacted; that he will do what he can to 
insure his election. After these :s- 
surances the speaker said he must de- 
cline to reconsider his withdrawal. 


Washington, Sept. 18.—Speaker Hen- 
derson’s Withdrawal from congress be- 
cause he is not in accord with the re- 
vision views of his constituents, it Is 
agreed, brings to a crisis the question 
of tariff and the trusts. Whatever may 
be the final outcome of Speaker Hender- 
son's sensational withdrawal--and of 
that Washington predictions are still 
mysteriously in the dark—everybody 
agrees that he has struck his party a 
most damaging blow at a critical mo- 
ment. 

He has emphasized the differences of 
opinion that undoubtedly exist in tha 
west as to the tariff and has advertised 
them before the country. He has ex- 
aggerated the cleavage which was be- 
ginning to appear, and made it con- 
spicuous, to the delight of the Demo- 
crats and the consternation of his party 
associates, whether they happen to 
take his view or that of the lowa plat- 
form in its opposition to the continu- 
ance of tariff rates which “afford a 
shelter to monopoly.” He has made 
the contest for congress more citli- 
cult for every man in a close district 
throughout the north. 

Such a step is especially surprising 
when made by a man whos? life-long 
capital has been partisan loyalty. “The 
Republican party, right or wrong,” las 
in effect been his exclamation at every 
issue raised in the 20 years of his con- 
gressional service. He changed from 
opposition to Cuban reciprocity to 
vigorous advocacy at the behest of his 
party. He was especially vigorous in 
denouncing those of his associates who 
were not willing to reverse their atti- 
tude on the “plain duty to Porto Rico” 
proposal, when such a reversal had be- 
come the party program. That a’man 
who has so steadfastly preached party 
loyalty should strike so recklessly in 
the face of Republican prospects has 
created anything but good feelings 
among his associates. 


Littlefield a Candidate For Speaker 

Boston, Sept. 18.—Congressman 
Charles E. Littlefield of Maine yester 
day informed The Globe that he would 
be a candidate for the speakerslip of 
the national house, in the event of 
Speaker Henderson persisting in wis 
refusal to accept the nomination from 
the Third congressional district of 
Iowa. Congressman Littlefield is 
visiting in Somerville, and will leave 
teday for Pittsburg.

Secretary Hay Sends a Note 
to European Powers 


THE PERSECUTION OF JEWS 


Should Be Checked In the Name of 
Humanity as Well as For Preven- 
tion of Immigration of Pauperized 


Class Into the United States

a horde of paupers, Secretary Hay has 
adopted the unusual course of appeal- 
ing to the powers of Europe to force one 
of their children to observe the obliga- 
tions of humanity in case of the Jews. 
The appeal takes the form of a state 
paper, Which has been dispatched in 
identical form to each ambassador and 
minister of the United States residing 
in Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Russia, Italy, Austria and Turkey. As 
these powers are responsible for the 
existence of Roumania, the culprit in 
this case, 
rected the note to them in the hope that 
they will bring Roumania to a sense of 
its duties towards civilization at large 
as well as to cause it to ameliorate the 
frightful condition of the Roumanian 
Jews. 

Secretary Hay’s document says in 
part: “The United States welcomes 
the voluntary immigration of all uliens 
coming hither under’ considerations 
become merged in 
the body politic of this land. The 
pauper, the criminal, the contagiously 
or incurably diseased are excluded from 
the benefits of immigration only when 
they are likely to become a burden vpon 
the community. The voluntary char- 
acter of their comingis essential; hence 
we shut out all immigration assisted or 
constrained by foreign agencies. 

“The condition of a large class of the 
inhabitants of Roumania has for r any 
years been a course of grave concern 
to the United States. I refer to the 
Roumanian Jews, numbering some 400,- 
The persecution of the indigenous 
Jews under Turkish rule called forth 
in 1872 the strong remonstrance of the 
United States. The treaty of Berlin 
was hailed as a cure for the wrong, 
prescribing, as it did, that in Roumania 
the difference of religious creeds and 
confessions shall not be alleged against 
any person as a ground for exclusion 
or incapacity in matters relating to the 
enjoyment of civil and political rights. 

“With the lapse of time these just 
prescriptions have been rendered nuga- 
tory in great part, as regards the na- 


to 


tive Jews, by the legislation and mu- 
nicipal regulations of Roumania. The 
ability of the Jew to earn even the 


scanty means of existence that suffice 
for a frugal race has been constricted 
by degrees, until nearly every oppor- 
tunity to win a livelihood is denied. 

“Granting that, in better and more 
healthful surroundings, the morbid 
conditions will eventually change for 
good, such emigration is necessarily 
for a time a burden to the community 
upon which the fugitives may be east. 
Jews possess in a high degree the

But when 
they come as outcasts, their migration 
lacks the essential conditions which 
make alien immigration either accept- 
able or beneficial. 

“Putting together the facts now pain- 
fully brought home to this government 
during the past few years, that many 
of the inhabitants of Roumania are 
being forced, by artificially adverse dis 
criminations, to quit their native coun- 
try; that the hospitable asylum offered 


by this country is almost the only 
refuge left to them; that they come 


hither unfitted, by the conditions of 
their exile, to take part in the new 
life of this land under circumstances 
either profitable to themselves or bene- 
ficial to the community; and that they 
are objects of charity from the outset 


and for a long time—the right of re- 
monstrances against the acts of the 


Roumanian government is cleariy es- 
tablished in favor of this government. 

Whether consciously and of purpose 
or not, these helpless people, burdened 
and spurned by their native land, are 
forced by the sovereign power of Rou- 
mania upon the charity of the United 
States. This government canuot be a 
tacit party to such an international 
wrong. It is constrained to protest 
against the treatment to which the 
Jews of Roumania are subjected, not 
alone because it has unimpeachable 
ground to remonstrate against the re- 
sultant injury to itself, but in the naine 
ef humanity.” :

His friends here insisted that recon- 
sideration would be the outcome, and 
that he would make the race on a plat- 
form “construing” the lowa state decla- 
ration in such a way as to harmonize 
it wholly with his views. his predic- 
tion was so generally expressed in of- 
ficial circles that the evening news- 
papers practically announced this as 
the program. But it was evident then 
that he would have considerable 
trouble in getting anything like an 
unanimous vote in that district for 
any interpretation of the lowa  »lat- 
form which would eliminate its tariff 
revision clauses. 

Interest centres in the succession to 
the speakership, assuming that the Re- 
publicans are successful at the polls. It 
is even suggested that Colonel] Hender- 
Son may retire from the speakership 
for the coming short session. It would 
be somewhat anomalous for him to re- 
tain the leadership of the house, with 
its tremendous responsibilities, after 
he had quitted the party battle in dis- 
gust in his own state. It is predicted 
that at least he will turn the chair over 
to speakers pro tem for most of the 
session. He might give the house a 
chance in this way to see whom it liked 
best as a presiding officer. 

The general opinion here continues to 
point toward Mr. Cannon, who will be 
backed by the large delegation of 11- 
linois, It has long been his ambition 
to round out his career in the speaker- 
ship, and his hold on the house is very 
strong. He is extremely conservative 
by vature on the tariff and all other 
questions. 

His retirement from the chairman- 
ship of the appropriations conimittee 
would leave a vacancy which could 
easily be utilized to bring to his sup- 
port the votes of the Indiana delega- 
tion, through its promise of promotion 
of Mr. Hemenway ofthatstate. Other 
candidates have made announcement, 
but the real consideration of their re- 
spective claims will await the ass 1r- 
ance in November that the Republicans 
are to have a majority in the house.

BODY FOUND IN CANAL 


Murder of a “R pper” Character For 
Detectives to Work Upon 

New York, Sept. 19.—The nude body 
of a young woman Was found yester- 
day in the Morris canal between New- 
ark and Jersey City and was last night 
identified by Joseph Pulitzer of Man- 
hattan as that of his wife, Annie, who 
had been missing since Tuesday. An 
attempt had been made to sink it with 
a 20-pound iron weight attached to a 
long hitching strap, the other end of 
which Was tied around the waist. A 
long stab wound was found in the sb- 
domen and the woman's skull was frac- 
tured. Probably two days had elapsed 
since the woman was killed, but the 
body had been in the water but a few 
hours. The body was removed to 
Jersey City and Chief of Police Murphy 
put all his available detectives on the 
case. 

Pulitzer and his wife lived in a 
boarding house kept by a Mrs. Flem- 
ing. Mrs. Fleming says that the 
couple had been with her for about a 
month and that the husband is a 
journeyman tailor. On Tuesday even- 
ing, Mrs, Fleming says, Pulitzer com- 
plained of feeling ill and his wife went 
out about midnight, saying that she 
would get him some fruit. Mrs, Flem- 
ing says that she did not see Pulitzer 
again until yesterday, when he told 
her that his wife was missing and that 
he had been telephoning to her rela- 
tives in the hope of finding some trace 
of her. Yesterday afternoon he went 
to police headquarters and gave a de- 
scription of the missing woman. Later, 
when he was shown an evening paper 
containing an account of the tinding of 
the body and on reading the descrip- 
tion, which tallied with that of his 
wife, he hurried to Jersey City, where 
he at once identified the body. 

It Was announced at police head- 
quarters that nothing had been found 
in the Pulitzer rooms that could threw 
any light on the mystery. Pulitzer 
and a Man named Shields who accom- 
panied him were detained as witnesses 
by Chief Murphy of Jersey City, who 
is inclined to believe that Pulitzer has 
told all he knows of the disappearance 
of his wife. 


American Priests For Philippines 

Philadelphia, Sept. 19.—At Volla 
Nova college yesterday Rey. Fr. Rodri- 
quez of Rome, prior general of the 
Augustinian order throughout the world, 
announced that Rev. Fr. O'Mahoney of 
Andover, Mass., and Rey. Fr. Me- 
Erlaine of Villa Nova had been ordered 
to the Philippines as pioneers in the 
movement of American priests to those 
islands to succeed the Spaniards. The 
two priests will leave for Manila with- 
in the next two weeks, and will be fol- 
lowed in a short time, it is believed, by 
several other Americans Augustinians.

STATEMENT CONTRADICTED 


By a Correspondent In Vienna, Who 


Says Jews Have Been Treated as 


Baneful and Despicable Aliens at | 


Every Step In Their Life 


London, Sept. 19.—in a dispatch from 
correspondent of The 
emigration fever 


Bucharest, a 
Express says 
among the Jews of Roumania still con- 
tinues, and that within the last three 
months 4000 Jews have left the coun- 
try. Last night, the correspondent 
goes on, a party of 350 left for Canada 
and the United States, and small 
parties of Jews leave the larger towns 
of this country almost daily. 
Although the reason given by the 
emigrants for leaving is their inability 
to obtain work, the Jews steadily re- 
fuse to take up farm labor. Proof of 
this is found in the fact that within the 
last three years Roumania has paid for 
outside Bulgarian labor something like 


the 


$3,000,000, which might have gone toi | 


the Jews if they would only turn their 
hands to the light labor of harvestiog. 
Bulgarian laborers, the correspondent 
concludes, are well housed and ex- 
cellently fed while working on Rou- 
manian farms. 


The Vienna correspondent of The 
Standard says the note of the United 
States with regard to the treatment of 
Jews in Roumania has been com- 
municated to the powers which are 
parties to the treaty of Berlin, urd 
European governments like Austria 
Hungary, which has looked on «and 
done nothing, have been placed thereby 
in a somewhat humiliating position. 

“I am afraid, however,” cables the 
correspondent, “that the result of 
America’s action will be nil. What 
King Charles of Roumania, a just and 
humane sovereign, could not achieve; 
what a number of ministries, Conserva- 
tive, Liberal and Unionist, have at- 
tempted in vain; what even the Jewish 
bankers of JF rankfort-on-the-Main, 
Berlin and Vienna, who several years 
ago refused to deal in Roumanian se- 
curities when Roumania urgently 
needed a foreign loan, have not been 
able to bring about; namely, justice to 
the Jews in the country, the note of the 
United States is extremely unlikely to 
effect, however well meant. 

“The Jews have been treated as bane- 
ful and despicable aliens at every step 
in their life, although many of them did 
service for Roumania on the field of 
battle. They live on sufferance; they 
must contribute to the cost of the gov- 
ernment like the Gentiles, yet they have 
not the rights even of gypsies. They 
fre prevented from giving their chil- 
dren a proper education; they must 
screen themselves behind a Roumanian 
citizen if they wish to exercise any but 
the lowest calling, and there is no se- 
curity for them. 

It is this want of security and fair 
play on the part of the great mass of 
the Roumanian people which drives the 
Jews out of Roumania. In a constant 
stream they pass through Vienna en 
route to the west—that is, England, the 
United States, Canada, etc. The men, 
who are mostly artisans, go first. As 
soon as they can they send passage 
money for their Women and children to 
join them.

“NOTHING TO WEAR.” 


William Allen Butler’s Death Recalls 
Story of Flora McFlimsey. 

The recent death of William Allen 
Butler has revived interest in his first 
and most famous poem, “Nothing to 
Wear,” which appeared anonymously 
in Harper’s Weekly in 1857. 

It was one of the most notable sat- 
ires on New York society’s extrava- 
gance. These verses, which were re- 
produced in Great Britain and trans- 
lated into French and German, relate 
how Miss Flora McFlimsey spent most 
of her money and all of her time buy- 
ing clothes and yet had “nothing to 
wear.” Here is Miss McFlimsey’s 
career: 

Miss Flora McFlimsey of Madison square

setile contidencé. Stringency con- 
sidered only temporary and chiefly of 
importance to speculators, while large 
imports of gold promise relief. Crops 
are making encouraging progress, de- 
spite some injury from frost. Labor 
disputes are few, the anthracite coal 
strike being the only one that retards 
progress, and each week shows some in- 
crease in output. Fall distribution of 
merchandise has begun unusually 
early, while the volume of orders al- 
ready placed indicates much the heavi- 
est aggregate on record. 

Traffic congestion causes complaint, 
yet railway earnings thus far available 
for September show a gain of 4.9 per- 
cent over last year’s returns and 15.7 
percent over 1900. 

Official returns of foreign commerce 
during August show improvement in 
exports over the two preceding months 
and imports far surpassing the corre- 
sponding months in preceding years. 
This liberal buying in foreign markets 
testilies to well sustained domestic 
consumption, particularly as to iron 
and steel, but imports of coal are ab- 
normal.

Light on Murder Mystery

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HIS HEART HARDENED 


King Leopold’s Disobedient Daughter 
Ordered From His Palace 
Brussels, Sept. 22.—A_ dispatch te 


The Patriote from Spa says that whan 
King Leopold arrived there he refused 


to speak to the Princess Stephanie, 


} Countess of Lonyay. and conipelied her 


to leave the royal palace. The princess 
consequently left Spa suddenly. She 
rode to the station in a hired carriage, 
and, amid demonstrations of sympathy 
from the people, she took a train for 
Brussels. 

Princess Stephanie is the second 
daughter of the late Queen Marte 
Henriette and King Leopold. She 
married the only son of the Emperor 
of Austria in 1SS1 and was lefta widow 
in ISS9. She Was married the second 
time in 1900 to Count of Lonyay. ‘This 
marriage was against the wishes of 
King Leopold, who refused to permit 
it to be legalized. He has been very 
bitter against his daughter and courts 
friendly to that of Belgium have de- 
clined to receive the princess. 

There are various versions of the 
quarrel between King Leopold and 
Princess Stephanie, his daughter, the 
most reliable of which is to the effect 
that the princess was in the death 
chamber when the king arrived at the 
palace. He refused to enter until she 
bad left the room. The news of the 
quarrel spread rapidly and led to an 
affecting demonstration by the people 
when Princess Stephanie left Spa. 

It i@ announced that King Leopold 
will return to France next Saturday, 
after the funeral. 

Spa, Sept. 22.—A requiem mass for 
the iate Queen of the Belgians at whieh 
the bishop of Liege will officiate, will 
be celebrated here today. Spevial 
trains will be run for the occasion from 
Brussels to bring members of the 
royal family who, after mass, will con- 
duct the remains of the late queen back 
to the capital. King Leopold arrived 
here yesterday.

* Invaluable For Mending. 

A very handy thing to have about 
the house is a strip of the rubber tis- 
sue such as is used in hospitals. Not 
only is this an excellent cure for scald 
or burn, a rheumatic muscle, a sore 
chest or tired, aching joints and feet, 
but it is a valuable adjunct to the 
mending basket. If there is a three 
cornered tear in Bobby's jacket or Be- 
linda’s skirt, draw the edges together, ! 
lay on a little snare of the tissue, cover 
this with a patch and press with a 
moderately hot iron until the tissue, 
which is of pure gum, is dissolved. If 
care is taken of this tissue, it will last 
indefinitely. It must not be kept ina 
hot room or shut up away from the air 
in a tight box or drawer. Put it be 
tween two sheets of paper and lay 
where the air can circulate around it. 
It is not expensive. Fifty cents will 
buy a strip over a yard long and a 
quarter wide, an outlay that will pay 
for itself many times over. It can be 
bought at almost any drugstore,

YOUNG IS IN CUSTODY 


Admits Identity and Is Said 


to Have Confessed 


MIND HAS BEEN A BLANK 


for the Last Few Days, According 
to His Story, and He Does Not Know 


Where He Has Been—Willing to 


Return to New York 


Derby, Conn., Sept. 23.—William 
\Tooper Young, for whom the police of 
New York have been searching in con- 
nection with the murder of Mrs. Anna 
Nelson Pulitzer, has been found. He 
has admitted his identity and is also 
said to have made a confession regard- 
ing the killing of Mrs, Pulitzer. 

In the guise of a tramp, he had been 
wandering about the country when he 


Was arrested Sunday evening by the 
Derby police on suspicion. Althou sch 


his description corresponded closely 
With that sent out by the New York 
officers, the prisoner at first stoutly de- 
nied any connection with the murder, 
and even when he was confronted with 
a man wlo was formerly a fellow- 
Workman, he still denied his identity. 

But last evening, upon the arrival of 
a man with whom he was intimately 
Acquainted, the prisoner acknowledged 
that he is Wiliam Hooper Young. He 
consented to go back to New York 
without the formality of requisition 
papers, 

It was to Mac Levy, a physical culture 
instructor of Brooklyn, and Detective 
Hughes of New York that the prisoner 
admitted his identity. The suspected 
man up to that time had insisted that 
he was Bert Edwards of Portland, Ore. 

Young’s day spent in confinement had 
a marked effect upon him. He was 
highly nervous, and when he was ques- 
tioned sharply by the detectives he 
trembled violently aa almost lost 
command of his voice. His appearance 
Was that of a man on the verge of co)- 
lapse at this time, ‘ut a few hours of 
quiet restored his sdf-possession and 
when Levy arrivedthe prisoner was 
apparently calm am unconcerned. 

During the intervew with the offi- 
cers which followed Young’s admis- 
sion of his identity, 1e is said to hava 


made a confession regarding the 
crime. The exact niture of this con- 


fession was not made public. It was 
Said that Young hac spoken of an ac- 
complice, but one of the officers, when 
questioned about tlis, replied: “If 
you say simply tha: a confession has 
been made, you wil tell the whole 
Story.” From anotier apparently re- 
liable source, however, came the In- 
formation that Youag did say that he 
had an accomplice. 

In explaining the presence of red 
pepper in his pocket when arrested, 
and also in the truck containing sone 
of mis effects and the clothes of Mrs. 
Pulitzer. which was sent to Chicazo, 
Young said he had been taking doses of 
pepper in milk for his stomach. “I 
had heard that was good to sober one 
up,” he added. He declared that for 
the last few days everything had been 
a blank to him, and that be did not 
know where he had wandered. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock the officers 
withdrew from the prisoner’s cell and 
left him for the night, the announce- 
ment being made that the man would 
not be taken to New York until today, 
as it was deemed best, considering his 
highly nervous condition, to allow him 
a chance to rest.

MANGLED BY A TRAIN 


Labor Editor of Boston Paper Meets 

Terrible Fate at Lynn 
Sept. 23—John F. 
O'Sullivan, labor editor of The Boston 
Globe, and prominently identified ‘vith 
labor organizations, was killed by a 
train ow the Boston, Revere Beach and 
Lynn railroad tere last night. O’Sul- 
livan had an engagement to dine with 
John F. Hickey of this city last evening, 
and was also to address a meeting of 
the Metal Workers. He reached Lynn 
on the train arriving at 7 o'clock from 
Boston, and, having fallen asleep, was 
awakened when the train stopped in 
the depot. 

O'Sullivan left the train, but being, it 
is supposed, only half awake, instead 
of going out through the station he went 
out through the train shed and when 
about 150 feet beyond the end of the 
shed fell upon the track, his head and 
shoulders lying diagonaily across the 
rail. The yard is dimly lighted, and, 
as No one saw him fall, he lay there un- 
noticed until the arrival of another 
train, due at 8:22 p. m. 

This train made a flying switch and 
Brakeman Cole, who was on the front 
end of the train, was the first to see the 
body lying upon the track. Both he 
and the conductor did their utmost to 
stop the train, but could not do so be- 
fore the car had passed over the pros- 
trate form, crushing the head beyond 
recognition, cutting off one arm, and 
terribly mangling the upper part of the 
body. 


Boston Fireman Killed 

Boston, Sept. 23.—The five-story 
brick block 394 to 400 Atlantic avenue 
was the scene of a stubborn fire !ast 
night that caused a loss of $50,000, The 
fire started on the fourth floor, occupied 
by the Chase-Shawmut company, 
manufacturers of electrical specialties, 
and caught, it is alleged, from an oil 
stove. While fighting the ilames 
Ladderman Daniel Shea fell four 
stories, receiving injuries which re- 
sulted in his death. Ladderman Dona- 
hue was badly cut by flying glass.

Two Thought They Were Shot 

Lynn, Mass., Sept. 23.—Henry Moody, 
wearing the uniform of the United 
States army, created great excitement 
last night by firing blank cartridges 
from his revolver on Andrew street. A 
large crowd collected, and several per- 
sons imagined they had been shot. ‘two 
of them fell to the sidewalk and 
shouted lustily for help, but they were 
soon convinced that they were unin- 
jured. Moody was arrested. 


Murder Remains a Mystery 


Cambridge, Mass., Sept. 23.—“I find,” 
says Associate Justice Daly of the 
Middlesex district court, in his ind- 


ing as to the cause of the death of 
Henry IF’. Kane, who was shot on the 
morning of July 4 in East Cambridge, 
“that Henry F. Kane came to his death 
by reason of two bullet wounds in the 
said Kane's chest, inflicted by some 
person unknown.” 


Threatened Murder, Killed Himself 

Providence, Sept. 23.—Fred I. Rem- 
ington of Pawtucket, 32 years old, sent 
a 22-calibre bullet from a rifle throug’ 
his right temple, and death was prac- 
tically instantaneous. He had been 
acting queerly of late, and had threat- 
ened to kill several others and then 
himself, but nobody paid attention to 
him. His wife had separated from hin. 


Big Bunch of Stowaways 

Boston, Sept. 23.—Steamer Cambro- 
man, which arrived here yesterday 
from Italian ports, brought 13 stow- 
aways, the largest number found on 
any vessel at this port for several 
years. Most of them mingled freely 
with the steerage passengers and were 
able to elude detection until this port 
was reached.

Plot Against Czar Failed 

London, Sept. 23.—The St.Petersburz 
correspondent of The Daily Express 
reports an attempt to derail the train 
upon which the czar travelled from 
Kursk.

DISARMING OF TROOPS 


Before Crossing Isthmus May 
Result In a Protest 


COLOMBIANS ARE OFFENDED 


At What Appears to Them to Be an 
Infringement of Sovereignty Over 
Panama—Halt In Hostilities May Be 
Brought About by Naval Force 


Washington, Sept. 23.—Officials of 
the Colombian legation here predict 
that a storm of disapproval will arise 
in Colombia as a result of Commander 
McLean's action in disarming the Co- 
lombian troops before their passage 
across the isthmus. It is stated here 
that Colombia’s agreement with the 
Panama Railroad company specifically 
provides for the transportation of Co- 
lombian soldiers by the railroad when 
occasion arises and the commander's 
action is regarded at the legation kere 
as a direct infringement of Colombia's 
sovereignty over the isthmus. 

Commander McLean yesterday 
cabled the navy department: 

“The United States guards and guar- 
antees traflic and line of transit. To- 
day I permitted the exchange of Co- 
lombian troops from Panama to Colon, 
about 1000 men each way, the troops 
Without arms, in train guarded by 
American naval force in the same man- 
her as other passengers, arms and am- 
munition in separate train guarded also 
by naval force in the same manner as 
other freight.” 

Commander McLean, in having the 
troops transported in a separate train 
from their arms, is acting apparently in 
accordance with his construction of 
that part of Secretary Moody’s instrac- 
tions, cabled on Saturday, which read: 

“Any transportation of government 
troops not tn violation of treaty, and 
Which would not endanger transit or 
Provoke hostilities, may not be ob- 
Jectionable. The department must rely 
upon your judgment to decide such 
QGestions as conditions may arise from 
day today.” 

Naval officers say the commander 
evidently believed the transportation 
of troops, rifles in hand and cartridge 
belts full, might “provoke hostilities” 
while en route across the isthmus and 
create an interruption of traffic. 

A belief, which has grown so strong 
that it no longer can be disregarded, is 
held in Central and South American 
diplomatic quarters here in regard to 
this latest and, in point of numbers, 
almost unprecedented dispatch of naval 
force to this isthmus. ‘This belief (and 
it should be stated that the impression 
prevails in spite of emphatic expres- 
sions of high officials of the United 
States government to Me contrary) is 
that the large naval force which has 
« been sent to keep traffic open across 

the isthmus will prevent, by its very 
presence, the continuation of hostili- 
ties along the railroad on any extensive 
scale, and soon bring them to a halt al- 
together; that the force has been sent 
there in angicipation of an early signa- 
ture of the Panama canal treaty, and 
that it will be kept there to maintain 
order and quiet along the strip from 

Panama to Colon, which, by the terms 

of the prospective treaty, the United 

States is to control. 


The following dispatch was received 


at the Colombian legation here last 
night from Governor Salazar, of the 
department of Panama: 

“Rebels have retreated to Agua 


Dulce. Railway traflic perfectly ‘free. 
The interior of Colombia completely 
pacified. Today additional reinforee- 
ments reached Colon from  Barran- 
quilla, Rebels admit hopelessness of 
their cause.” 

The legation official§ assert that the 
retreat of the rebels to Agua DujJce 
marks practically the collapse of the 
rebellion. 


“If? Rebels Get Isthmus 

San Jose, C. R., Sept. 23.—General 
Vargas-Santos, chief of the Colombian 
revolutionary junta in New York city 
and one of the directors of the reyolu- 
tion, who arrived here last month from 
New York, will remain in San Jose, 
having found the city strategically 
valuable for his purposes. He says 
that if the isthmus falls into the hands 
of the revolutionists, which he hopes 
will soon come about, he will then be 
ready and willing to make peace with 
the Colombian government, provided 
all interests in Colombia are repre- 
sented and considwred in the negotia- 
tions to this, end. 


Hay’s Good Offices Sought 

St. Louis, Sept. 23.—Ardashes H. 
Keleian, presideat of the Armenian 
National union, composed of 20,000 
‘Armenians in this country, has written 
‘a letter to Secretary Hay, requesting 
his intervention with the European

Rotterdam, Sept. 23.—General Botha, 
in a speech here yesterday, said he had 
received $100,000 in aid of the destitute 
Boers from Arthur White, an Amer- 
ican, and appealed to others to follow 
his example, as the Boer generals* 
purpose of obtaining further compensa- 
tion for property destroyed had failed. 
They had no intention of changing the 
peace conditions but they appealed for 
assistance for the 16,000 wounded and 
for those who had lost everything.

Noted British Admiral Talks 
on Military Affairs. 


THINKS BRITISH FOROES IMPROVED 


cor 


Both Army and Navy Better Since 
War im South Africa—Submarine 


Beats, 
Quantity—Uneasiness In Great Brit- 
ain About the Shipping Combine. 


Rear Admiral Lord Charjes Weres- 
ford of the British navy, who arrived 
in New Yc@5 the other day, was 
asked for his opinion on various topics 
and talked at some length on armies 
and navies, naval maneuvers and the 
shipping combine. He said: 

“| have no more criticisms to make 
on OUr army and navy. They have im- 
proved greatly since the South African 
war. I think the world learned by the 
Boer war of what great value movable 
heavy guns are. No country had ever 
been able before to do what we did— 
take heavy guns from warships and 
use them in the field. 

“The latest additions to our navy, 
submarine boats, are largely an un- 
kuewn quantity. What we have to be 
careful of is not to underrate them or, 
then again, overrate them. We have 
five. ofthese vessels, I think, and are 
using ‘two types, one of which is the 
Hélland. If the submarine boat turns 
out te be a success, it means the key 
to the situation in the channel as far 
as, England is concerned. The only 
tropble with them now is that they are 
not»able to take care of themselves. 
Tref have to be carried on warships 
from place to place. Warships in ac- 
tion need all the room they can get. 

“When you ask me about the ship- 
ping combine, I must confess that we 
are a little frightened. Not at the 
probabilities, however, but at the pos- 
sibilities of such a combination of in- 
terests. It is ridiculous to talk of Eng- 
land forming a rival combination. We 
cannot compete with your railways, 
and it is well known that it is the 
through rate that pays. England 
would not establish a bounty or sub- 
sidy«en her ships, for if she did you 
coul@ fittt up a million of pounds to ey- 
ery thoysand of ours. Then again you 
have.80,000,000 people here and unlim- 
ited means. 

“Naval fighting is like army fighting. 
On shore you have the infantry, which 
can be compared with the small ves- 
sels. The field guns can be likened to 
the cruisers and the heavy artillery to 

* theMattleships. Forage wagons take 
thé place of transports, and so on. 

it ig not true that we are short of 
men'in ‘the British navy. We can get 
all the: men we want. Our burden of 
antigyated ships is also greatly ex- 
aggerated. We have a few old timers, 
but‘#re gradually getting rid of them. 
I rust, admit, however, that France 

has gone ahead of us in the fact that 
she hag.taken her old ships and re- 
ac ¢ them. 

“I cannot make any comparison as to 
the superiority of guns over armor, or 
vice versa. While a shell might be 
able to penetrate a plate of armor set 
in frontal position, a slight de- 
ii of the armor plate would ren- 
der the shot almost useless, That is 
why, in time’ of war, so few of the 
shells “fifed at a vessel cause great 
damage... Small armor cannot be rec- 
ommended too highly, however. A 

’ bursting shell, which used to kill a 
greatinember of people, has been ren- 
dered tes&’ dangerous by this small ar- 
mor, which catches the flying pieces. 

“Thetarget practice in which our 
battleships the Majestic and Terrible 

sunk the Belicisle taught us a lot about 
different types of battleships and 

oe agate respective usefulness. Fixed mor- 
tar’batteries are, in my opinion, of no 
value shooting at a moving target. 

No, I do not think they could hit a 

ship: moving at the rate of eighteen 

knots an hour or even at fourteen 
knots.”

Differences Between Venezuela and | 
England Reach an Acute Stage 
London, Sept. -The Associated 

Press is in a position to announce that 
diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Venezuela are on the verge 
of being severed. Almost any hour 
may bring the announcement that the 
British minister at Caracas has been 
given his passport, with corresponding 
action towards the Venezuelan repve- 
sentative in London. The cause of the 
crisis does not seem to be confined to 
any partictlar incident, but consists of 
various differences. 

The view of the foreign office is that 
affairs have reached a stage where it 
is impossible to deal satisfactorily with 
Venezuela in any matter which may 
come up. In proof of this contention 
the foreign office instances the report 
of United States Minister Bowen at 
Caracas, announcing that the Vene- 
zuelan government had _ protested 
against the British flag being raised 
over Patos (or Goose) island, over 
which the Venezuelan government 
claimed sovereignty. According to the 
British government’s understanding 
Patos island belongs to Great Britain 
just as much as Trinidad, and no :Jues- 
tion as to its ownership has ever arisen. 
Inhabitants of the island have recenily 
been shot or otherwise endangered 
through the action of Venezuelans. For 
purposes of protection the local West 
Indian authorities ordered the British 
flag to be prominently displayed on tie 
island, hence the protest, which the 
foreign office says is only one of many. 


Operations Against Moros 

Manila, Sept. 23.—Captain Pershing's 
courier reached General Sumner at 
Camp Vicars yesterday. The captain 
reported that he first moved on Goanan, 
where the troops took three Moro forts. 
They then pushed onto Baynbao and 
captured two forts. From Pantaan to 
Sanir the column was frequently fired 
upon. Captain Pershing communicated 
with the principal sultans, but they re- 
fused to recognize the Americans. 
When the courier departed Captain 
Pershing had planned to attack Macin. 
General Sumner has forwarded addi- 
tional rations to Captain Pershing soas 
to permit him to keep in the field if 
Macin offers serious resistance.

Accident Was Unavoidable 
Washington, Sept. 28.—The report of 
tke naval board of inquiry which met 


to investigate the circumstances at- 
tending the accident to the cruiser 
Brooklyn in Buzzard’s bay, during 


the recent joint maneuvers, was _ re- 
celved at the navy department yester- 
day. The court says that “the ship 
was carefully, properly and skilfully 
handled, and the taking her in and out, 
to and from the position of her an- 
chorage and by the channel used was 
entirely justified.” It recommended 
that no further proceedings be had in 
the matter. 


Sheldon Wants Nemination 


Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 23—The Re- 
publican state convention opens at 


noon today and lasts for two days, 
nominations being made tomorrow. An 
interesting rumor was to the effect that 
the name of George R. Sheldon for 
lieutenant governor would be with- 
drawn and that Lieutenant Governor 
Woodruff would again be presented. 
Mr. Sheldon, after listening to the 
story, said: “I do not intend to with- 
draw and my name will be presented to 
the convention.” 


Devery Forces Won 

New York, Sept. 23.—Assembly dis- 
trict conventions were held last night 
by the Democrats in many of the dis- 
tricts in this city to elect delegates to 
the state convention. In the Ninth 
district William 8. Devery heads the 
delegation. An attempt was made to 
shut the Devery forces out of the 
building in which it was necessary by 
law to hold the convention, but Devery 
was successful in preventing the con- 
summation of the plan. 


Corean Treasury Is Low 
Seoul, Sept. 23.—The celebration of 
the anniversary of the coronation of 
the emperor has been postponed in 
consequence, it is officially stated, of 
the spread of cholera, but it is alleged 
that the real reason is lack of funds. 


The Montgomery on Duty 
Washington, Sept. 23.—United States 
Minister Powell at Port au Prince an- 
nounces the arrival at Cape Haytien of 
the cruiser Montgomery, Commander 
Patch. She takes the place of the 
Cincinnati, now at Colon.

RIOTOUS _OUTBREAKS 


Result In the eras Out of More 
Troops In the Anthracite Region 
Harrisburg, Sept. 23.—Governor 

| Stone issued an order this 
directing the Thirteenth regiment to re- 
port at once to General Gobin for duty 
in the strike region. The Thirteenth’s 
headquarters are at Scranton and the 
regiment will be quartered in its armory 
at that city temporarily. 

The authorities apprehend serious 
trouble today, and if there should be 
another outbreak the Ninth regiment, 
with headquarters at Wilkesbarre, will 
probably be ordered out. 

Seranton, Pa., Sept. Sheriff 
Schaft of Lackawanna county last 
hight telegraphed Governor Stone to 
send troops to his assistance as the re- 
sult of continuous outbreaks of  yio- 
lence in this vicinity. The worst of 
last night’s outbreaks occurred at 
Archibald. A crowd of 200 strikers 
ransacked the quarters occupied by the 
40 men employed at the Raymond 
washery of the Ontario and Western 
company, while the men Were at work, 
and, meeting with the men they 
were returning, drove them back to the 
refuge of the washery. The mob then 
returned to the colliery proper, drove 
out the engineers, firemen, puinpmen 
and guards and took possession of the 
breaker. The plant of the 
Electric Light company, which is sup- 
plied with steam from the breaker, had 
to shut down and the whole region 
around Was left in darkness. In the 
attack on the breaker two men were 
shot. 

Deputy Sheriff McCandrew was at- 
tacked and shot at by a mob at Oly- 
phant. The steam pipes of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal company's colliery at 
Old Forge were blown up with dyna- 
mite last night. Two colored cooks at 
the William colliery were rescued vy 
deputy sheriffs from a crowd that was 
threatening to lyne h them.

He will give 
his property in trust for the benefit of 
persons in any country deprived cf 
their means of subsistence by sudden 
calamities. 


Cholera In Egypt 
Washington, Sept. 23.—Vice Consul 
General Smith, at Cairo, yesterday 
cabled that since the 30th ultimo there 
have been 7235 cases of cholera and 
6651 deaths in all Egypt, but that the 
general condition is now improving.

Heightened by Glorious Work 
In Spanish War 


HARD TASKS LEFT BEHIND 


But Great Duties Now Confront Ad- 
ministrative Branch of Government 
—President Wants to Prove Our 


Friexdship For Cuba 


Detroit, Sept. 23.—President Roose- 
Vvelt’s two days visit to Detroit calme to 
an end last evening at the conclusion of 
a banquet tendered him in Light Guard 
armory by the Spanish war veterans, 
the opening of whose third annual re- 
union he attended in the morning. 

When the president arose to begin Lis 
address he received an ovation. The 
men on the floor stood up and cheered 
again and again, while the clapping of 
hands frem the gallery was like the 
crackle of musketry. The president 
sald: 

“The war with Spain, though from it 
such great consequences have tlowed, 
Was itself but a small war, and in the 
presence of the veterans of the Grand 
Army, all we can say is that we hope 
that we of the younger generation 
showed a desire to come up to the 
standard set by our fathers, the men 
of '61 to 'G5. 

“The war itself was aneasy one. The 
tasks left behind us, though glorious, 
have been hard. You, the man of the 
Spanish war, who fought in Cuba and 
Porto Rico and in the Philippines, won 
renown for the country, added to its 
moral grandeur and to its material 
prosperity; but you also left duties to 
be done by those Who came after you. 
In Porto Rico the duty has been merely 
administrative and it has been so well 
done that very little need be said about 
it. In the Philippines the problem was 
one of extreme difficulty. But after 
three years of bitter fighting peace has 
been won by the valor of our soldiers 
and civil government has been intro- 
duced, so that the islanders have sow 
greater opportunities for life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness than ever 
they had enjeygd before during their 
recorded history. 

“With Cuba the matter is different. 
We pledged ourselves solemnly at the 
outbreak of the war with Spain to give 
Cuba independence. The world at large 
sneered at the pledge and even some of 
our own people scoffed at the thought 
that we inteaded to keep it. But we 
have kept it in good faith and with a 
keen regard for the welfare of tig 
Cubans. 

“Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines have relations of varying in- 
timacy to us; and they have either been 
admitted within our economic system 
cr have been given some of the benefits 
thereof. Cuba, though independent, 
also stands in a peculiar position toward 
us, and should receive in similar 
fashion @ measure of benofit from und 
partial inclusion within our system. 
The questions that ordinarily concern 
us as of prime welght in a tariff mat- 
ter do not come in here as of primary 
importance. We must remember that 
in dealing with this island, especially 
now that we are about to build the 
isthmian canal, and our interests in the 
West Indian waters have become so 
great, we must shape our policy with a 
far-sighted regard for the future. 

“I do not believe a particle of harm 
will come to any American interest 
from the adoption of a reasonable meas- 
ure of reciprocity with Cuba. Iam cer- 
tain that the adoption of such a measure 
will be {n the interests of our people as 
a whole. Above all, while fully 
acknowledging the high mindedness 
and moral sincerity of those of my as- 
sociates with whom on this point I 
differ, I yet feel most strongly that hy 
every consideration of a generous and 
far-sighted public policy we are bound 
to prove to Cuba that our friendship 
with her is of a continuing character 
abd that we intend to ald her in her 
Struggle for the material well being 
which must underly healthy national 
development. 

“You, men of Mic -higan, belong to a 
country mighty in war and mighty in 
Peace—a country of a great past, whose 
great present is but an earnest of an 
even greater future. The world has 
never seen more marvelous prosperity 
than that which we now enjoy, and 
this prosperity is not ephemeral. We 
shall have our ups and downs. ‘The 
Wave at times will recede but the tide 
will go steadily on. This country has 
never yet been called upon to meet a 
crisis in war or a crisis in peace to 
which it could not prove equal, and de- 
cade by decade its power grows 
greater and the likelihood of {ts mesct- 
ing succe ssfully another crisis hee: omes 
even more assured. I preach the gosel 
of hope to you, men of the we st, who, 
in thought and life, embody this gospel 
of hope, this ZoOspel of resolute and con- 
fident belief in your own powers and in 
the destiny of this mighty re 

“No great destiny ever yet ¢ 
nation whose people were laggards or 
fainthearted. We know there are 
dangers ahead, as we know there are 
evils to fight and overcome, but we fe -e] 
to the full that pulse of the prosperity 
which we enjoy. Stout of heart, we see 
across the dangers the great future that 
lies beyond, and we re joice as a gi:

TROOPS OUT IN FORCE 


To Preserve Order In Anthra- 
cite Coal Strike Region 


SITUATION GROWS CRITICAL 


By Reason of Assaults and Destruc- 
tion of Property by Strikers—Gov-

Despite the presence 
of the troops in these districts, rioting 
and general lawlessness continues in 
the entire hard coal territory from 
Forest City, Susquehanna county, on 
the north, to Williamstown, Dauphin 
county, on the south, a distance of more 
than 100 miles. 

The section of the strike region in 
the vicinity of Forest City, which bas 
been comparatively quiet ever sinceithe 
strike began, was greatly wrought up 
yesterduy by crowds ofystrikers inter- 
fering with and beatingtmen who had 
returned to work and as a result the 
sheriff of Susquehanna county last 
night asked Governor Stone for troops 
to assist him and other civil authorities 
to preserve the peace, 

At the present there are four full 
reciments, two companies of ander 
and tWo troops of cavalry in the field. 
The Thirteenth regiment is camped at 
Olyphant, six miles north ofiScranton; 
the Ninth is quartered at itsrarmory in 
Wilkesbarre; the Eighth regiment and 
the Second Philadelphiascity troop are 
under canvas on the top of athill over- 
looking Shenandoah; one battalion of 
the Twelfth and the Governor's troop 
are in the Panther creek valley and one 
battalion of the Twelfth is preserving 
order in the city of Lebawon, where the 
iron and steel workers are on strike. 
If the disorder continues Governor 
Stone will be compelled:to call out ad- 
ditional soldiers. 

While there has been.no bigggeneral 
riot, the disturbances have been of such 
a serious nature as to cause the au- 
thorities much apprehension. Every 
effort is being made by the sherfffs in 
the several counties affected and the 
troops to prevent disturbances from 
growing to such an extent as to cause 
bloodshed. Reports are coming in 
from every section of non-union menand 
others being either shot or clubbed. 
Houses of workinen have been burned 
or dyuamited and attempts have been 
nade to hold up coal trains and derail 
them. 

Coal is being shipped from many | 
parts of the coal field to market, but 
compared With the normal output the | 
quantity is insignificant. The output 
for this week will be considerably less 
than the average normal production of 
one day, which is about 300,000 tons. 
The strikers claim that very little of | 
the coal is freshly mined and that it is 
mostly coal “washed” from the culin 
banks or has been stored at various 
points previous to the beginning of the 
strike. 


Boies’ Letter of Acceptance 
Waterloo, Ia., Sept. 25.—Former 
Governor Boies yesterday made public 
his letter accepting the Democratic 
nomination for congress in the Third 
Iowa district, now represented by 
Speaker Henderson. The letter is de- 
voted entirely to the trusts and the 
tariff, and the only adequate remedy 
for the evil with which trusts are 
charged is declared to be the removal of 
the tariff on trust-made products. 


Macedonian Leader Arrested 

Sofia, Sept. 25.—General Zontcheff, 
president of the Macedonian commit- 
tee. who succeeded in escaping from 
custody, returned here yesterday And 
was immediately rearrested. Zont- 
cheff succeeded Sarafoff as president 
of the Macedonian committee after the 
latter had been accused of misappro- 
priation of funds und of being the chief 
agent in the kidnapping of Miss Stone. 


To Be Buried Beside Her Son 

Brussels, Sept. 25.—The will of Marle 
Heuriette, Queen of the Belgians, was 
opened yesterday. It directs that she 
be buried beside her son and that there 
shall be no public lying in state. The 
queen bequeathes her 12 horses to her 
private secretary, Baron Goffinet. The 
other bequests made by her majesty 
were of a private character.

RESTING COMFORTABLY 


President Experiences No Ill 
Effects From Journey 


A VACATION OF TEN DAYS 


Will Probably Bring Him Around to 
Normal Condition—Intends to Make 
an Extended Tour of the Northwest 


Next Spring and Visit Pacific Coast 


Washington, Sept. 25.—President 
Roosevelt returned to Washington at 
6:30 last night from Indianapolis. He 
stood the journey remarkably well and 
when he was carried in a wheel chair 
from the railroad car to his carriage he 
was in excellent spirits and appeared to 
be free from any pain. With Mrs. 
Roosevelt he was driven directly to the 
temporary White House, where, accord- 
ing to the present arrangements, he 
will remain until the wound is healed 
and he is able again to be on his feet. 
The president was taken to his room on 
the second floor of the house and made 
comfortable and his wound dressed. 
Later he was reported to be resting 
easily and the expectation is that with- 
in 10 days the president will be himself 
again. 

The trip home from Indianapolis 
Was an uneventful one. He remained 
in bed all day and executive business 
on the train practically was discon- 
tinued. Few letters or telegrams were 
written or received. The president 
slept soundly all through the night un- 
til 8 o'clock in the morning. Even the 
noise in the depot at Pittsburg, where 
the train remained in the early morning 
for about 20 minutes, failed to awaken 
him. 

When Dr. Lung went to the presi- 
dent’s stateroom shortly before 9 
o'clock he found bis patient in rare good 
humor and excellent physical condition, 
barring the wound on his leg. ‘The 
slight fever which the president had 
Tuesday afternoon had disappeared 
and his temperature was normal. In 
fact he felt so well he told the doctor he 
would like to get up and go into the 
parlor of his car, but Dr, Lung strongly 
protested against this. 

The president's leg Is tightly band- 
aged and Dr. Lung does not look fora 
recurrence of the swelling, although 
this would be nothing unusual and 
would cause cause no alarm. After 
eating a hearty breakfast the president 
called for a book, remarking that as 
he was an invalid he proposed to enjoy 
himself. He was propped up in bed 
with his left leg on a pillow and speut 
most of the day fn reading. 

The running time of the train was 
slow in order to reduce the Jar and as 
few stops as possible were made. 
Wherever the train stopped crowds 
gathered about the president's car, 
but there was no cheering. All the 
people seemed anxious to secure the 
latest information regarding the presi- 
dent’s condition and the members of his 
party who stepped from the train were 
plied with questions. 

After dinner the president expressed 
a desire to see the membersof his party 
and they went into his stateroom, a 
few atatime. He chatted pleasantly 
with allof them and expressed his great 
disappointment at not being able to 
continue the trip. He made known 
his determination to visit the northwest 
next spring, When he will extend his 
trip as far as the coast, during which 
time he will visit all the states in which 
he intended to stop on the trip just 
ended. 

When the train bearing the president 
rolled into the station here there wasa 
large number of people around the 
railroad station awaiting its arrival, but 
a special detail of police and detectives 
kept them in the rear so that few were 
able to see bim. 

The president took his infirmity good- 
naturedly and extended a happy greet- 
ing to several persons whom he recog- 
nized as he was being wheeled to his 
eatriage. As he was lifted into the 
carriage he was given hearty applause 
by the bystanders. Mrs. Roosevelt al- 
ready had taken her place in the vehicle 
and they were driven to the temporary 
White House. Drs. Lung, Rixey and 
Urie remained with him some time 
after he was taken to his room. 

There is an accumulation of business 
demanding the president’s attention 
and he will be able to dispose of much 
of it without serious personal incon- 
venience. Mr. Roosevelt expects to re- 
view the parade of the Grand Army 
two weeks hence, but it is not yet 
known whether he will remain here 
during the entire interval between now 
and then. 


To Stir Saivationists 

London, Sept. 25.—General Booth of 
the Salvation Army, who sails for New 
York Sept. 27, made a farewell address 
last night in Exeter hall. General 
Booth said he would visit 25 cities in 
the United States and 11 in Canada. 
He said the most direct objeet of his 
trip was to stir the Salvationists to 
wore thoroughness and heartiness.

The Alleged Dynamiter Found Hang | Observations in Daily Walks of 


ing to a Tree. 


An extra edition of the Ledger issued 
at 3.45 Wednesday, announced that the 
body of Charles Carlson, who was under 
indictment for dynamiting, and who 
had been reported as missing, had been 
found hanging to a tree.

The platform also endorses the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt and 
Governor Odell; calls attention to the 
abolition of the direct tax rate; dis- 
courses on the economy that has char- 
acterized the administration of state 
affairs, considering the largely in- 
creased responsibilities; congratulates 


President Roosevelt for laying the 


| foundation of iocai government in the 
| Philippines; endorses the relief of the 
| furnished local education in the state; 


calls for good roads and improved 
canals; the constitutional 
amendment allowing the legislature to 
regulate the hours of labor for working- 
men; calis for the preservation of the 
protective tariff in the interest of the 
workingman; favors legislation to get 
more speedy results in supreme court 
actions; favors a high standard of state 
care for the insane With a care to care- 
ful expenditure; favors appropriations 
for the forest preserves and favors 
recognition of the veterans of all wars. 

The friction which developed Tues- 
day and which threatened to resultina 
party breach had entirely disappeared 
yesterday and the leaders talked in the 
most harmonious way. Senator Platt 
sald that if he made any aspersions on 
Woodruff he had forgotten them. 
Woodruff failed to remember any 
criticism of Platt. 

Governor O@ell left carly in the morn- 
ing after having effected the retire- 
ment of Sheldon, and the delegates al- 
most as a unit approved of the decision. 
Senator Higgins, who was named by 
the convention for lieutenant governor. 
was the original candidate of Platt. 

Sheldon said after the convention: “I 
have positively no grievance. My busi- 
ness connections, it would seem, bid 
fair to lay the ticket open to criticism 
had I been nominated, particularly in 
view of the fact that before the conven- 
tion such criticisms had begun to be 
made.” 

When Governor Odell forced the 
withdrawal of Sheldon’s candidacy for 
lieutenant governor he over-rode Platt 
and all his following among the ma- 
chine leaders as he has never over-rid- 
den them before. Every one of them 
believed that Platt would never agree 
to the elimination of Sheldon. Hesaid 
so. Quigg went blitherly acout call- 
ing the governor's action a fool’s er 
rand. Platt was first stubborn. Then 
the governor informed him that if 
Sheldon was not removed from the 
ticket he himself would not run for 
governor. Platt whined and yielded. 
Then by way of completing the asser- 
tion of his leadership the governor re- 
vised the platform and returned to 
Not a delegate, the corre- 
spondents at Saratoga agree, now 
doubts the leadership of Odell. For 
the moment Platt is down, broken, 
humiliated. It is long since he has ex- 
perienced so obvious a defeat.

FELL FOUR HUNDRED FEET 


Aerangut’s Assistant Killed In Ascene 
sion at a County Fair 

Taunton, Mass., Sept. 25.—The 30,- 
000 people who attended the fair of the 
Bristol County Agricultural society 
yesterday witnessed a tragedy which 
for a While threatened to cause a panic. 
The Stafford Balloon cempcny had been 
furnishing some thrilling spectacles 
this week. On Tuesday the canvass 
balloon with which the ascensions 
were made caught fire, aud gave the 
crowd a scare. One ascension Was 
made safely yesterday by Professor 
Stafford alone. At 4:30 o’clock a 
triple ascension by Professor and Miss 
Stafford and Louis Girard, their as- 
sistant, was planned. 

No sooner had the balloon been freed, 
when it was seen that something was 
wrong. The woman cut loose at once, 
and did not leave the ground. The 
balloon shot up rapidly, and had gained 
a height of about 400 feet, when Staf- 
ford’s parachute was seen to drop. It 
spread and Stafford alighted safely, 
but his parachute had barely left the 
balloon when the latter ripped in halves 
and collapsed. There was a frantic 
motion on Girard’s part as he tried to 
cut loose, but the lines refused to part, 
and he fell to the earth, the wrecked 
balloon burying him in its folds. He 
Was unconscious when freed from the 
cloth, and died 20 minutes later. An 
examination showed that his spine was 
broken in two places.

THE LAWLESS SPiRIT 


Continues to Prevail In the 
Anthracite Region 


MINER CLUBBED TO DEATH 


Mob Danced Around His Body and 
Sang—State Prepared to Maintain 
Large Army In the Field For an 
Indefinite Period 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26—While there 
Was considerable disorder and many 
acts of violence in sections of the hard 
coal regions yesterday, the lawlessness 
Was not so general as it was earlier in 
the week. The presence of additional 
troops and a drenching rain storm as- 
sisted greatly in the pumopetyation of 
peace. 

Near Wilkesbarre a coal and iron po- 
liceman was almost clubbed to deatii 
Reports from other parts of the region 
show that petty cases of violence con- 
tinue to occur. The lower anthracite 
region is comparatively quiet, most of 
the lawlessness occurring in the vicin- 
ity of Scranton and Wilkesbarre. 

General Gobin is keeping many of his 
soldiers on the move, either shifting 
their camps or sending out companies 
to scatter crowds. A company of the 
Thirteenth regiment was sent to Forest 
City yesterday and had a brush with a 
mob upon its arrival, but no one vas 
hurt. 

President Mitchell says the troops 
will help to keep the men firmer in their 
determination to stand out against the 
operators. Thé coal companies claim 
they are daily placing more men at 
work, and the shipment of coal con- 
tinues in small quantities. 

The situation at Lebanon, where ne- 
groes took the places of the iron-and 
steel workers in the plant of the Amer- 
feon Iron and Steel gompany thereby 
causing riots and the Killing of one per- 
son and the injuring of others, 
tinues quiet. The first battalion of the 
Twelfth regiment, stationed there, has 
the situation well in hand. 


Mob Rejoiced at Murder 

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 26.—James 
Winston, aged 48 years, was killed, and 
his son-in-law, S. J. Davis, was severely 
injured by a gang of Hungarian strik- 
ers, who waylaid them on their way to 
work yesterday. The affair took place 
almost within sight of the camp of the 
Thirteenth regiment. Lewis gotaway, 
but Winston had his skull crushed with 
a club and fell unconscious. While he 
lay prostrate and dying the crowd 
jumped on him, kicked him in the face 
and beat him with clubs. After daue- 
ing about their victim, clapping their 
hands and singing the crowd left Lim.

Governor Stone’s Attitude 

Harrisburg, Sept. 26.—Governor 
Stone was asked yesterday if he wou!d 
Weclare martial law in the coal regions. 
He said: “Without discussing the 
power of the government to declare 
martial law, it will be wholly unneces 
sary to resort to that remedy. The Na- 
tional Guard has been sent into the 
coal regions to suppress tumults, riots 
and mobs where the civil authorities 
are unable to suppress them. They 
will not interfere with the civil au- 
thorities, but are there to aid and as- 
sist them in preserving order. ‘There 
is now a surplus in the treasury and the 
state is prepared to maintain a large 
army in the field for an indefinite time. 
I have no hesitation in expressing my 
disapproval of tumults, riots and mobs 
and all acts of violence, and my deter- 
mination to suppress them and preserve 
order regardless of consequences end 
regardless of cost.” 


This Woman Had Nerve 

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 26.—Mrs. George 
Marshall, colored, armed with a shot- 
gun, safely escorted a hunted non-union 
men through a crowd of 100 strikers 
late last night. When the crowd began 
to avenge itself by bombarding her 
husband's hotel, Mrs. Marshall fired on 
the nearest group and peppered a dozen 
men with birdshot. This scattered the 
mob.

Anthracite From Wales 

New York, Sept. 26.—Four thousand 
tons of Welsh coal, chiefly large-sized 
anthracite, reached here yesterday. 
None was offered for sale, as all had 
been contracted for before the order 
was placed by the local company which 
made the importation. All day the 
office of the company was besieged by 
coal dealers, eager to obtain some of 
the coal. The price at which the 
Welsh coal is quoted could not be 
learned. 


Reading Company Moving Coal 

Reading, Pa., Sept. 26—From Wed- 
nesday morning until yesterday after- 
noon the Philadelphia and Reading 
company reports show that it has 
brought down 4800 tons of coal. All 
of it was sent to tidewater points. 
About 10,000 tons of washery and mined 
eoal is promised by the end of the week. '

ALLEGED WIFE BEATER 


Wife In a Frighttul Manner 

Lynw, Mass., Sept. 26.—Andrew J. 
H. Bickford was arrested yesterday 
afternoon charged with assault with 
intent to kill upon his wife. The affair 
took place Wednesday night, but was 
not reported until yesterday, and Bick- 
ford refuses to say anything aout it. 
Mrs. Bickford ts terribly bruised, and is 
believed to be internally injured. 

Bickford’s father keeps a boarding 
house, and his son worked forhim. Ac- 
cording to the statement of George 
Cady, Mrs. Bickford’s father, Mrs. 
Bickford was playing whist with ber 
mother, Bickford’s mother and an- 
other guest, when Bickford came in 
and called her up to their room. As 
soon as they entered, Bickford, it is 
said, locked the door, knocked his wife 
down, and kicked her repeatedly. She 
became unconscious, in which condition 
she remained until yesterday morning. 
When she recovered consciousness she 
sent for her mother, and a doctor wus 
called, who found her body covered 
with bruises, her ear cut, and bearing 
evidence of having been terribly mal- 
treated. 

He pronounced her condition critical, 
but could not say whether or not she 
would recover. A warrant was sworn 
out by Cady and Bickford was placed 
under arrest. Cady says that his 
daughter has frequently been abused 
by her husband, and that he has been 
arrested before. 

The couple were married last Easter, 
Bickford being about 30 years old and 
his wife 35. 

Investors’ Faith Shattered 

Boston, Sept. 26.—Young wen who 
felt that they were investing in a “sure 
thing” without possibility of losing and 
a strong probability of winning took 
the witnesg stund in the United States 
district court yesterday, at the trial of 
Fisher and Betts, indicted for using the 
mails in a scheme to defraud, to tell 
their stories of disappointment in their 
dealings with J. M. Fisher & Co. Each 
told about the same story as regards the 
result. They put up money for inyest- 
ment, forfeited it with margins and lost 
it all. 


Hub Coalbins Empty 

Boston, Sept. 26.—One coal dealer 
last night said: “Beginning tomorrow, 
not one pound of coal will be sold for 
domestic purposes in Boston, reg ilar 
customers of the coal companies  in- 
cluded. Unless the situation brightens, 
we shall be unable to keep the factories 
going.” Yesterday afternoon the 
Metropolitan Coal company, the largest 
concern in the city, refused to sell a 
half ton of coal at any price to a 
prospective customer. 


Boom For ‘Be overly 

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 26.—The United 
Shoe Machinery company made known 
yesterday its decision to establish a 
mammoth plant here and to discontinue 
their old plants at Boston, Winchester 
and this place. A plot of 150 acres has 
been secured and a plant costing $500,- 
000 is to be erected. The company ein- 
ploys 5000 men and the payroll is be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 a week.

SALAZAR’S OBJECTION 


To Landing of American Ma- 
rines on Isthmus 


HOLDS M’LEAN RESPONSIBLE 


“For Whatever May Happen” as a 
Result— Meanwhile Our Commander 
Is Having Additional Forces Sent 
Him From Our Seaports 


Panama, Sept. 26.—Traftic across the 
isthmus is free and part of the revolu- 
tionary army having retreated to Agua 
Dulce the danger of a battle on the 
isthmus is believed to be removed. 

In a communication sent to Com- 


mander McLean, of the United States 
cruiser Cincinnati, forwarded through 
the American consul, Governor Salazar 
bas endeavored to demonstrate that the 
Colombian government has here all the 
forces necessary to protect the lives and 
property of all foreigners and to guar- 
antee their rights under the laws and 
international treaties. 

The governor adds that he is de- 
sirous of having pointed out to him a 
single case where the lives or property 
of foreigners have been menaced, and, 
consequently, he holds that the landing 
of United States marines was not justi- 
fied; says he considers it an attempt 
to assume the sovereignty of Colombia, 
protests against it, and states that he 
will hold Commander McLean re- 
sponsible for whatever may happen as 
the result of the marines landing. 

In the meanwhile 250 American 
marines remain here to protect Amer- 
ican interests. ‘ 

The government entertains great 
hopes of the new cruiser Bogota, re- 
cently acquired by it in the United 
States and expected here shortly. Itis 
believed that when the Bogota begins 
operations the revolutionists will lose 
their prestige at sea, which govern- 
ment officials declare to have been their 
greatest strength. 


To Increase M’Lean’s Force 

Washington, Sept. 26—Secretary 
Moody was more fully advised of the 
situation on the isthmus yesterday 
afternoon by another and a longer 
cablegram from Commander McLean, 
at Colon. It was said at the depart- 
ment that the commander’s report was 
to the effect that conditions on the 
isthmus, while not seriously disturbed 
now, are such that the United States 
forces at present there cannot be with- 
drawn or diminished. 

After the receipt of this dispatch it 
Was announced that the Hrairle had 
been ordered to leave the Boston navy 
yard at once, going thence to League 
Island, to take on a party of enlisted 
men, and then proceeding to Norfolk, 
where she will be ready to start at any 
moment, With the marines assembled 
there, for Colon. Orders also were sent 
to the Olympia, which is to convey Ad- 
miral Coghlan to the Caribbean, direct- 
ing that repair work be expedited go 
that she will be ready to sail about the 
first week in October, instead of the 
latter part of that month, as was an- 
ticipated. 


Ordered to Panama 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 26.—Twenty 
marines from the training station have 
been Qetailed for duty with the addi- 
tional marine battalion to be sent to 
Panama. Orders by telegraph were 
received from the navy department 
yesterday afternoon, and one hour later 
the marines were ready to leaye in 
heavy marching order. 


Prairie Starts For Norfolk 

Boston, Sept. 26.—The Prairie, the 
big auxiliary cruiser which is to take 
a battalion of 600 marines and a field 
battery to Panama from the Norfolk 
havy yard, sailed this morning. She 
should arrive at the Norfolk govern- 
ment docks Sunday morning. 


Charges Unfounded 

Washington, Sept. 26.—The civil ser- 
vice commission has dismissed as un- 
founded charges of violation of the 
civil service law recently filed against 
Representative Borring and Messrs. 
Edwards and Young of Lebanon, Ky. 
The charges alleged the levying of po- 
litical assessment in contravention of 
the law. 


Noblemen Were Poor Shots 

Vienna, Sept. 26.—During a shooting 
party organized near Budapest by 
Count Zichy in honor of Grand Duke 
Nicholas Constantinovich of Russia, 
eight beaters were wounded. ‘The 
grand duke was responsible for injur- 
ing five of the men, while Count 
Zichy’s brother wounded the three 
others. 


Big Mines Full of Water 
Washington, Sept. $6—Captain 
Baird, U. S. N., who is superintendent 
of the state, war and navy depart- 
ments building, has been obliged to 
purchase soft coal for use in the build- 
ing.

Good Afternoon, 


The direct nomination law for Repre- 
sentatives was very satisfactory in this 
city at the Republican caucuses, bring- 
ing outa large vote and getting the 
sense of the voters, At the last State 
election 1943 votes were cast for the 
Republican candidate for Governor, W. 
Murray Crane, and at the caucuses this 
week over 1400 votes were cast. With 
seven candidates for two places it could 
not be expected that any one would re- 
ceive a majority of all the votes. 

The lead of Mr. Sandberg was deci- 
sive, and it is to be regretted that of 
the second nomiuce Mr. Freeman was 
not, as others may be tempted to run 
on nomination papers. 

It might be a good idea, as in golf 
and tennis to provide that there shall 
be a preliminary round and finals 
where more than three candidates enter 
for one place, or more than four for 
two places, 

In a case like the Republican caucuses 
this week, in Quincy, secondon final 
caucuses could be held two days later 
at which only the first four candidates 
should be allowed to enter. In this 
case, Messrs. Sandberg, Freeman, De- 
Normandie and McKnight. Then a 
majority instead of a plurality vote 
would be obtained for the nominees 
which would be more satisfactory. 
The second caucuses would simply take 
the place of the conventiofs of the 
past.

Compulsory arbitration by National 
legislation should be the panecea for all 
labor troubles which effect the people 
at large like the coal strike. Without 
such a law public opinion should be 
exerted to bring about arbitration. 
The differences of the coal miners and 
operators must be speedily adjusted in 
justice to all.

The Sams Story By Investors with 
Betts and Fisher. 


Ernest E. C. Stevens of Charlestown, 
a 22-year-old clerk in the employ of 
Houghton & Dutton, was one of the 
unfortunates who invested with Betts 
and Fisher. At the trial Thursdagehe 
said he lost through John M. Fisher & 
Co. $150 in cash and Winona stock 
certificates that had cost him $350, 
which he pledged as collateral security 
for the recovery of his $150. He said 
that in consequence of certain litera- 
ture he had received from John M. 
Fisher & Co., he called at their office 
and saw Mr. Fisher, to;whum he paid 
$100 to be invested in ‘‘pool No. 8’’ op 
the assurance that he would get a 
profit of between 500 and 600 per cent. 

Later, he said, he received a call for 
$50.to protect his holdings in pool No. 
8. He saw Fisher to whom he ex- 
pressed his fear of losing this $50 along 
with the other money, if he put it up, 
but was told that it would be all right 
and there would be no more calls for 
are-margin. <A few days later he re- 
ceived notice both by mail and tele- 
graph that more money was needed, 
but was told by Mr. Fisher, on com- 
municating with him by telephone, 
that- probably the amount called for 
would not be required. 

A short time after he received a letter, 
in which ,he was informed that the 
company was very sorry that he didn’t 
decide to respond to their call, and 
that they were forced to close him out 
to protect themselves. In consequence 
of this notice, he wrote Mr. Fisher a 
letter, to which he got the following 
reply: 

We are very much surprised at the 
unkind, unjast and unreasonably 
pessimistic view you take of life in 
general and stock brokers in particular. 
have been unfortunate 
enough to make a small loss on the 
market, we don’t think it is a jus- 
tification on your part for making the 
absolutely false statments that you 
have concerning ourselves. Our methods 
were right, as we have proved in the 
deals we have operated for those who 
were wise enough to take their hold- 
ings through the little reaction caused 
by the deplorable death of our beloved 
President. Since you were not wise 
enough to take this course, it is not 
strange to us that you are trying to 
relieve your own feelings, and trying 
to justify yourself by condemning 
other innocent parties. We trust you 
will be able to take a better view of 
the matter in the near, future, and if 
you find yourself in a position to enter 
the market again, we would be glad to 
offer you our services.’’ 

After receiving this consoling letter 
the witness testified that he went to 
Fisher and asked if there was any way 
that he could get his $150 back. After 
some talk, a transaction was completed 
whereby he gave to J. M, Fisher & Co., 
a collateral security for an investment 
which was to result in the return of 
his money, 50 shares of Winona copper 
stock, which had cost him $7 a share, 
but which was then selling at $3; re- 
ceiving in return a guarantee that none 
of the said collateral would be lost, 
providing he allowed J. M. Fisher & 
Co. to manage it at their own dis- 
cretion, 

After the arrest of Fisher and Betts, 
he said he went to Mr, Fisher and 
demanded his stock, but was put off 
from time to time, and was finally told 
that he could not have it, because it 
was in the hands of the United States 
authorities. He said he never suc- 
ceeded in getting it back, and claimed 
that J. M. Fisher & Co. owed him $500. 
This witness was still on the stand at 
the time of adjournment. 

Other witnesses told similar stories 
Thursday of investments, and calls on 
margin, viz: Melvin Fall of Salmon 
Falls, N. H., J. F. Phillips of Woods 
Hole, Joseph Jackson of Lawrence, Ed- 
ward ©. Aiken of Manchester, N. H., 
aad Mildred Ann Chambers of Phila- 
delpbia. None ever got back a cent.

A Job for the Board of 
Registrars. 


To Determine Repre- 
sentative Candidates. 


May Result in Recount of Ballots 
at Caucuses. 


Chap. 537 of the Acts ef 1602 pro- 
vides in Section 2 thatthe Boards of 
Registrars shall determine who are the 
Representative candidates clected under 
the direct nomination law at the 
caucuses of all parties. The executive 
clerk of the Republican State Com- 
mittee claims that said board shall 
actually make a count of the ballots, 
and furthermore that the caucus officers 
are not required to make the count. 

Under such an interpretation there 
has been no legal count of the votes at 
the caucuses fof any of the political 
parties in;Quincy this fall. Candidates 
who desire a recount hope the above 
interpretation is law. 

Section 2. All ballots and returns for 
such candidates shal! be returned by 
the clerks of the several caucuses as 
ballots and returns of elections in such 
cities are returned, and the city clerk 
with the registrars of voters, or in 
Boston the election commissioners, 
shall determine and tabulate tbe results 
of all such ballots and returns, shall 
certify to the facts required by law in 
certificates for nomination of represen- 
tatives to the general court, “and shall 
file such certificates with the secretary 
of the Commonwealth on or before the 
Thursday designated by law therefor. 
The secretary of the Commonwealth 
shall place on the official ballots to be 
used at the state election the names of 
all candidates for representatives nom- 
inated as aforesaid; and the city clerk, 
or in Boston the election commission- 
ers, shall place on the official ballots to 
be used at municipal elections the 
names of all candidates nomipated as 
aforesaid.

Ends With Nomination of Cary 
For Governor 


STRUGGLE OVER PLATFORM 


Results In Rejection of Kansas City 
Doctrine—Declaration Against Pro- 
tection of Monopolies and Duty on 
Trust-Produced Articles 


New Haven, Sept. 26—The Demo- 
cratic state convention adjourned at 
6:15 o’clock last night after a session 
lasting all day. A full state ticket was 
nominated and a platform was adopted 
and the convention, which had prom- 


ised to be one of the most bitter {n 
the history of the party in this state, 
closed in great harmony. ‘The ticket 
nominated follows: 

Governor, M. B. Cary; lieutenant gov- 
ernor, E. K. Hubbard, Jr.; secretary of 
state, A. B. Calkins; treasurer, P. 
Hugo; comptroller, E. G. Kilduff; at- 
torney general, N. E. Pierce; congress- 
man, H. S. Cummings. 

The platform which was finally 
adopted o¢casioned a heated debate in 
the committee room, but once presented 
to the convention as recommended by 
the committee it was adopted without 
debate. A strenuous struggle had 
been made in committee for endorse- 
ment of the Kansas City platform. 
The committee refused to mention the 
Kansas City document or doctrine and 
the fight practically ended there. 

The platform says: “We have no 
sympathy with the Republican policy 
of fostering and protecting monopolies 
by legislation and at the expense of the 
people. We believe that the prices of 
beef, coal and other necessities of life 
have been raised through illegal coin- 
binations and by means of special 
privileges conceded to monopoly by the 
party in power; and we, therefore, de- 
mand the immediate repeal of all tariffs 
upon trust-produced articles, so as to 
prevent monopoly under the plea of 
protection. We also demand the most 
stringent enforcement of-all existing 
laws against trusts and the passage of 
such new laws as are required to sup- 
plement and give potency to existing 
statutes.” 

Reciprocity with Cuba is favored and 
an immediate reduction of the tariff on 
Cuban imports is urged. Other plans 
protest against the granting of ship 
subsidies, favor the election of United 
States senators by popular vote and de- 
mand legislation to prevent ‘“govern- 
ment by injunction.” 

A later effort of the Kansas City plat- 
form supporters to get the matter be 
fore the convention was cleverly 
smothered and it was never heard from 
again. 

The foature of the convention proved 
to be the contest between Cary and 
Thayer for the nomination for gov- 
ernor. This nomination was the only 
one requiring a ballot, all others going 
through by acelamation in record time. 
The gubernatorial ballot occupied 90 
minutes of time and Cary received $20 
votes of the 556 cast,

THE SALAZAR PROTEST 


Against McLean’s Action Ap- 
parently Lacks Foundation 


TRAFFIC ON THE ISTHMUS 


Would Have Been Interrupted but 
For the Presence of American Ma- 
rines—Complaint Has Not Yet Beer 


Submitted to the State Department 


Washington, Sept. 27.—So far neither 
the state department nor the navy de- 
partment has been informed oflicially 
of the protest of the Panama governor. 
If Governor Salazar, in making the 
Security of the lives and property of 
foreigners his ground for protest 
against the presence of the American 
marines did so on the assumption that 
the transit was safe agaiust interrup- 
tion, then the officials here are not in- 
clined to the same view. They point 
out that there would have been an in- 
terruption of traffic on the isthmus on 
Wednesday, when the 300 insurgents 
attempted to capture a Colombian offi- 
cer aboard one of the trains and were 
only prevented by the presence of the 
American marines. 

Mr. Concha, the Colombian minister, 
received a cablegram yesterday from 
Governor Salazar reciting the fact that 
he had lodged a protest with Con- 
modore McLean regarding the landing 
of the marines on the isthmus from the 
Cincinnati, as reported in Thursday's 
dispatches, the governor regarding 
Commander McLean's operations as 
having the appearance of an attempt to 
exercise acts cf sovereignty in Co- 
lombian territory. "4 


The legation officials have not been | 


advised whether the governor made 
application to the United States naval 
forces for assistance in keeping open 
the railroad transit or whether this was 
taken on Commander McLean's own 
initiative. They are inclined to think 
it Was not altogether the act of !and- 
ing the marines that has met with the 
protest and criticism, but rather the 
manner in which the authority has been 
exercised, particularly in the disarma- 
ment of veteran soldiers of Colombia 
before permitting their transit over the 
railroad. 

The legation officials do not expect tc 
present Governor Salazar'’s protest te 
the state department unless instruc- 
tions directing such a step be received 
from the Colombian government. They 
have contented themselves up to this 
time in simply presenting to the depart- 
ment a statement of conditions as they 
appear to exist at Panama, compiled 
from information they were able to ob- 
tain. Their opinion is that matters 
wil be smoothed out without further 
friction. 

Five Stowaways Escaped 

Boston, Sept. 27.—When the steamer 
Cambroman arrived here from Ital- 
ian ports Monday 13 stowaways were 
reported to the immigrant officers. 
Two of these were released, being 
Americans, and the others ordered re- 
turned. The steamer sailed on her re- 
turn today, and five stowaways have 
escaped. The steamship company will 
have to pay a fine of $500 for each es- 
caped stowaway, unless they are found. 


Heart Overpowered by Poison 

Princeton, N. J., Sept. 27.—Dr. Wil- 
lard Humphreys, head of the depart- 
ment of German in the university, wao 
took an overdose of chloroform bydrate 
in an effort to gain relief from a severe 
toothache, died yesterday. Since Mon- 
day morning three physicians and sev- 
eral assistants employed their skill to 
save the professor, but the heart failed 
to respond properly. 


Russia Fulfilling Agreement 

Washington, Sept. 27.—The state de- 
partment has received a cablegram 
from Minister Conger at Pekin, stating 
that the evacuation of Manchuria has 
been begun by the Russians, who al- 
ready have returned the railway. It 
is stated that the territory up the Liao 
river will be evacuated completely by 
Oct. 8, as stipulated in the agreement. 


Would Not Evict Women 

Nantes, Sept. 27.—Commandant La- 
duric of the Ninteenth infantry, who re- 
fused to obey an order to aid in clos- 
ing unauthorized schools, has been uis- 
missed from the service. Laduric de- 
clared that his conscience forbade him 
to participate in anti-religious mieas- 
ures and evicting women, which he did 
not consider to be duties of the army. 


Mayor Won’t Get Salary 

Minneapolis, Sept. 27.—Mayor Ames 
was cut off the September pay rol! by 
the city council last night, despite the 
advice of the city attorney that the ab- 
sent executive is entitled to his salary. 
Mayor Ames tendered his resignation 
several days ago, but it has not been 
acted on. He is under indictment on 
several bribery charges. 


Says Police Are Criminals 

Philadelphia, Sept. 27.—President 
Mitchell of the mine workers took up at 
length the charges of lawlessness cn 
the part of the miners in a speech here 
last night. He made the counter 
charge that the operators are guilty of 
lawlessness in the employment of pro- 
fessional criminals as coal and iron po- 
licemen.

Some idle plants have re- 
sumed and now operate from day to 
day with the constant menace of an in- 
terrupted movement of fuel, which 
Wwouid suspend operations. 

A further slight advance in footwear 
quotations indicates that healthy de- 
mand has made it possible for manu- 
facturers to secure compensation for 
the recent sharp rise in materials. Most 
shops have considerable business in 
sight, and there is a good demand for 
sprivg samples. 

Although cotton goods are firmly 
held, the market is quiet, as buyers 
are coutent to take only such quanti- 
ues as are needed for immediate dis- 
tribution. The situation is not satis- 
factory for producers, owing to the 
high price of raw material. It is too 
eurly for supplementary orders in 
men’s woolens und worsteds, yet there 
is some eXtension of original pur- 
chases and the tone of all staple lines 
is lirm, While in some instances ad- 
vances over opening prices are asked. 
No concessions are possible in the wool 
market, Which has inercased in activity 
at the east.

INCREASE OF OFFENSES 


| 
| By Soldiers Due to Abolition 


of Army Canteen 


THEY YIELD TO TEMPTATION 


Offered by Saloons of the Lowest Type 
Outside of Military and Municipal 
Control and Give Cause For Many 
Trials by Court Martial 


Washington, Sept. 27.—Brigadier 
General Funston, in his annual report 
for the department of the Colorado, 
points out that the percentage of trials 
by court martial of enlisted men has 
nearly doubled during the past year. 
He says: 

It is therefore plain that there has 
been a deplorable increase of offenses 


in general and of desertion in particu- 
lar. In my opinion there are two prin- 
cipal causes for this state of affairs; 
first, resentment of unaccustomed 
limitations and restrictions felt by 
men returning from field service to 
the monotony and routine work of gar- 
rison life; second, the abolition of the 
canteen feature of the post exchange. 

Since this action was taken saloons 
of the lowest type have been estab- 
lished just outside the boundaries of 
the various reservations. Their pro- 
prietors are, in almost every case, ul- 
principled scoundrels who leave noth- 
ing undone to debauch the soldiers and 
obtain their money. Being in all cases 
outside the limits of any city the pro- 
prietors of these resorts are subject to 
no municipal police regulations and 
seli liquor regardless of hours and 
whether the buyer is already intoxi- 
cated or not. 

Gambling is universal in these 
“dives” and they are frequented by 
dissolute women. The soldier whose 
desire for a drink would ordinarily be 
satisfied by a few glasses of beer in the 
canteen of the post exchange goes to 
one of these resorts and does well if 
he escapes before he has spent or 
gambled away all his money, over- 
stayed his leave, or engaged in an al- 
tercation. As a rule the local authori- 
ties regard the existence of these places 
with indifference or approval as it 
causes the soidier to spend his money 
in the community. The efliciency of 
the army or the ruin of a good soldier 
is nothing to them. 

There can be no reasonable doubt 
that most of the trials by general 
court martial and summary courts, at 
| least so far as this department is con- 
cerned, are directly traceable to this 
|} cause. Since I have had command 
| here there has taken place the ruin and 
degradation of several non-commis- 
sioned officers of long service and fine 
record. In short, the recent legislation 
Be enn saa ari Signe eee ae 
this department is concerned, has had 
no effect except to lower the discipline 
| of the army, ruin scores of good sol- 
diers and fil] the pockets of a lot of 
saloonkeepers, gamblers and _ prosti- 
tutes.

Movable Drops In Diamonds. 

It has long been known that dia- 
monds, especially the class known as 
“rose diamonds,” are likely to explode 
if subjected only to what would seem a 
very ordinary degree of heat, such as 

| strong rays from the sun, ete. It is 
| how believed that the explosions are 
the result of the rapid expansion of 
certain volatile liquids inclosed in cavyi- 
ties near the center of these precious 
stones. A great many diamonds, even 
though cut, mounted and worn as gems 
of perfection, are still in an unfinished 
condition—that is, the liquid drop from 
which the stone is being formed has 
not as yet deposited all of its “pure 
crystals of carbon.” These movable 
drops may occasionally be seen with 
the naked eye. 

When this is the case, a strong mi- 
croscope will give the drop the appear- 

; ance of a bubble in the fluid of a car- 
penter’s level. It is also highly prob- 
able that besides the liquid mentioned 
these cavities may contain gases under 
great tension. This being the case, 

; one may readily comprehend how a 

very small amount of heat would 
cause the liquid and gas to expand to 
such a degree that the diamond would 
give way with all the characteristics 
of a miniature explosion.

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Trolleys to the Blue Hills. 

Whatever may be the difference be- 
tween rival companies or the people of 
Milton as to the route to be followed, 
there seems to be no question, says the 
Transcript editorially, that something 
should be done to open the Blue Hills 
Reservation to the trolley lines.

The address of President Elliot be- 
fore the American Park and Outdoor 
Art Association admirably summarized 
the lines on which the development of 
public parks should proceed, The prin- 
ciple is in brief that of bringivg the 
parks nearer the people by utilizing the 
cheaper means of communication. As 
it is impossible to secure such large 
natural areas of park lands near the 
homes of the people who would enjoy 
them most, the remedy is to open the 
great woodland parks to the people by 
means of electric lines, Tlrat this can 
be done without spoiling the natural 
beauties of the parks has been proved 
in other instances.

STORY BY MITCHELL 


Refutes Utterances of Coal 


Operators’ Spokesman 


SAYS THEY ARE INCORRECT 


Regarding Wair and Just Wages, the 
Number of Working Hours and the 
Restriction of Output by the Miners 


—No Malice Toward Employers 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 20.—Some of 


the local coal operators, after being 


shown a copy of the statement issued 
by President Mitchell of the United 
Mine Workers yesterday, say it will 
be probably the last he will give to the 
public before the ending of the strike. 
They claim his appeal is made up of 
generalities and that he endeavors to 
win public sympathy by making a plea 
for child labor. One operator said the 
condition of @hild labor in the coal re- 
gion is much better than it is in the 
manufacturipg districts of the country; 
that the wages paid are better and the 
werking hours short. At strike head- 
quarters Mr. Mitchell’s latest de- 
liverance is termed a “ten strike,” and 
that the facts and figures he presents 
are irrefutable, 

At strike headquarters it is claimed 
that there will be no change in the 
situation this week, which is the 21st 
of the strike; that the strikers are as 
firm as ever and that there will be no 
desertions from the ranks to make it 
possible for the coal companies to start 
up any new collieries. President 
Mitchell’s statement says, in part: 

“It is not my intention to point out 
the innumerable instances in which 
Mr. Baer has erred in statement and 
allegation. Mr. yr states ‘that the 
Wages puld-in the antlrudte coal re 
gions are, compared with the wages 
paid in like employment, fair and just.’ 
By ‘like employment’ Mr. Baer must 
refer © bituminous coal mining. Lam 
willing and prepared to demonstrate 
that wages in the bituminous coal 
fields are from 20 to 40 percent higher 
than those paid for similar classes of 
work in the anthracite fields. More- 
over, the anthracite mine worker la- 
bors under the further disadvantage of 
being more Hable to be illed or in- 
jured, the casualties being 50 percent 
greater In the anthracite than in the 
bituminous mines, 

“There are other statements of Mr. 
Baer which areequally incorrect; among 
these is his assertion that ‘the miners 
only worked from four to six hours per 
day; and his further assertion ‘that the 
lowest scale of wages Was S5 cents for 
boy slate pickers.’ If Mr. Baer desires 
I shall gladly furnish him with the 
names and addresses of thousands of 
slate pickers, each of whom received 
much less than 85 cents per day, and I 
shall be willing to have the returns 
verified by the companies’ pay rolls. 

“The next misstatement of Mr. Baer 
to which I shall give notice ts that 
which claims that ‘for some mysterious 
reason’ the miners restricted the output 
of the mines. Mr, Baer claims that in 
this manner the product of the collieries 
has been reduced about 12% percent, 
and that in the case of the Reading com- 
pany it amounted to more than 1,00- 
000 tons.’ Tthe fact is that instead of a 
loss of 1,000,000 tons there Was an in- 
erease in the year 1901, from the mines 
operated by the Reading company, of 
838,243 tons; und a total increase from 
all the anthracite mines of 9,000,000 
tons. report of Pennsylvania 
state bureau of mines.) Even a paper 
80 avowedly and bitterly hostile to the 
Mine Workers’ union as the Engineer 
ing and Mining Journal admits that 
‘virtually the only restriction on oufput 
was 2 shortage of cars.’ 

“Since the very inception of this 
strike the aims, objects and ideals of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
have been wilfully distorted by a smill 
army of critics. We therefore take 
this opportunity to repeat specifically 
that we do not seek tointerfere with the 
management of the coal properties or 
with the proper discipline of the work- 
ing force; but we do demand: 

“First—An increase in wages for 
men employed on piece work. 

“Second—A reduction in the hours of 
labor for men employed by the day. 

“Third—Payment for a legal ton of 
coal. 

“Fourth—That the coal we mine shall 
be honestly weighed and correctly re- 
corded; and 

“Fifth—We favor incorporating in 
the form of an agreement the wages 
that shall be paid and the conditions of 
employment that shall obtain for a 
specific period. As to the reasonable- 
ness of these demands we have pro- 
posed to submit to and abide by the 
award of an impartial board of arbitra- 
tion. 

“There could be no grosser perversion 
of truth than the assertion of the op- 
erators that the Mine Workers’ union 
is a lawless organization. During the 
past 20 jveeks the whole power ¢ the

union has been exerted to prescive the 
veace among a voluntarily id! 
tion of 750,000, and it is a tribute te the 
activity of our officers and the loyalry 
and self-restraint of our members that 
we violedl t more successful in allay- 


a 


popula 


ing viole than the coal and iren po- 
lice in Inciffng it. The officers of the 
unlon are as severe as the operators In 
their earnest condemnation of any and 
every act of violence upon the part of a 
striker. 

“The public should be made aware, 
however, that the operators and a cer- 
tain section of the press are by no 
means discriminating in the fixing of 
respousibility, and that crimes of vio- 


lence are laid at the doars of strikers 
when the imported guardians of law 
and order, the armed coal and iron po- 
lice, are clearly and unmistakeably at 
fauRk. 

“Mr. Baer assumes that the pump- 
men, engineers and firemen were called 
out ‘so that ‘the mineg would be de- 
stroyed and with their destruction 140,- 
000 men with their wives and children 
dependent upon their labors would be 
deprived of work for a long time.’ The 
truth is that the strike of the pump- 
nen, engineers and firemen was called 
in their own interest absolutely, and 
by their own request. 

“Mr. Baer states that 40 percent of 
the coal produced ts sold in the market 
below the cost of mining; but he fails 
to say that the larger portion of this 40 
percent is made up of grades of coal 
for which the miners received no com- 
pensation whatever. Indeed, up to a 
few years ago, or before the installa- 
tion of the washeries, the miners were 
ducked for loading this very coal which 
brings small prices now in the market. 

“Mr. Baer claims that the average 
pay per working day in his mines is 
$1.89. Admitting, for the sake of 
argument, the correctness of his figures, 
this would make, upon the average 
number of working days in 1901, a 
grand annual total of $368 per employe, 
or an average of $7.05 per week; thus, 
as a result of the strenuously apposed 
and bitterly regretted advance wrung 
from the operators by the strike of 
1900, the average adult employe of the 
Reading Coal and Iron company is per- 
mitted to spend upon himself, bis wife 
and his children the munificent sum of 
$1.01 per day. 

“In closing this statement I desire 
to say that we have entered and are 
conducting this struggle without malice 
and without bitterness; we believe that 
our antagonists are acting upon uisrep- 
resentation rather than in bad faith; we 
régurd them not as enemies but as op- 
ponents, and we strike in patience until 
they shall accede to our demands or 
submit to impartial arbitration the dif- 
ferences between us. We are striking 
not to show our strength, but the jus- 
tice of our Cause, and we desire only 
the privilege of presenting our case to 
a fair tribunal. We ask not for favors, 
but for justice, and we appeal our case 
to the solemn judgment of the American 
people. 

“Involved in this fight are questions 
Weightier than any question of dollars 
and cents.

Dr. Newton M. Shaffer of New York, 
a bone specialist, joined the president's 
physicians in their morning consulta- 
tion yesterday. It was noticed that 
there had been a slight rise in the prest- 
dent’s temperature and a slight  in- 
crease in local symptoms, and the con- 
clusion was reached the the patient’s re- 
covery Would be hastened by making an 
incision of the wound for the purpose 
of relieving the slight tension of swell- 
ing which was present and also to drain 
the wound. 

The operation was performed  be- 
tween 2 and 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
An application of cocaine was use to 
allay the pain. The president stood the 
operation very well and subsequently 
expressed his satisfaction at the sue- 
cessful result. Dr. Rixey, surgeon 
general of the navy, performed the ¢ p- 
eration, assisted by Dr. Lung, the presi- 
dent’s regular physician. Besides Dr. 
Shaffer, Dr. O’Reilley, surgeon general 
of the army; Dr. Stitt, in charge of the 
Naval museum of hygiene and medical 
school, and Dr. Urie were in consulta- 
tion. 

The physicians take a roseate view 
of the president's prospects for getting 
out again. He has become somewhat 
restive because of his close  confine- 
ment and the physicians are consider- 
ing the advisability of permitting him 
to take a ride in a few days. The 
physicians say the question {is now 
simply one of the healing of the wound 
and reiterate that this will be hastened 
by the operation performed yesterday. 

Dr. Shaffer called at the temporary 
White House last night for a spezial 
visit and found the president in the 
best of spirits. The doctor remained 
in Washington over night. Late in the 
evening Dr. Shaffer, while he declined 
to discuss generally the  president’s 
case, authorized the statement that 
there need not be the least cause for 
anxiety or alarm regarding his condi- 
tion, but said he could give every as- 
surance of the belief that the president 
would soon recover.

The Rainbow. 

When a ray of sunlight falls on a 
raindrop, it is refracted; then part of 
the light is reflected from the internal 
surface and again refracted on leaving 
the drop. The white sunlight is not 
only refracted when it enters and 
leaves the drop, but dispersion also 
takes place. The eye sees bright cir- 
cles of light for each kind of light, and 
since sunlight is made up of different 
kinds of homogeneous light we get a 
series of circular arcs, showing the 
spectrum colors, the red being outside 
and the other colors following in the 
order of descending wave length. The 
whole constitutes a primary rainbow. 
A secondary bow is sometimes seen 
outside the first. This is formed by 
the light being twice reflected inside 
the raindrops. The less refrangible 
rays are on the inner side. Rainbows 
due to still more internal reflections 
are too feeble to be observed. It is 
Possible to get a white rainbow if the 
sun is clouded or if there is a mixture 
of raindrops of very different sizes,

THE BALKY HORS 


A Littl: ‘frick That, lt Is Said, Will 
Start Him Every Time. 
For the benefit of those who have 


been caused a great deal of anxiety by 
a balky lost trains as well as 
tempers and sometimes even ruined 
the horse, the next time they have the 
experience to run across a balky horse, 
ho matter how bad he is, let me tell 
you how to start him ninety-nine times 
out of a hundred. 

Of course it may fail one time in a 
hundred. When a horse balks, no mat- 
ter how badly he sulks or how ugly he 
is, do not beat him. Don’t throw sand 
in his ears, don’t use a rope on his 
fore legs or even burn straw under 
him. Quietly go and pat him on the 
head a moment. Take a hammer or 
even pick up a stone in the street, 
tell the driver to sit still, take his lines, 
hold them quietly while you lift up 
either front foot, give each nail a light 
tap and a good smart tap on the frog, 
drop the foot quickly and then chirp 
to him to go. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred the horse will go right on 
about his business, but the driver 
must keep his lines taut and not pull 
or jerk him back. 

If I have tried this once, I have tried 
it 500 times, and every time I have 
suggested it people have laughed and 
even bet $5 and bottles of wine that I 
could not du It. So fur i have won ev- 
ery bet. This may make you smile, but 
a horse has more common sense than 
most people are willing to give him 
credit for. The secret of this little trick 
is simply diversion. I am a firm believ- 
er that with kindness and proper treat- 
ment a horse can be driven with a 
string.—Horse Shoers’ Journal.

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Declares There Can Be No 
Sectional Legislation 


NO REVISION AT PRESENT 


As It Would Mean Injury to the Bus- 
iness Interests of the Country—Noth- 
ing to Be Gained by Reciprocity 
With Canada " 


Boston, Sept. 29.—Senator Lodge was 
the principal speaker at the dinner of 
the Republican Editorial association at 
Young’s Hotel. Saturday’ afternoon. 
His speech, which was a very im- 
portant one, dealt entirely with the 


questions of reciprocity, and a possible 
revision of the tariff, on both of which 
questions he declared that it would be 
best for the country to trust the Re 
publican party. 

He was emphatic in his declaration 
that on the Alaskan boundary question 
no administration or president, Repub- 
lican or Democratic, would ever dare 
to yield an inch of American territory 
to ngland, and said while that ques- 
tion remains in abeyance talk of recip- 
rocity with Canada is worthless. 

The burden of Senator Lodge's 
speech Was that the tariff should not 
be tampered with at this time. He de- 
clared that an attempt to revise the 
tariff now would be to injure the busl- 
hess interests of the country to a de- 
gree that could not possibly be com- 
pensated for by any advantages that 
might acrue from tariff revision. 

He admitted that the Dingley tariff 
bill was not a perfect law, but de- 
clured that much of our present pros- 
perity is due to ft, notwithstanding. 
Touching upon the matter of duties on 
hides in that law, Senator Lodge said 
that he and his colleague, Senator Hoar, 
permitted it to be incorporated into the 
bill only under extreme pressure. The 
Massachusetts senators were forced to 
the alternative of subjecting hides toa 
duty or of causing the defeat of the 
whole bill. They had chosen the 
broader course, understanding perfect- 
ly well that their decision adversely 
affected the shoe manufacturing in- 
dustry of New England. But in doing 
that, they had assisted New England 
and the country at large in attaininga 
general prosperity. It was simply a 
case of the greatestigood for the great- 
est number. 

Touching upon reciprocity with 
Canada, he maintained that the Re- 
publican party had always favored 
such a movement, and had done all 
that ever had been accomplished 
toward that end. He declared that the 
Democrats had simply talked recip- 
rocity; that the only steps ever takenin 
that direction were by a Republican r.d- 
ministration. 

Mr. Lodge was)not optimistic regard- 
ing the advantages to be gained by 
this country in reciprocity with Caa- 
ada. The question resolveditself down 
mainly to one of coal. Under recip- 
rocity we would;send Canada good coal 
and she would/send us poor coal. 
Again, reciprocity would,give Canada 
an added market of'80,000(000 of people, 
it would give usamadditional market of 
5,000,000. 

He said that*the*form of reciprocity 
advocated by Blatme and McKinley 
must of necessity have a limited scope. 
He referred to the Argentine treaty, 
which would benefit‘'New England, but 
which is strenuously opposed by the 
cattle raisers of the west and the wool 
growers of Ohlo. 

A tariff treaty with France could not 
be accepted by the \United States on the 
basis proposed, fortthe reasomthat this 
country would be giving France 
preferential rates, while our goods 
would be forced to+go into France pre- 
cisely the same as ‘those for any other 
country. France discrintinates against 
the United States,-andsthat fact must 
be taken Into account'inainy treaty 
relations between the twotcountries. 

Senator Lodge said he didnot want to 
be understood as opposing reeiprocal 
arrangements of the right kind. He 
declared his conviction thatssome recip- 
rocal arrangements can begsmade with 
all the world. 

Dealing more specifically tyvith’ tariff 
revision, Senator Lodge said thattthere 
could be no sectional legislation. In 
other words, New Englandvcould not 
insist on tariff revision for‘this ar- 
ticular section without sacrificing 
much more than could possibly be 
gained. 

The speech concluded with! therdecla- 
ration that thé Republican party:eould 


be trusted to effect tariff rewision 
when conditions warranted = such 
changes, and that when that time 


comes the tariff would not be revised 
on free trade or sectional |mes. 


Clear Field For Alger 
Saginaw, Mich., Sept. 29.—Yollow- 
ing the withdrawal of D. M. Ferry from 
the race for the United States senator- 
ship to succeed the late James Me- 
Millan, the friends in charge of the 
receptive candidacy of Benjamin 
Hanchett of Saginaw have decided to 
make no further active efforts in his 
behalf. This leaves the coast entirely 

clear at present for Mr. Alger. 


Kossuth Statue Unveiled 

Cleveland, Sept. 29.—4 statue to the 
Hungarian patriot, Louis Kossuth, was: 
unvelled in this city yesterday in the 
presence of 50,000 people. The statue 
stands on a pedestal and is about 20 
feet high. Addresses were made by 
Mayor Johnson, Senator Hanna, Con- 
gressman Burton and Governor Nash.

GOT CAUGHT IN FOG ie 


Steamer City of Bangor Finally 
Brought Up on a Ledge 

Rockland, Me, Sept. 29.—Steamer 
City of Bangor, with 125 passengers on 
board, which left Boston on its regular 
trip Saturday evening, ran into a 
dense fog Sunday morning when off 
Monhegan and struck on the ladges at 
the southeasterly end of the island. 
The boat ran into a sort of cradle in 
the rocks and by the ald of its search- 
light was seen to be almost on the land. 
The boat Was running about 12 wiles 
an hour, and Captain Arey, who Was in 
command, says he heard the fog signal 
at Manana island, apparently on the 
starboard quarter, but later found that 
it was on the port side. 

The steamer’s whistle was answered 
by the Monhegan fog signal, and soon 
the life saving crew appeared. ‘Their 
services were not needed, although 11 
of the passengers were taken ashore 
by them. 

The ship did not make water very 
rapidly and in three quarters of an 
hour slid off the ledge, aided by the 
rising tide, and headed for Rockland. 
There Was no panic among the pas- 
sengers. 

When off Spruce head it was found 
that the water was rapidly filling the 
lower hold and that there was daa- 
ger of the fires being extinguished. 
The vessel was at 6 o’clock headed for 
Lobster cove, where it was beached. 
Word was at once sent to Rockland and 
steamers Mt. Desert and Catherine 
soon arrived and the passengers and 
cargo transferred. On arrival here the 
Catherine took the passengers for up- 
river to Bangor. When off Belfast the 
Catherine’s propelles broke and the 
Passengers will be taken to their desti- 
nation on another steamer.

PLEADS GUILTY. 


~ FISHER 


A Confession 


Which Amazes 


People---Took $285,000 


in a 


Boston, Sept. 30.—John M. Fisher, 
head of the stock brokers’ firm of J. M. 
Fisher & Co., pleaded guilty to nine in- 
dictments charging him with defraud- 
ing customers by means of the United 
States mails in the United States dis- 
trict court yesterday afternoon. The 
case had entered upon the second week 
of its trial, and;during its progress 
many Witnesses had sworn to deposit- 
{ing money with the firm for which 
they had never received the slightest 
return. 

Fisher's partner, Frederick E. Betts, 
indicted with him on the same charges, 
gazed defiantly at the head of the firm 
as he answered “guilty” to each of the 
indictments. 

Yesterday's testimony was corrobora- 
tive of what had been given before and 
Fisher evidently realized that a strong 
case had been made out against him. 
Postoffice inspectors told of the seizure 
of incriminating evidence; telephone 
and telegraph officials had testified that 
the firm had had no direct wire to New 
York city, and Miss Jackson, a mailing 
clerk in the office, told of her duties and 
the arrangements of the office. 

The postottice inspectors had com- 
pleted their testimony when Fisher was 
seen to whisper to his counsel, Mr. 
Baker, who, after talking earnestly 
with him for a while, held a consulta- 
tion with the district attorney and his 
assistant, at the close of which <As- 
sistant District Attorney Casey asked 
the court that Fisher be arraigned. 
Tids was done and Fisier was asked 
if he desired to withdraw his plea of 
not guilty. 

“I do,” he answered. 

Then the nine indictments, one after 
another, were enumerated to him. 
each case he withdrew his former plea 
of not cuilt;,and pleaded guilty.

“I believe there were some written 
papers of partnership made out in April 
or May, which | signed,” replied Fisher. 
“Betts kept those papers. All L know 
about thein is that they entitled both 
of us to draw a small salary and 10 per- - 
cent of the profits was to be mine. 
Nothing was said about a third party 
to the partnership, nor about the re 
maining 90 percent of the profits. In 
May, 1000, I entered the office. It was 
the first time I had ever been ina 
broker's office. For about four months 
I sat in a chair in the beard room 
where the quotations were posted, and 
I learned the names of the various 
stocks. I also met customers, re- 
ceived their investment, which I turned 
over to the bookkeeping department, 
and made out the receipts. Betts kept 
the mouey.” 

“Do you recall the circulars of June 
and July?" inquired Mr. Moulton. 

“Yes, I do,” was Fisher's reply. 

At this point counsel for Betts asked 
that the examination be suspended un- 
til today and the court was adjourned.

WIFE IS ALMOST OVERCOME | 


Pet Dogs In Room With Unfortunate 
Couple Suffered No Ul Effects—| 
Nothing Yet Developed to Substan- 


tiate Theory of Suicide 


Paris, Sept. 20.—The death of Emil 
Zola, the well known novelist of the | 
realistic school, who gained prominence 


in recent years because of his defense 
of the Jews and former Captain Drey- 
fus, only became generally known late 
yesterday afternoon and las caused a 
great sensation. 


. EMILE ZOLA, 


o'clock Sunday night. Mme. Zola was 
gravely ill when the room was broken 
into yesterday morning. At about 
noon she was removed to a_ private 


sciousness for a short time and was 


what had happened. 

The Zolas returned to Paris from 
their country home at Medan Sunday. 
Owing to a sudden spell of cold weather 
the heating stove in their bedroom was 
ordered to be lighted. The stove 


fated by fumes from the fire. The pipes 
of the stove are said to have been out 
of order. 

To the magistrate Mme. Zola ex- 
plained that she woke early yesterday 
morning With a splitting headache. She 
wakened her husband and asked him 
to open a window. She saw him rise 
and attempt to move toward a window, 
but he staggered and fell to the floor 


unconscious. Mme. Zola fainted at the | 


same moment and was, therefore, un- 
able to give thealarm. Mme. Zola does 
not yet know of her husband's death, 
and it is feared she may suffer a re- 
lapse when informed of it. 


Zola’s remains lie upon a divan in the 


centre of the spacious drawing room of | 


his house under a canopy of rare and 
ancient hangings. The body is coy- 
ered with a sheet and in the light of 


} electric lamps the face of the dead man 


shows a waxy color. 
The servants of the Zola household, 


hearing no movements in their master’s | 


apartments in the morning, entered 
the bedroom at 9:50 o’clock and found 
Mme. Zola lying on the bed inanimate. 


M. Zola was lying half out of bed, with | 


his head and shoulders on the floor and 
his legs on the bed. Doctors were 
summoned, but they failed to restore 
Zola to life. After prolonged efforts 


Zola’s body it was evident that he had 
tried to rise, but had been overcome 
by the fames which apparently escaped 
from the defective stove. 


It was reported here during the day 
that there were evidences of suicidk 
in the death of Zola. Nothing lias so 
far developed to substantiate this 
theory, and the statement made by 
Mme. Zola to the magistrate seems to 
disprove it. Zola dined with a good 
appetite Sunday evening, and the ser 
vants of the household ate of the same 
dishes. No unusual sound was heard 
from the bedroom during the nicht. 
Two little dogs belonging to the Zolas 
passed the night in their master’s bed- 
room. They were alive yesterday 
morning. 

A druggist, who was the first to ar- 
rive at the house to attend M. Zola and 
his wife, said: 

“When I entered the bedroom M. 
Zola was lying partly on the floor. No 
special odor likely to cause asphyxia- 
tion was distinguishable. I think the 
accident was probably caused by the 
Zola’s inhaling heavy carbonic § cas, 
| which lay mainly below the level of the 
high bed. This would account for 
Mme. Zola’s escape. They were not 


by voutiting, fainted and fell to the 
on where he was suffocated. Mme 
Zola also was overcome by the gas, but 
to a less degree than her husband.” 

The prefect of Paris has ordered the 
city architect to examine the bedroom 
in which Zola died and has issued in- 
structions that an analysis be made of 
his blood and of the atmosphere of his 
reom.

PROOUCERS FAVORED 
In Controversy With Contractors 
Over the Price of Milk 
Boston, Sept. 30.—The directors of 
the New England Milk Producers’ 
union yesterday voted to accept the of- 
fer of the Boston contractors of 37% 


cents a can for milk during the winter 
months, and announced that while this 
price is in force the retail price of milk 
in Boston will be 8 cents a quart. The 
producers consider that they have se- 
cured an important concession in the 
fact that the word “surplus” is eliml- 
nated in the new agreement. 

Under a former arrangement, which 
Was abolished a little over a year ago, 
what milk was not sold in Boston by 

2 Contractors for immediate con- 
sumption Was caiverted into butter and 
the producers received pay for it at 
the rate worth for butter mak- 
ing. Last wittter they accepted 386 
cents a ean for their milk and pro- 
vided that the contractors should be 
allowed 1) nts for king after the 


surplus. Uuder the sereement signed 
yesterday the surplus, which. to please 
the producers, must be referred to as 
“over-production.” is to be limited to 


what it Was last winter unless the con- 
tractors receive more than they ask 
for regularly, and anything over last 
winters over-production can be con- 
verted inte butter and the producer be 
paid at the butter price. 


High Premiums For Seats 
Boston, Sept. 30.—Bidding on the 
auction sale of seats for the Friday 
afternoon rehearsals of the Boston 
Symphony orchestra reached $505 yes- 
terday. Three seats in row 1, on the 
centre isle, were knocked down to a 
ticket broker, and since the premium 
must be paid on each seat plus the 
regular price of $12, these three seats 
cost their present owner $951.

Unless New York Democrats Should 
Stampede to Hill 

Saratoga, N. Y., Sept. 30.—Three im- 
portant facts were developed with re- 
gard to the Democratic state conven- 
tion late lastnight. First, one of Judge 
Parker's particular friends brought the 
judge's absolute refusal to accept @ 
nomination for the governorship even 
if given by acclamation. Second, 
Hugh McLaughlin of Brooklyn arrived 
and took charge of the Kings county 
delegates in favor of Bird S. Coler, and 
third, a strong sentiment developed 
towards making Senator Hill the candi- 
date. 

At midnight it looked as if Hill, con- 
trolling the convention, would have to 
nominate a candidate who, like Coler, 
is strong With the up-State and Kings 
county delegates, or else the conyen- 
tion, taking matters into its own hands, 
will nominate Hill. Senator Hill does 
not want the nomination; but, say his 
friends, if the convention were to be 
stampeded and nominate him it is dif- 
ficult to see how he could possibly re- 
fuse. 

With Judge Parker out of the reckon- 
ing, it may be asserted that Coler is the 
leading candidate for the nomination 
for governor. The rest of the ticket is 
absolutely undecided on. There are 
many candidates for each office. 


McLean and Salazar Confer
